ly, that by his raſhneſs had depꝛived himſelf of her light.

Ori- 
ſtus, to your Majeſty, and that Noble Pꝛinte, ko; the care you 
have of my Welfare, being ſoꝛry, that by my miſadventure, you 
have all been diſquieted. But co ſatisfie your Highnels therein, 
thus it was: 

The ſame day your Excellency found me ſoꝛe wounded, J being 
up ſome⸗what Early, walking at one end of my Ozchard, elpyed 
an Armed Knight haling and pulling a'beauryful young Mald 
in moſt rude and diſtourteous manner: and not withffanding 
the manifoldentrearies ſhe uſed, would not leave his Cruelty, but 
uſed theſe Speeches unto her.

JF liſtened as long as J could, to hear her talk, and marking

.cruelty of that wicked Homicide, who went to diſhonour her; de- 


firing me, if I were a Knight, and not bent to be Inhumane, that 
J would releaſe her from his Tyzanny.

How Sicamis, Son tothe King of Perſia, the King and Queen 
of Hung a y, the Prince of Sparta, and the Lady Iſabella, ar- 
rived at Bionyſinꝰs Court. How Fari ſmus ina Mask, accom- 
panied by the Lord Remus, and divers other Knights of 
Theſſaly, Courted the Princeſs Laurana; and how ſhe be- 
came enamoured of him. 
| Hen Dionyſius and Pariſmus had viſfted Oſiris, 
and returned to rhe Court, they heard che wund 
vf moſt ſwret attozding Muck, which made D16- 
nyſius wonder. But it was ſoon cerriffed him, 
that there were come ro his Court divers Ladies 
of great account from kozth vf Hungary and 
Sparta, whom the Queen had entertained in great Wirth and 
Koyalry, not kns wing what they were, becanſe they conrealed 
themſelves ; and that there were alſo divers Knights Hunting 
in rhe Fo2relt of Red Deer; who intended that night to come to 
the Palace; which made Dionyſus both admire who theſe new- 
come Gueſts ſhould be, and ſtudy. how to entertain them on ſuch a 
ſudden.

pa riſmus was ſo rabiſhed with this coutteous Reply, that he

Then he ſhewed 
Oriſtus the ſacred Lines Laurana had ſent, wil'ing him to be 
ready to go with him to the place appointed but unſeen, leſt that 
the Pꝛincels ſhould blame him koz not fulfilling her mind. Tius 
ſpending the dap, (which ſeemed to be longer then two) he again 
returned to his Chamber, thinking each minute a year, and a 100 
times wiſhing the appꝛoach of the appointed time.

began ro conſult whar they ſhould do wirh hig body. | 
An the mean time Pariſmus, having gotten byrath, began to 
intreat them to ſpare his Lifez. (foz.threars in ſuch a caſe would 
not p2evail) pzomiling to: reward them with great kindneſs, if 
they would not murther him; perfwading them wit hal, that this 
their deed would be known, koz that ſuch wickedneſs. is common⸗ 


by. 
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Iyr revealed, and al ways grievouſly punithed; and he that had ler 
them about that Millainous ation, would always hate them in 
his heart, though outwardly he might pzetend a ſhew of kriend⸗ 
ſhip; telling them likewiſe, That he was a Pꝛince, and able to 
Pefer and pleaſure chem: p2omiſing them that they ſhould not 
need to fear Sicanus his difpleaſure,if they would ſave his Life : 
and how all Men would hate them koz deſfkroying him; but on 
the othet ſide, Men would commend them fo2 being lo merciful, 
as to ſpare his Like. AU rheſe per[waſions could nothing pꝛe⸗ 
vail, but without making him any anſwer, they thꝛuſt their 
Swo2ds into his body in divers plates; and thinking him to be. 
dead, they covered him with moſs and leaves, leaving hisCarcaſs. 
to be devoured by ſome wild Beaſt. His HozCſe they found tyed 
without the Mood, but him they unbzidled and let go, to avoid 
luſpition; their own weapons they ſunk in the bottem of a deen 
Pool of water that was by the Woods ſide, and lo departed, not 
being diſcovered, oz ſulpeced by any. 


While they were ſtriving with Pariſmus in this lot, it chan- 


ted that there was a Knight, as he ſeemed by his Armour, that 
heard the noiſe, and hafting by gueſs, ſo well as he could, to che 
place, at length he come where Pariſmus lay covered,and looking 
about tould cee no body, but might perccive the Earth trodben; 
and all to'be-{meared with Blood, and the Mols tom up, and 
removed from its-uſual plate: whereupon. diligeatly ſearching, 
about, he elpped the lump of Mols and Leaves, where Pariſmus.

to reſtoze him; and labouring to recover his ſenſes, he percrived- 
breath to ſtsal forth of his Nolirils, which pertwaded him. thar 
there was hope of. Like. Therefoze taking Pariſmus in hie 
Arms, he conveyed him to the place of his- abode, whirh waz 
within thoſe.

Dionyſius marvelling that when the day was ended Pariſmus 
was not returned, both he and the reft (Sicanus accepted) diverſly 
conjectured, moſt thinking that he was gone aſtray, and being 
unacquainted, might be gone to the Palace, not knowing which 
way to return to the place where he lekt them. Sicanus likewiſe 
fecmed as careful as the reſt, Vet at laſt, by the nights appꝛoach 
rhey all departed towards rhe City ; and at their arrival, Diony-» 
ſius earneſtly enquired fo2 Pariſmus his return, hut could hear 
no news thereof, " 75 8 

Being hereat much perplex ed in mind, he imagined that Pariſ⸗ 
mus might he gone fo far in ſearchof his Hawk, that he could not 
attain to the City that night, and therekoꝛe might lodge by rhe 
Way, and ſo return the next moꝛning. Thus, with this Hopeful 
perlwaſion, being perſwaded koz that pꝛelent, they betook them⸗ 
kel ves tp their reſt. Sicanus being glad with this news of Pariſ- 
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mus's want, called the Tartarians unto him, and enquired what -

And Sicanus habing now accom⸗ 
pliched the thing he purpoſcd, uled oftentimes to viſir' Laurana, 
and carneſtly pꝛotetute his kommer ſuir; wherewith; Laurana 
was ſo much grie ved, to remember another Love then: Pariſmus, 
92 to think that any other ſhould offer him lo much wꝛong, that 
ſhe ſhewed her ſelf lo vertuouly dil dainkul to Sicanus his Suit, 
and ſeemed ſo little to regard his Moꝛds and Pꝛoteſtationg, that 
he began to diſpair of obtaining her good wilt.

e S$z0ught, fell into ſuch an extream paſſion of Gziek, that fo2 a 
Long ſpace the continued, as one wholly berefr of Life ; and not- 
withſtanding Ledia & all the reſt of the Ladies uſed all the gkfll 
they had,yet could they by no means recover her : whereupon 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their hair, and with grievous 
Exclamation, they made ſuch an out-cry, that che bꝛuit thereof 
tome. to the hearing of the King and Queen, and all the reſt ; 
by which occaſion a new ſozrow began: By that time the King 
and Queen were come into the Chamber, the Pꝛintels began 
ſomewhat to come to her ſelf; and lifting up her eyes; and ferch- 
ing a grievous ſigh, looked upon her Father & Mother with ich 
a pittiłul countenance, that at the ſight thereof, they could not 
refrain from tears, ared ftiLearneſtly looked about her to ſee if 
Pariſmus were returned. At laſt being fully recovered, Dionyſi- 
us agked her what might be the cauſe ol this her ſudden ſickneſs ? 
relling her, that if it lay in his-power-to comfo2t her, ſhe might 
be fully allured he would not deny her any thing. Laurana kneel: 
ingp>wn, thinking ts have ſaid ſomething, was ſo overcome 
with the remembzante ok her de ear friends want, E txtream (01: 
row ſo fuilp poſſe her heart, that her ſpeech was turned to rears, 
which fell in ſuch abundence krom the Chtyſtal Fountain of her 
2s, that the King and-Nueen not able anp lbnger-to-behold 


her 
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her extaſie of Soꝛrow, left her to the care of Ledia, and the reſt 
ok her Ladies. The King being departed, che diſmiſſed all the reit 
ok her Attendants, except Ledia, and began to lament in this 
manner. 

Unhappy wretch that Jam! to what a miſerable eſfate am J 
bought, having laſt my greateſt comfo2t,and the only maintain⸗ 
er of my Bliſs, without whoſe p2eſence, J neither can no2 will 
enjoy my unkoztunate Life! Noble and moſt vertuous Pꝛince, 
what is become of you ? what migadventure is befallen vou? 
what Tyꝛant could be ſo barbarous as to do thee injury? what 
creature ſo inhumane as to with thee harm? oz what mind lo 
malicious as not to wiſh your good? Moe is me fo? the leſs of 
my Pariſmus ! Heavineſs ſhall be my delight, care and (o2row 
my companions, till my Pariſmus return. Oh, but my heart 
gives me he will never return:he is ſurely dead by Come untime- 
ly accident, 02 he would not all this while have been ablent from 
me. My deareſt Pariſmus, would J were with you whereloever 
you are, then would my heart be at quiet, then ſhould J be happy, 
then ſhould J be rid of my fear, grief, care, ſozrow, and pain; 
ko; in you only is mp comfort. 

In theſe and ſuch like plaints, ſhe would have continued fill, 
but that Ledia-comfozted her with all the perſwaſions that ſhe 
could deviſe ; telling her that ſhe ought not to grieve lo much, 
fo2 that he would ſafely return again, and that he might abſent 
himlelt᷑ to ſundzy and ſpecial caules not yet known to her; ung 
many other devices to Haw her from that extremity of ſozrow 3 
in which effate ſhe continually remained, but yet lomewhat com⸗ 
fo:ted with hope of his return, being thereunto perſwadedby the 
Speeches of Ledia, who uſcd the ſame only to allwage her Mi⸗ 
ſtrelles loszrow, ſhe her ſelf fearing that the ſhould never lee him 
again. 

Pariſmus remained all that while amongſt the Dutlaws, 
who kept themſelves in a Cave, which they had ſecretly and arti- 
ficially made under rhe fide of a Hill, in the midſt of a Wood, 
where they could hardly be found by any: therekoze there thep 
thought themſelves ſecure. Theſe were the very fame that hay 


wounded Oſiris, and had with them —_ the Uirgin, in whole 
rice 
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reſcue Oſiris was hurt; yet by Oſiris*s adventure, ſhe was p2eſer- 
ved from the out-rage the Knight intended ta her: Foz theſe 
Outlaws being without a Captain, they therefoze thought them⸗ 
ſelves to be equals, which happened well koz the Uirgin ; koz one 
of them, that came koꝛth with the noiſe of Oſiris and the others 
fight; took lo good a liking to her, that he repꝛoved the others in⸗ 
civility, telling him, That it were a UſKainious act to deflowze a 
Virgin that had not oſfended him: by whoſe perſwaſions he de⸗ 
ſiſted from farther Cruelty, and carryed her away to the Cave, 
where ſhe was appointed to dꝛels \tich pꝛoviſion as they bought 
in, which ſhe willingly did, to dekend her ſelf from farther injury. 
Pariſmus his comely pꝛopoꝛtion made him well liked of all of 
them; who ſeemed to be a Man ok great account by his Apparel, 
& in time they thought he might do them many pleaſures: there⸗ 
koꝛe they commanded. this Utrgin to ufe all her Skill, and. en: | 
dea vour to cure his wounds: who within two days. by her dili⸗ 
gent tare, had bzought him to his ſenſes, and he hegan to ſpeak to 
them, which rejoyced them ta hear. He being thus recovered, won⸗ 
dzed into what place he was bzought; becaule it was dark, and in 
a Cave, having in his pꝛelence a company of, rude and ſhag⸗hair'd 
Fellows, he was half perfwaded he was metaniozpholed; but re⸗ 
taining his Manly Courage, he demanded of them how he came 
into that place, and what they were thar had thus p2eſerved his 
Life ? At laſt he that had bꝛought him rhirher, told him, That 
walking into the Wood; being direcked by a naiſe that he heard, 
ht kound him covered with Mols and Leaves, almoſt paſt hopes 
of. Life, and pittying his condition, hꝛought him to that place, 
being all the Hahitation they had; fo2: that they were ſuch as 
wanted Wealth, and were dziven to take that-courſe'of Life to - 
maintain themſelves:and that he was to be by diligent-pains of 
that Uirgin bzought-into the good eſtate he was in; Alſo that 
they purpaled to elec him ko their Captain. 

Pariſmus thanked him, telling him that he was a Traveller, 
and having loſt his way in thoſe Woods, met with ſome ol their 
companv, (as he thought) and was by them left in the caſe he 
found him, without any cauſe of offence that he had done them. 
Thus ceaſing to commune any further with him, he began to me⸗ 
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ditate him fozrunately the Gods had oꝛdained him to be pꝛelerved 
by them that had deſtroyed many, and to live in hope to be reveng⸗ 
ed on Sicanus, that had fo diſhonourably intended his Ruine. 
Therekoze feeling himlelt in good Effate of recovery, he uſed all 
the means he could to purchale the good Opinion of the Dut- 
laws, whom he durſt not truſt, becauſe their minds were adicted

The Uillain being amazed 
to lee his Maſter lo ready to examine him, & not rather to ercuſe 
him, could not tell what to ſay: but in that little ſpite of deli- 
beration, he anſwered, That hs had done him injury, and that 
was the cauſe he truck him; which woꝛds he uttered with great 
fear, farting upon Sicanus, as if he ſhould have told him what 
to lap, Dionyſus noting Sicanus his countenance, and the Mil⸗

therekoꝛe he commanded the other Tartarian that was wounded 
to be ought befoze him; who feeling himſelf almoſt paſt Life, 
conkeiled the cauſe why they kell out, and how Sicanus gave them 
a (um of Money to murther Pariſmus, whoſe want was pꝛocured 
by their means.

dꝛew, and allailed the Perſian Knights lo fiercely, that many ot 
them were wounded, and had not Sicanus fled, he had there Dyed, 
And notwithſtanding Dionylius laboured all he could to pacifie 
this upꝛoar. yet bełoꝛe he could do it, thꝛee of dicanus his Knights 
Were lain, and the reſt led with their Malter. 
| Atter the tinnult was appeaſed, Dionyſius began to examine 
the matter moꝛe ſtrictly, and fonnd by all circumſtances, that the 
Tartarian had ſaid true. Sicanus with great hazard of his Like 
Having elcaped dut of the Court, with ſome koꝛty in his Compa⸗ 
ny, being aſhamed (as knowing himlelt guilty ok the fag) with 
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all the haſte he could, got to the Harbour where his Ships lap, 
and ſpecdily hoiſted Sail, not once taking his leave of rhe King; 
which was a ſufficient perſwaſion to all, that the Pꝛinte of Bo- 
hemia dag murthered by his means : the remembzance where: 
of renewed their ſozrow:. | TY | 
The King of Hungaria and Pꝛinte of. Sparta, being muth 
aſhamed ok 'Sicanus his behaviour, defired Dionyſius not to im- 
pute his impiety any way unto their diſhonour, fo2 that they 
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Dionyſius being moſt exereamly overcome with rage and grief, 
began to take the Murther of Pariſmus with fuch lozrow, that he 
determined to ſpend the reſt of his days out of the company of all 
Men. And the next morning; giving delay no ſcope to hinder his 
pur pole, diſguiſing himſelf in Palmers weeds, he departed the 
Court; and travelled: towards Bohemia, to hear whether the 
King his Father had knowledge of his Sons Death. 
Dinner time being come, Dionyſius was wanting, which 
made the Queen marvel, for that he was not wont to be abſent : 
but thinking he was got alone to meditate, ſhe made no great en⸗ 
quiry. After Dinner, going her (elf to {eek him, ſhe could by no 
means find him, which made her make open enquiry; but none 
could hear of him, ſo that upon the ſudden there began ſuch: an: 
upꝛoar, (when they had ſearched all the Palace, Gardens, Oz⸗ 
chards, Walks, and every place) ſuch Extlamations, ſuch La- 
mentatfons, and-ſuch Dut-cries, that all ſeemed comkoꝛtlels; 
yea, rather Mad and Lunatick, ſome running this way, and 
ſome that way, yet all to no effect; 
This made both the Queen, the King of Hungaria, the Bunte 
ol Sparta, and all th reſt inmiſ-doubr, that they could neither 
tell. what to do, oꝛ what to conjecture of his ablente, fearing that. 
Sicanus by ſome Millainy had pꝛocured his Death allo. Divers of 
his Knights went in ſearch of him, bur tould not find hun; and 
ſaw him; but knew him not; fo they oltten met with him in his 
Palmers diſguiſe, and asked him foz himlelk; which made him 
88 oftentimes 
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oktentimes in mind to return, but his kozmer determination 
. confirmed him. | 
The news of Sicanus his departure and Dionyſius his want, 
happened in two days; vet neither of them was come to the know⸗ 
ledge of Laurana, who ablented her (elf from all company, by 
arcaſoh ok the care ſhe endured koz Pariſmus. ä 
Ledia, out of the tender care the had of her Miſtrelles health, 
- had all this while kept Sicanus his Treaſon, and Pariſmus his 
Murther from her knowledge: but-contrary to Laurana's 
thoughts, and Ledia's-expecation, Olivia the Queen came to 
her Lodging, wzinging her hands, and mating moſt grievous 
lamentation; and elpping her, ſaid, O Daughter, what ſhall 
betide us: thar Uillain Sicanus having murthered Pariſmus, 
hath now likewiſe deſtroyed thy Father. 

Laurana hearing her Mothers ſpeeches, {ood as one amazed, 
mot once ſtirring, ſpeaking, o2 moving her eyes: at laſt, think⸗ 
ing it was ſtrange news to be true, ſhe ſaid, Dear Mother, J hope 
-pour-G2ace meaneth not as you lay. Whereupon the Queen told 
her all that had happened to-Pariſmus, by Sicanns's pzocurement. 
Laurana not being able to hear out the reſt her Mother would 
have ſaid, immediately fell down dead amongſt the Ladies; who 
endeavoured to recover her, but could not bzing her to her Senſes 

again in the ſpace of half an hour; which began a new Soꝛrow 
-amongft them, ſhe ſeeming to be paſt all hope of recovery. Thus 

all being tired with extream grief, gave their minds no reſpite 
to conſider the.adverfity they were in, but (fill continued making 
tuch lamentations, as the place ſeemed a deſolate Habitation of 
ſoꝛrow. The Pꝛintels at length coming to her ſelf, could not 
luddenly utter a woꝛd, ko the extremity of care had ſuch full pol⸗ 
ſc\ſion in ſher heart, that ſhe could neither eaſe it by lamentation 
-novtears : and the whole company were conſtrained to employ 
their beſt endeavours to remedy this pꝛelent evil, the laſt of their 
hope; foz if ſhe had periſhed, the Yeir of Theilaly had been 
Tolt ‚ 


Aozd Remus being a Man of great Wiſdom and Policy, be⸗ 
gan to weigh the fickle eſtate of the People and Conntry, who 
having ben a long time ſubject unto Peace, therefoze were not 
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able to endure the bꝛunt cf Mar, and that it was pꝛobable Sicz· 
nus would ſeek to revenge himſelf againſt them, and take, if he 
could, out of their hand the Princes Laurana, Meir Apparent 
to the Crown, and thereby get the Kingdom into his polleſlüon: 
which the 1 heſſalians would never endure. Reſslving theſe 
thoughts in his mind, he came fo the Queen and the reit of the 
Nobles, and requeſted her and them together, to have ſome 
regard to their Country, and not to ſhew themſelves unpꝛoviden 
fo defend themſelves from farther miſchief. Which counſel was 
very well approved of by all in general, but eſpecially by the 
Auen, who with the conſent sf the Pers, made him Lo2d 
Regent of the Country, Upon which charge committed to him, he 
pꝛeſently gave oꝛder fo2 the muſtering up of men, and foꝛtifping 
of Caſtles and places of ſtzong Defence; appointing Captains 
and Governours, under whoſe charge he committed thoſe pla- 
ces: and within a ſhozt ſpace bꝛought all things fo ſuch perfeat- 
on, that the Country was well fo2tificd, anwable- to reit a Po- 
tent Enemy. ; 

The Queen Olivia being very much To2mented in her 
thoughts, was now aſcertained by the return of ſuch as were 
gone in ſearch of the ing her Ynsband, that he was no where 
within the bounds of -Theſſaly alive; and therefoze aTurgdly 
theught he was dead: which. ſo inwardly gꝛieved her, that the 
gave her ſelf only to mourning, not giving her perplexed mind 
one minutes reſpite of quiet. In which eſtate for a time we will 
now leave her, to ſpeak of Parifmus. . 


C H AP. VIII. 
How Pariſmus | in Palmers Weeds found means to ſee the Palnceſs, 
unto whom he would. not diſcover himſelf, hearing of Diayſius ab- 
ſence z and of w el Dionyſius in Bohemia. 
Ariſmus haviflg well recovered himſelf, being able td walk up 
and down , was defirous to hear ſome news from Dionylius 
Conrt, but cord not ſe how to bꝛing the ſame to effet: but 
thus fo2tunafely it fell out. Thoſe Dutlaws were To far 
in love with him, that they with one conſent entreated that he 


wand vouchſafe to continue amongſt them, and be their Cap⸗ 
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tain, foz that they being without a Guide, they thought fo: well 
of him, as that above all men they were deſirous he ſhould: be the 
man. But he began torefuſe it, alledging, that being a ranger 
in the Counfry, and unacquainted with their Cuſtomes, he was 
altogether unfit ; uſing many reafons as excuſes. But cenſidering 
with himſelf it might much avail him, at their entreaty he was 
content, and ſo behaved himſelf, that within a very ſho2t time his 
wo2d and counſel was an Oꝛacle amongſt them „ and by his wiCl- 
dom he kept them from doing much harm, and pet notwithſtan⸗ 
ding (in their fancy) he ſeemed to further them g2eatly, 
Oltentimes he was in mind fo go and make himſelf known 
at the Court, and ſs to enjoy his Miſtreſſes light, which he was 
grieved to want: but being diverlly minded, this was his reſc⸗ 
lution. Be fitted himſelfk on a day with. almers Weeds, and 
diſguiſed himſelf ſo artiſiciallp, that by reaſon of his tong ſickneſs, 
which had ſomewhat altered his Complexion, none ceuld know 
him, telling the Outlaws that he was determined to ſce the Court, 
which he had heard was ſo famous, and that he would return at 
- Night. 4 : s | 
When he was ſemewhat near the City , he eſpped upon a 
Plain g2eat p2eparation for War, which made him much mar- 
vel. At laſt, coming fo the Palace, he got himſelf to the place 
where Laurana every mo2ning uſually at her coming from the 
Chappel gave her Alms, and put himſelf among the reſt of the 
Palmers, and being talier than any of the reſt, he was noted of 
many, Ulhen the Pꝛinceſs came to give her Alms, (being in

of Dionyſius want, could not refrain from letting fall a few 
tears. Which Laurana perteiving, and viewing them withal, 
began 
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began to fect a !ndden. alteration in all her parts, ſo that ſhe was 
not quiet until the have found a means ts have conference with 
him; and giving all the reſt their Alms they departed, but to him 
ſhe did give nothing, to the intent he ſhould ſtay. But he- ſeeing 
the reſt gone, was departing with them, fill Leda called! him back, 
whom he well knew. 

Pariſmus being returned, Laurana demanded of him what 
was the canſe that he wept when he heard her ſpeak of Dionyſius 
loſs and Pariſmus Death. Pariſmus anſwered, Moſt vertuous 
Lady, J wept nat to hear Pariſmus named, but to hear of Dio- 
nyſius lofs: foꝛ Pariſmus J know is at this pꝛeſent living, and 
in god eſtate of health, with whom J had ſome talk within theſe 
thrꝛee weeks in the Country ol Salmatia; which was the cauſe 
of mp coming hither, being ſent by him unto a Lady of this 
Court, whom J know not bold. to ſpeak withal, neither muſt x 
tell to any her name. 0 

Laurana hearing his Words bluſhed erteedingly, and intreat⸗ 
ed him to tell out his news, foꝛ that it might be ſhe was the par⸗ 


ty Loꝛd Pariſmus meant: for J am Laurana, whom Pariſmus 


did once think well of, UWhereupon Pariſmus. kneeling down, 
faid ; Then to your Vighneſs will J do my PeTage , foz unto 
pou was J ſent. P21nce Pariſmus growing into ſome god lik⸗ 
ing of me, and having received my oathto be his faithful Pellen⸗ 
ger, willed me to give your Vighneſs this Jewel, whereby vou 
ſhould be aſſured he was living, but conſtrained to abſent himſelf- 
fo2 cauſes that he will Hereafter let vou underſtand: he deſired 
pen to let hun, though unwoꝛthy, enjop but the leaſt of Pour ver⸗ 
tuous Pꝛomiſes, and he wall ever. hereafter account bimſelt to 
have received his Life and Liberty from vou. 

Laurana ſeeing the Jewel, which ſhe knew to be the ſame the 
had beloꝛe given him, and hearing the Palmers credible repozt 
that he was in perfect health, being alſo aTured of the truth of 
that Meſtage, by the certain and firm p2ofetation of the mot 
noble Pariſmus himſelf in the diſguiſe of a Palmer, ſhe: was ſa 
ſarp2ized with joy, that ſhe could not refcativ from kiſſing che jewel, 
ſaying ; Melcome ſweet token from a faithful friend; and cal- 


ling Leda unte her, told her the News the Palmer hay bought, 
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rejoycing with ſuch vertuous kindriefs ; that Pariſmus thought © 
bunſclf the happieſt man living, to enjoy the Love of ſo loyal and 
conſtant a Laby. Laurana. caming to him, told him that ſhe was 
te much bound unto him foz2 h2ingging. her this happy newe, that 
the did not know which way fulliciently to rerompence him kor 
his pains : and were it not, ſaid ſhe, but that J ſtand in ſome 
doubt thereof, as being tor god td be true, J ſhould reſt in ſuch 
happy content by thy news, that no Adverſity whatfoever ſhould 
taàuſe my ſozrow, but only his abſence ; . though my Fathers loſs 
deth--nearly touch me. The Palmer ſeeing the Conftancy, uſed 
fuch pꝛoteſtations, that Laurana.could not chuſe but believe him, 
das alfo by reaſon of the Jewel which ſhe knew ſhe had given 
unto. Pariſmus : ſo taking a Jewel from her 1Boſom, gave 
the ſame to him, which he willingly received, and kiſſing her hand 
departed. 

When he was out of ſight,. he began to meditate on the Uier- 
tues of Laurana,. and therein ton fuch: felicity, that befo2o he 
was awars, he met with Oriſtus, who had been walking ſolifary 
ab2oad in great heavineſs. Pariſmus feeing him, was once in 
à mind to reveal himſetf to him only ; but being -palſed by him, 
he cduld not chuſe but turn hack and lk after him, his heart 
being touched with his kindneſs: but the remembꝛance ef the 
toſs of Dionyſius did ſo much grieve him, that waſting the time 
with thoſe thoughts, unawares in a heavy dump he. ſuddenly ar- 
rived at the. Cave ; where he was very kindly welcomed by the 
Duf-laws, ta whom he*ufed ſuch: Commendations of the Court, 
as. it pleaſed them. well to hear: and alſo he told them that the 
Bing was miſſing,, and na man could: toll what was become of 
him; and ſaid that he thaught there was ſome pꝛeparation foz 
Was, by the Pultering: of thoſe Souldiers that be ſaw kefoze

chen he was alone; he began. to Condemn himſelf of hard- 
heartedneſs, that.ſ&ing, the moſt Conſtant and Uertuous Lady 
living, to mourn fo2 his loſs, and he being ſafe, and in her light, 
would nat make himſef known ts her, thereby to put a period to 
her g2ief.. But yet his comfozt was great on the other ſive, that he 
un her Love fſtevfalt and firm, though ſhe was palt hope - Ein 
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ſeeing him again; accounting himſelf far unworthy of the Favour 
ſhe had already ſhewed him, and and growing lo far in adiniration 
of her Conſtancy, that no thought was ko pleaſant as the remem⸗ 
bzance of her Love. 

Dionyſus as is befo:e ſaid, having met with many of his own 
Knights that went in ſearch of him, was almoſt, rhzough remem- 
bzance of the lozrow he knew would arile by his abſence, altered 
from his kozmer determination; yet remembꝛing Parigmus's mur⸗ 
ther, which he knew could not chule but come to the hearing of his 
old friend the King ok Bohemia, whereby his Eonour might he 
calfed in queſtion, of which he was jealous, he reſolved to travel 
thither ; and having ſojourned manydays, he arrived in Bohemia ; 
where lighcing into company with an ancient Palmer of that 
Country, he enquired of him what News at the Bohemian Court; 
who taking Dionyſus to be but a Palmer, told him, that the news 
was chicfiy of the Pzince Pariſmus, who being in the Court of 
Dionyſius King of Theſſaly was there murthered , oz by ſome 
other Treaſon deſtroyed; but by whom, oz how it was, vet is 
not known ; by means thereof there was ſuch Lamentation in the 
Country, cſpectally in the Court, that he thought rhe like never 
had been heard of in any place, ! 

This repo2t cauſed Diony ſius to grieve crceedingly, and he was 
ſo much to2mentedin mind, that he reſolved there to abide unknown. 
to any, till he ſaw how the King of Bohemia, world digeſt his 
Gziek; and alſo ts hear the general repozt that would be given 
of him, becauſe he did not revenge-the Death of the Pꝛince on. 
Sicanus when he had him in Theſlaly; as allo to ſee the Event of. 
thoſe Stratagems. | 

T3zaving god ſtoze ok Money and Jewels, he got him a Lodging 
in an ancient Burgomaſter's Houle, where (koz his Money) he 
was kindly uſed. His uſual culfome was every day to go to the 
Court, where he heard nothing to comkozt him withal, but ſaw 
the King cf Bohemia in moſt hcavy plight foz his Sons death. 
All the joy he had was, that he heard all men, notwithffanding the 
death of their Pzince, repozt very honourably of him; that he 
continued, as he thought ſecure, being not known, oz of any ſul⸗ 
pected fo2 the Man he was. But at laſt thus contrarily it bapaed.

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The Burgomaſter having diligently obſerved the behaviour of 
his Gueſt, found him far differing from all other Palmers in 
Perſon and Nualities ; and beſides, ſeeing daily the Charge he 
was at, began to ſuſpect him, having ſuch ſtoze of Coin to main⸗ 
tain that charge, ſo that when Dionyſius went to his Lodging, 
he would often liſten at his Chaniber do2 to hear his Speeches, 
and mark his Behaviour : where he oftentimes heard Dionyſius 
bewailing his effate, in moſt heavy plaints, often naming himſelf 
and Pariſinus. On a time he declared the lame to a Noble:man of 
the King's Coutt ; who ſecretly repairing to the Burgomaſter's 
houſe, and obſerving his Behaviour, did ſuſpect him to be ſome 
Spy, appꝛehending him, and cauſing him to be caſt in Pꝛilon wirh- 
out any examination. | of # 
This unerpected accident cauſed Dionyſius to wonder, fearing 
leaſt he ſhould be known : but yet he thought That could not be; 
therefoze with great patience he endured this Jmpziſonment, con: 
tinuing in that molt vile place, amongſt Rogues and Usgabonds, 
being exempt from the clear Light of the Sun. to comfo2t him 
withal, foz the ſpace of Cx days, by reaſon that the Hoble⸗man that 
laid him there was gone about affairs of his own. But at his re- 
turn he certified the King of ſuch a ſuſpicious perſon he had found. 
Upon this Dionyſius was ſent fot ; who being examined, told 
the King, That the occaſion of his coming into that Countrey 
was to no ill intent, but if it liked him to hear him 1 he 
would declare to him the whole intent of his coming. The King 
hearing his ſpeeches, commanded all to depart ; whereupon Dio- 
ny ſius r himſelf. | 
The King of Bohemia knowing him, being amazed at his 
range diſguiſe, ſuddenly caught him in his arms, and embyaced 
him with great kindneſs, Dionyſus then declared unto him the 
heavy loſs of Pariſmus, and his own ſudden departure out of 'T hel- 
ſaly, requeſting him that he would joyn with him againſt Sicanus, 
to revenge Pariſmus's death : which the Bohemian King did wil- 
lingly conſent to. So with theſe, and many other the like ſpeeches 
between them, let us leave Dionyſus to be entertained

where he knew the Perſians. would land, there ſtayed, The per- 
ſians thinking themſelves ſecure, and that they might land with⸗ 
out contradicion, had fent ſome twenty thouſand Perſians on 
ſhoze: which Lozd Remus and Oriſtus perceiving, ſuddenly 
iTued out upon them; who being diſo2dered, were unable to reſicx © 
the Theſſalians , --who”roming upon them unawares, flew the 
greateſt part of thent. The King of Perlia ſing this, being full 
of rage and fury, violently thꝛuſt all his Ships into the Harbour, 
and with all ſpeed Landed his whale Army; in which time the 
Ibeſſalians had deſtropen the Perſians to the number of Thirty 
Thouſand, inſomuch chat the cglour of the Waters was turned 
into Purple, which fo vereti.the.Father and the Son, that cauſing 
a Trench to be made fo2 the-fozfifying: of the place of their land⸗ 
ing, without any further: fronble they ſafely landed the remain- 


der- of their Army; which was ſo huge a multitude, that the 
Lo2d Remus, though he mas a man of invincible Courage, and 
the Theſſalians being but a handful in reſpect of ſo mighty a Þolt, 
began to be ſomewhat diſcomfo2ted , and therefoze Retreated: to 
the City of Thebes, to defend that from the fo2ce of the Perſians, 
(who were much provoked ts anger by the laughter the Thefſali- 
ans. hav already made amongſt them) Foztifying the ſame fo 
with all kind of pꝛoviſions, that it was invincible, unleſs it were 
deſtroyed by Famine. | | | 
The Nucn ſeeing her ſelf thus diffreſſed, nevertheleſs ſhewed 
ſuch magnanimous courage, as the like had not been feen in a 
Woman : which ſtirred up ſuch Neſolution in the hearts cf her 
ſubjects, that they had determined fo fight it out till the laſt man, 
rather than yield to their Enemies. . 
The King of Perſia having landed his Army, began to march 
into the Country, where they could ſcarce find vicuals to ſuffice 
ſuch a multitude, the Country being large, and full of Defarts, 
Fozreſts, and Milderneſſes. At-laft they came to the Plains of 
Pharſalia, where in times paſt were the bloody Wars of Cœſar and 
Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length and bzeadth , that they 
exceed all the Plains in the Woztd foz largeneſs, on the one 
fide whercof runneth the KNiver Peneus from the fot of Mount 
Olympus; and in this Plain the Perſians encamped — 
; owards 
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towards the further end thereof, being not above twelve Miles di⸗ 
ſtant from the City of Thebes, whither they might eaſily march, and 
ſn return, Sicanus with an hundꝛed thouſand Perſians, made to- 
wards the City; which the Watchmen perceiving, fired their Bea⸗ 
cons: but Loꝛd Remus and Oriſtus gave pꝛeſent command that there 
ſhould be no ſign oꝛ ſhew made in the City, whereby the Enemy 
might know of their coming. . Where we will leave them within 
the City, making all pzeparation to withſtand their Enemies, and 
Sicanus af the Walls begirting the ſame, to ſpeak of Pariſmus. 

Pariſmus being all this while in the Cave amongſt the Dut⸗lalvs, 
ſtill deviſed how he might have further tryal of Laurana s Conſtan- * 
cy; and therefoꝛe determined ſtill to conceal himſelf until he heard 
news of Dionyſius return, and was alſo deſirous to know wherefoze 
there was ſuch p2eparation fo: War. On a day he could endure 
no longer from beholding his Piſtreſs, but diſguiſe himſelf in his 
Palmers Weeds, and departed from the Cave to the City, with ir⸗ 
tent to ſ& her beſtow her accuſtomed Alms. But ns ſooner was he 
come near the Caty, but he efpyed the Band of Sicanus Souldiers; 
which ſtruck ſuch amazement to him, that he ſtwd like one without 
ſenſe, being enraged with fury to ſee the. City begirt, wherein his 
dear Lady was. The conſideration of which, ſtruck ſo near his heart, 
that ſitting down upon a Polly Bank, he uttered theſe heavy plaints. 

Tinhappy Wztch that J am! into what a diftreſfſed eſtate am J 
b2ought, that by my miſdoubtful mind Have. ſo much wꝛonged the 
molt conſtant-Uirgin living, and thereby have depꝛived my ſelf of 
her ſight, which J might have enzoyed; but now by my own folly am 
ſhut from it by a multitude of Enemies, that ſeek the deſtruction of 
my Beloved! What ſufficient recompence may J make fo2 this my 
monſlrous ingꝛatitude? 62 how may J without ſhame call her my 
Beloved, when J have ſhewed my ſelf ſo firange 2 Being in her 
ſwet ſight, and hearing the plaints ſhe made foz my abfence, yet 
would J not make my ſelf known unto her, thereby to dꝛive away 
ſuch paſſions from her heart: well, fince my unlucky Stars have al⸗ 
lotted me this hard fo: tune, J will either recompence the w2ong J 
have done her, and purchaſe her K iberty by chaſing away theſe C⸗ 
nemies, 02 elle loſe my woꝛthlels Life in her defente. 

In this ſoꝛt he complain 2D, uutil he was wearied with uttering 
ſuch heavy paſſions. At laſt, ſtarting up as one newly raiſed from a 


Trance, hr ran with all haſte towards the Cave, pirpoſing fo get 
V fome 
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fome Armour and Weapon where⸗ with to defend himſelf; and on 
the way he met a comely Rnight all in Black Armour, mounted 
upon a gallant black Moꝛſe, bei a geodly pꝛopoꝛtioned Man, with 
all Furniture readilv appointed fo2 War, making f — towards 
the City. Pariſmus, ſuppoſing him to be one of their Company that 
beſieged Thebes, came boldly to him, and ſaid, Stay, I pꝛap pou, 
Sir Knicht, and let a Palmer demand ane Queſtion of thee. J map 
thuſe, ſaid the Knight, and ſo diſdainfully rode en. 

Pariſmus was ſo enraged with fury at this ſcoꝛnful Auſwer, that 
catching up a gꝛeat Stone, with all his fozce he thꝛew it at this diſ⸗ 
courteous Knight, and hit him with ſuch violence on the back, that 
it made the Blood ſtart out of His Mole. The Knight turning about 
came pꝛeſently to Pariſmus; and alighting fzom his Yozſe, pullcy 
a Co2d out of his pocket, where⸗with He thꝛeatned to bind him, and 
fo to dꝛag him at his Yoaſc-heels : and laying hands on Pariſmus, 
thinking caſily fo have bound him, fo2 that he took him to be a. 
Palmer, contrary-to- the Knights erpectation, Pariſmus ſtrok him 
ſuch a blow on the Face with his Fiſt, that Ho ſtaggered as one 
amazed: and -p2eſently catching hold on his Sword, told him, that 
unlcſs he would declare unto him of whence he was, and what Ar- 
my that was that beſieged the City of "Thebes, he ſhould there dove 
with his own Weapon, 

The Perſian took theſe woꝛds ſo diſdainfully, being aſhamed to 
be over-niatched by a Pilgrim, that with his Foot he ffruck Parif- 
mus fit h a blow on the Welty, that he with much pain could ſcarce 
ftand3- which cauſed him to rike the Knight fo vehemently with 
the pommel of his Swo2d, that he fell down half dead, and ſ&ing 
himſelf in that Eſtate, deſired Pariſmus fo ſave his Life, and he 
would tell him the Truth. 

J am, quoth he,of Perſia, an Attendant on the King thereof (my 
name Toledo) and noſw tome into this Country with his Paje⸗ 
ſty, his Son Sicanus, and his Tontributarp Kings, to revenge 
themſel ves on King Dionyſius, who hath falfly accuſed Sicanus fo: 
murthering Pariſmus P2ince of Bohemia, who J think is run away 
from the Court foꝛ ſome notoꝛious Fact he hath committed: Alſo 
he is come to fetch from thence the Kings Daughler by fo2ce of 
Arms: and therefoze'my Lo2d is now himſelf bef93c the walls cf 
the City, with an hundꝛed thouſand armed Perſians, and the reſt of 
oe: Fazces have encamped themfelves upon the Plains of Pure ia, 

ariumus 
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Pariſmus being moved with extream Tholer, could not contain 
himlelk; but his Mind being sver⸗charged with Fury, he uttered 
theſe Speeches: Traytour, although yet unknown to any but thy 
ſelf, behold Pariſmus whom thou haſt lo falfly believed, and whom 


that Uillain Sicanus did intend to murther, though J was pzelerved 


by the Heavens to be the Death ol twenty thouſand Perſians; and 
ſince J fee thy graceleſs Mind lo far kram Uertue, that in this ex- 
tream peril of thy Life, thou wilt ſcandalize that honourable King, 
of whom thy baſe Tongue is not wo2thy to ſpeak, thou art the firſt 
that ſhall dye by the hand of Pariſmus. UWhereupon dzawing his 
Swozd, he ſon diſpatched him of his Life, and pulling the Ar⸗ 
mour from off his dead Cozps, armed himſelf therewith ;- and 
mounting on his Yo2le, let his Spear in his Reſt, and rode to⸗ 
wards the Tity. 

CHAP. X. 


How Pariſmus ſlew three of the Perſian Knights in three ſeveral 


Combats; and how they had taken him Priſoner, if he had att 


been reſcued by the Lord Remus and Orifws : All this being done 
in the ſight of Queen Olivia, and her Daughter the Princeſi 
Laurana. | pos 
Fter that Pariſmus wag parted from the Knight, he came ti 
Sicanus's Camp, and waving his Spear above his Head 
challenged all the Knights in Sicanus's Company, Wherewith' 
one ſingling himſelf from the Army, came with his Spear couched 
againſt Pariſmus ; who ſetting Spurs to his Yozſe , ran at him 
with ſuch kozte, that his Spear paſſed thzongh the Knights Body, 
and therewith he fell down dead. Then Pariſmus catching (with 
ſuch nimbleneſs, that the whole Army ſtood in admiration thervof) 
the vanquiſhed Knights Spear, he waved the ſame the ſecond time 
above his Head: at the ght whereof, another Perſian ran at him, 
who Pariſmus fo valtantly encountred, that he overthzew both 
Hozſe and Man to the ground; in which fall the Knight b2oke hig 
Leg, whereof he dyed, . 
Sicanus ſeeing two of his Knights thus foyled, tommanded one 
Bruſter, a mighty huge⸗pꝛopoztioned Man, and eſteemed to berckr⸗ 
cept his two Bꝛethꝛen) one of the beſt Knights in Perſia, to encaun⸗ 


ter that Knight: who coming fozrh on a mighty Note, met Part- 
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mus with ſuch violence, that ſhivering the ſpelsof their Lantes in⸗ 
to the Air, Pariſmus loft-one of his Stirrups, and Bruſter lay ſenſe? 
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leſs backward upon his Hozle-Crupper ; but with the lpꝛing of his 
Nozſe, was raiſed into his Saddle; and by that time he came to 
bimCſe!f, he ſaw his Adverſary bzandiſhing his Swozd, which made 
him dzaw alſo ; between whom began lo fierce a Combat, that 
their Armoꝛ began flye in pieces, and the-Blod iſſued from them 
in many places, eſpecialiy from the Perſian Knight, whom Pariſmus 
lo fiercely aſſailed, that he dꝛove him only to ward ſuch blows as 
Pariſmus [ent him; which Pariſmus eſpying,. truck a foꝛtible blow 
at his Arm, and quite parted the ſame from his Body. 

The Perſian ſeeing himſelf bzought to that low eſtate, turned his 
Yo2ſe, and fled towards the Camp: which ſo amazed Sicanus, that 
he thought the Black Knight «fo2 ſo they called him, becauſe he was 
in Black Armoz) to be ſoine-Devil in the ſhape of a Pan, lent to 
tozment them, who notwithſtanding theſe his Combats, ſeemed to 
be as ſreſh as he was at the beginning, ftill waiting to encounter 


te next. | 


The Queen of Theſſaly, Laurana, the young Queen of Hunga- 
rja,Lo2d Remus, Oriſtus and Oſirus having knowledge of the coming 
k theſe Fozces to the City, were gotten to the top of a Tower to 
behold their Camp; and at their firſt coming they beheld the arri⸗ 
bal of Pariſmus in his Black Armo), and the rh1ee noble Combats 
he had fought ; which made them to marvel who that Knight ſhould 
be, that had lo valiantly ain three of their Enemies. hilt 
they. were in this Meditation, Laurana having well mar ked the 
Black Knight, began to imagine that he might be Pariſmus; but 
again the thought it was impoſſible. At laſt ſhe ſaw a great Trop 
of Knights allail him all at once, which made her calt and cry, 
Help, help; her ſenſes being tranſ pozted fo with fear and remem⸗ 
Nane of Pariſmus, that ſhe neither thought or the plate where the 
was, noz in whole Company. Lozd Remus and Oriſtus leeing this 
Heroick Knight in ſuch diſtreſs, iCued fozth of the City with twen⸗ 
thouſand Hozſemen,” and commanded fozty thouſand of the beſt 
ouldiers to tome out at another Gate, on the back of the Enemy, 
under the Conduct of the Majoꝛ General. All this while the Black 
, Knight ſo valiantly behaved himſelf , that bekoze the Thefalians 
could come to his reſcue, he had lain above foꝛty Perſians : but un- 
able ro oppoſe ſo great a multitude, he at length loft his Weapon, 
and had there been taken Pꝛiſoner, but that the Loꝛd Remus ſud: 
denly (Cuing upon the Perſians, made a great e 
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them, and ſet the Black Knight at liberty. Having recovered his 
Hozte, and being cheered with the ſight. of the Lozd Remus, and 
dis truſty Knight Oriſtus, with his Sword he made ſuch havock a⸗ 
mongſt them, that none durſt abide his coming; and whereſoever 
he went; he made a Lane fo! the reſt to follow him. 

The Perſians by this time having joyned all their Fozces together, 
thꝛonged by fuch multitudes upon the Thkeflalians, that they were 
conſtrained ſomewhat to retire ; but in their retreat, the Black 
Knight ſent many of the Perſians Ghoſts to Hell, and behaved him- 
ſelf with ſuch Magnanimity, that all the whole Army was amazed 
at hig Ualour. By this time the Thefſalian's Fotmen aſſailed the 
Perſians on the other ſide, which did dꝛive them into ſuch a fear, 
that thouſands of them were determined to flee , but ſeeing no hope 
of ſafety by flight, were lo amazed, that their koꝛce was quite tur⸗ 
ned into towardize: which the Theſſalians perceiving, allailed them 
with ſuch fury, that in a ſhozt ſpace they had deſtroyed a great 
number of them. The Black Knight till purſued his Enemies with 
ſuch fury, that by the death ot ſo many he was gotten into the midſt 
of their Army ; where he found Sicanus encouraging his Souldiers, 
and knowing him by the Richneſs of his Armour, ran at him with 
fuch fozce, that with a mighty blow he beat him quite off his Hoſe ; 
and had it not been fo) the two Bꝛethꝛen of Bruſter, who attended 
on him, he had been trodden to death. The Black Knight (till ruſh- 
ing amongſt the thickeft of the Perſians, tame to the place where O- 
riſtus was unhozled and ſtrongly aſſailed; who feeing him in that 
diſtreſs laid on with ſuch fury, that happy was he that could get 
the fartheſt from him: by whichmeans Oriſtus retobered his Youſe.” 

Thus all the day the Battle continued, to the terro2 of the Pecſi- 
ans, comfoqt of the 'Thellalians,and the honour of the Blatk Knight, 
who ſtill behaved himſelf with ſuch an undaunted Courage, that all 
that beheld him, admired his deeds ok Chivalry : and the Queen 
and Laurana,w[ all this while beheldthe Battle, could not otherwiſe - 
but judge the Black Knight to be the ſtouteſt Man in the Would. 

Thus the day being ſpent, the l heſſalians ſounded a retreat, which 
their Enemies were glad of; only the Black Knight departed away 
diſcontented, becauſe he thought he had not yer (ſufficiently recom- 
penced his ſweet Loves kavours:and afterwards he ſecretly conveyed 
himſeff,unſecn of any, unto the Mod wherein his Cave was. Where- 
we will leave him to be entertatned by the Outlaws; andto be cured a 
bis Wounds by the Uirgin J ſpake of betoꝛe. The 
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The Loꝛd Remus and Oriſtus having bꝛought their Fozces into 
the City, ſought fo2 the Black Knight, but could not find him, 


Which made them marvel what was become of him; whoſe beha- 


biour had been ſo magnanimous, that he was taken notice of the 
whole Army: but ſ&ing their expectations fruſtrated in leeing him, 
they gave o2der fo2 ſuch as were hurt 02 maimed ; and having mu: 
ſtered their whole Army, found but a thouſand Theſſali ans miſſing; 
and afterwards with great Foy, went to the Palace, where they 
were joyfuliy received by the Queen and Laurana; and relating 
the whole circumſtance of that days Exploit, their chiekeſt diſcourſe 
was of the wozthy Foztitude of the Black Knight. 

Pꝛinte Sicanus on the other fide, ſecing himlelk ſoze bzniſed with 
the fall he had received, and all his Souldiers ſo weakned, and ſuch 
a multitude of them lain, departed towards the Camp that was 
pitched upon the Plains of Pharſalia, being not able to lodge beloze 
the Ciry-Walls, by reaſon the ground was lo wet with the Blood 
of the Perſians, who lap in ſuch heaps, that had not the Theſſalians 
next day tonveyed their Bodies into a deep pit, the Cinell of them 
would have much annoyed the Inhabitants of the whole City. 

; CHAP. XL 

How the King of Perſia removed his Camp from the Plains of Phar. 
ſalia, and beſieged the City of Thebes, How Dionyſius the King 
of Bohemia, the Prince of Sparta, and the King of Hungaria, 
landed in Thejaly with ſeveral Armies; and what afterwards 
hapned to Pariſmus (called the Black Knight) in a famous Battle 

' fought between the Perſians and Tbeſſalians. 
TJ King of Perſia ſeeing his Son thus foiled and ſoze hurt, 
with fuch a number of his Souldiers lain by ſo ſmall a 
Company of Theſlalians, his Men being thier to one, was lo in- 
wardly vered that he gave Commandment to remove all his 
Forces unto the City. which were ſo innumerable, that within 
thꝛee oz four days all the City was begirt round with Souldiers. 
The King of Perſia lay upon a Hill hard by the City, in a Tent 
molt richly and rarely contrived, and all his contributary Kings 
round about him; which made ſuch a glozious Appearance , as 
though a mighty multitude of ſeveral Nations had been gathered 


together, to deſtroy the whole Earth: Which when the Theſſalians 


beheld. they conjeſtured that unleſs Pꝛovidente ſhould ſend ſome er⸗ 
tra9dinary Supplies to relichc them, it was umpoſſihle fog them 
| | | | long 
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long fo withitang ſa powerful an Encmy : but pet they perſiſted 
in their good opinion they had of the Bing of Hungaria, and 122 ince 
of Sparta; who were gone into their CTomtrics to raiſe Seuldiers, 
and the time cf the ir pꝛomiſed return was almoſt come. 
The Ring of hohe mia liked iſe, having knowledge cf Siennus bc- 
ing in 1 hcflaly, being urged with hope to revenge his Zons eath, 
»mullred up ail his Frozces, and gatheres gut ot them a migh-y 
band of expert Souldiers; who were much delirous to fight with 
che Pcrians, becaule of all N afions they hated them mot. Lhe one 
half marched under the Command of Diony! lius, anz the other halt 
he led himſelf, Thus having all things in a readineſs, within a 
ſhoꝛt ſpace they arrived at the Coat of the City of Thebes. | 
Dionybus by his Spies being advertized where the Perſian Camp 
lay, conveved his Men into the Wed where Paciſmus Cave was; 
and the King of Bohemia with his fifty thouſand marched over the 
Plains of Pharſalia, and encamped themſel ves near unto the Titv 
hard by the Perſians: of whoſe app2oach Sicanus and his Father had 
ſcon intelligence. The ſame dap the Prince of Sparta had landed 
thꝛeſcoꝛe thouſand Men of Arms under his own Condurt, and en⸗ 
camped on the other ſide of the Perſians : alſo the King of Hungaria, 
with fifty thouſand Men, had likewiſe pitched his Camp on the 
back of the Pe rſians: ſa that they were environed round with Bo- 
hemians, Hungarians, and Spartans z. and-befoze them the City, 
which much amazed the Perſians ; nevertheleſs - by reaſon of their 
multitudes, they thought themſel ves ſecure. | 
Olivia, Laurana, and the Theſſalian Lo2ds, ſa ing ſo-many new⸗ 
come Souldiers entamped near the Perſians, ſuppoſed them like⸗ 
wiſe to be enemies; and being much perplered thereat, ſent out a 
Pellenger to know the cauſe thereof; who returning with Joy, cer⸗ 
fified them, that only the Blue Tents were their Enemies; that 
the Red Tents were the Bohemians, the White Tents the Spar- 
tans, and the G2een Tents the Hungarians: which Mews ſo com- 
foꝛted the Queen, that ſhe could not have refrained from excceding 
rejoycing, had not Dionylius been wanting. Laurana hearing that 
Pariſmus Father was come to defend her, and revenge his Bons 
wrong, who all Men thought had been dead, continually pꝛaiſed 
the Eads, foꝛ the pꝛeſer vation of that wozthy King; and alten⸗ 
times her petitions pꝛoca ded from ſuch kind Uertue z that what 
with the. * of his g2eat kindneſs, her F athers loſs, an?; 
her 
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her E02ds abſence, the Chꝛyſtal tears ran in abundance down her 
Crimſon Cheeks like dꝛops of Pearl. The Queen determining to 
ſcnd one of her Gentlemen with a Pellage of Thanks, to the 
Cams of her Friends, Oriſtus deſired that he might be the ellen⸗ 
ger, Mich the Auen granted. 5 

After he departed out of the City, he went #1 to the King of 
Bohemia, and delivered him the Peſlage the Queen had given him 
in charge. The King knowing him, and withal remembring he 
was the Pan his Son moſt este med, welcomed him very kindly;the 
remembꝛance of whom made the Tears to trickle down his white 
Beard, being not able to utter his Mind fo2 gz1ef. And Oriſtus was 
alſo ſo moved to ſee the King lo kind, that he wanted wo2ds to ex- 
pꝛeſs his ſo2rows : but ſadiy taking his leave of his Pajeſty, he 
went and ſaluted the King of Hungaria, and P21nce of Sparta, and 
ſo returned again unto Olivia tho Quen. 

Diony ſius had ſo ſecretly lodged his Fo2ces in the Mod, that the 
Perſians had no knowledge of his being there; but he often diſgui- 
ſcd himſelf in Palmers Weeds, and beheld the Cify how if was 
encompaſled with Souldiers: which ſtruck ſuch ſoꝛrow to his heart, 
ta ſee his Country ready to be waſted, his Subjects in diſtreſs, his 
Auen, and his fair Daughter like to be ſurp243ed, and taken by 
the Enemy; and ſuch a multitude of blody-minded Pcrfians, unto 
whom he had never done wrong, ready fo deſtroy all things: 
that he could not refrain from exclaiming againſt Fo2tune, and his 
own Deſtinies, that had allotted him ſuch miſchances ; and having 


diligently viewed the Camp, he cſpyed the Tents of the King of 


Hungaria, and P2ince of Sparta, who had given him their faithful 
pꝛomiſe to aid him. | 

At laft, he eſpyed Oſiris riding toward the City, who had p2c- 
pared in readineſs twelve thouſand Theffalian Yozſemen, and had 
quartered them ſome ten miles from the City ; and knowing him 
to be a Pan of g2eat courteſie, ſaid; Wo2thy Unight, may J be ſo 
bold as to ask you one queſtion, Why ſuch a multitude vi Souldi⸗ 
ers have begirt the City? Father, quoth Olir is, thoſe with the blue 
Tents are the Perſians, who without any juſt quarrel are come to 
deſtrop us; and thoſe with the red Tents are under the Aing of 
Bohemia, who come in revenge of his Sons death, againũt Sicanus 


kit and his Father; the gzen and the white Tents are the Wing of 
Hungaria, and P21nce of Sparta's, who are come ts our aid. In⸗ 
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deed we are but a handfull in reſpect of the Perſians, but our grea⸗ 
teſt hope is in divine Pꝛobidente; we are alſo much tomkozted 
by the aid of a Black Knight, (fot ſo we call him, becauſe he is 
unknown) whoſe Ualour is able to diſcomfit a multitude of Perſians, 

who have-already taſted of his invincible ſtrength. Foz firſt he few 
thꝛee of the ſtouteſt Perſian Knights in thꝛee ſingle Combats; and 
afterwards dekended himſelf againſt a multitude ok them ; who, 
tike Cowards, tame ruching upon him in abundance : but at laſt he 
was reſcued by Loꝛd Remus and Oriſtus, who ſfeing his Perſon 
endangezed by ſuch an unequal aflault, ilued out of the City with 
their Power; but befo2e they could get ts him, he had ſlain fo2ty of 
them: at which time, by the aſſiſfance of the wozthy Knight, there 
was (lain above fifry thouſand Perſians. Amongſt the reſt, this 
Black Knight encountred Sicanus Pꝛinte of Perſia, and at one en- 

counter overthzew both Hole and Man, that had he nor been taken 
up, he had been trodden to death: but our greateſt care is, that we 
know not what is become of him; koz he lecretly conveyed himſelf 
out of the Field. 

UWhiiſt Oſiris was telling this news to the Palmer, divers were 
gathered about him to hear his UUozds ; by which means the re- 
po2t of the Black Knight came to the knowledge of the King of 
Bohemia, the King of Hungary, and the Pꝛinte of Sparta, ſs that 
the whale multitude were filled with a defire to lee this Heroick 

night. 

Diony ſius hearing this news, was ſo diſcomfitted therewith, that 
he went unto his Souldiers, and fent a Mellenger unto the Bohemian 
King, that he would have ſome conference with him, the King of 
Hungaria and Pyince of Sparta, about giving a ſudden Dnlet:upon 
the Perfians, who were mightily troubled when they Heard the King . 
of Hungaria and Pꝛinte of Sparta were tome againlt them. The 
Mellenger returned anſwer, That they would give the Onlet the 
next BHozning. 

Pariſmus by this time had fully retovered his Health, therefore 
being ſtill defrous to revenge himſelf on Sicanus, as alſo to be allu- 
red in what eſtate his beloved Laurana was, thinking himtelk to 
flack in perkozming his pꝛomiled vow, he armed hini(elf- in the 
black Armour, and hafted towards the City; where he was no Con- 
er tome, but he ſaw a ſudden and unexpected Alteration. And it ls 
A him to ſee the City E with ſich a multitude 
f char 


* * 


that he determined without any kurther tonlderation toyallaalt the 
whole Army, and dye nobly amongſt them. Butt talling to mind 
the kozꝛepaſt Love between him and Laurana, he thought it an un⸗ 
gratefull part to deſtroy himſelf, whom ſhe tenderly loved; and 
therefoze taking to himſelf a moze ſtaid reſolution, he came unto 
the Perſians Camp, and well viewed the ſame. Next he eſpyed the 
green Tent, and thither he went and coming to one of the Soul⸗ 
diers, demanded whole Tent that was, who told him, That it be⸗ 
longed to the Ving ol Hungaria. From thence he went to the whire 
Tent, and asked of a Souldier, whole Tent that was? who an⸗ 
ſwered him, That it was the Pꝛinte of Sparta; s. At laſt he eſpyed 
the red Tent, which he well knew to be his Fathers, which cau⸗ 
led an extream fear to poſſeſs him, doubting leſt his Father ſhould 
be allo come againſt the Theſlalians : and coming thither, he de⸗ 
manded of one of his Fathers Knights, the cauſe of the toming ol 
the Bohe miad King into I heſſaly. The Knight pꝛelently thinking 
him to be the we2rhy Black Knight, of whom ſuch general com: 
mendation had ben given, told him the whole catiſe of their coming 
and withal, that the Hungarians and Spartans were sn their fide, 
Which news ſo.revived Pariſmus to hear, that his joy ſeemed to ex⸗ 
c&d all hig loꝛrow. | 
The Perſians all this while viewed the behaviour of the Black 

Knight, and likewiſe the knowledge of his being there, came to 
the hearing of the whole field ; which cauſed thouſands to fazfake 
their Tents and follow him. The Blacs Knight riding into the 
- Plain between the two Camps; waved his Spear above his Creſt, 
thereby challenging all the Perſians; who, beholding their terrour, 
tome again to toꝛment them, ſtod ſtaring one upon another. At laſt 
one Brantza nughty ſtrong Knight, belonging to the Eofphore of 
Thrace, one of; the -Contributaries, buckled on his Armour, and 
mounting himſelf, came out to meet the noble Black Knight ; who 
no ſooner elpyed him, but putting Spurs to his Houſe, he entoun⸗ 
tred the Perſian with ſuch tury, that with the blow of his Spear he 
hit him full in the fight of his Beaver, which ſhivering into [mall 
pieces. ſtruck into his Brains 3: wherereith he tumbled from his 
Hozle dead. Which the Perſians ſeeing, none of: them at that time 
would tome fozth to meet him: lo that the Black Knight departed 
gvxtatly diſcontented, that he could make no lurther p2of of his Ua: 
Jau, leaving thouſands pꝛaiſing him; ſome commending his - ome⸗ 
c | inelg, 
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lineſs, ſome his Perſon, ſome his Courteſie, but all his 20 bes. 
And as he was going towards the Cave, he eſpyed ſeveral Regi⸗ 
ments of Souldiers lye hidden in thofe Woods, which made hint 
wonder g2eatly ; bat he would not enquire of any, becauſe he knew 
them to be his own Dubjecs by their Enſigns, Do p2ivately get⸗ 
ting into the Cave, he declared to the Outlaws what. a multifitbe 
of Souldiers were come infs the Country, 

Whillt he continued his diſcourſe, one of the Dutlams came in, 
and certiſied them, that there was an Army of Men in the Mod: 
and withal affirmed, that Dion yſius the King was among them: 
which he pꝛoved by ſo many likelihwds, that Pariſmus could not 
chuſe but credit him. Me was now ſtricken with ſuch an inward 
joy, that pꝛeſently on a ſudden he was ſa jocund and pleaſant, that 
the Outlaws wondꝛed to fee ſuch an alteration, having never befoze 
in all the time of his being among them, ſeen him fo merry, 

Uerp early the next moꝛning, the Bohemians, Hungarians, and 
Spartans, by the ſound of a Dꝛum which they heard within the Ciky, 
underſtood that their fo2ces were in readineſs to'ſally foꝛch; thete⸗ 
foze they marched all at once againſt the Perſians, being | upon 
godly'Plain, about half a mile diſtant from the City; and fo fu⸗ 
rioufty aſſailed the Perſians, that thouſands of their Ghoſts were 
ſent fo Elizium. The fight continued fo2 the ſpace of two hours; 
in all which time neither Party had advantage of each other; and 
the Perſians kept ſo cloſe together, that the adverſe Party could not 
bꝛeak their Ranks. : By this time the King of Theſſaly had joyn⸗ 
ed with them, and fell ffoutly upon the Enemy ;- which ſo amazed 
them, that they knew not which way to turn themleives. Dionyſi- 
us having been in his Youth a moſt valiant and couragious knight, 
ſetting Spurs to his Ho2fc, ran furioullp againſt a Perſian Com- 
mander, and with his Lance ftruck him th2zough the Body. Then 
began the Perſians fo be ſomewhat diſcomfifed ; and there was ſuch 
ſhivering of Lances, claſhing of Armoz, founding of Trumpets, 
beating of Dꝛums, and neighing of Hoꝛſes, that all the City was 
affrightod with the noiſe thereof. 

Olivia, Laurana, #abella, and the reff'of the Theſſalian Ladies, 
were gotten to the top of a Tower to behold them, and cſpyed the 
Black Knight come riding with all the ſpeed that mightte towards 
the Camp; who hearing the noiſe of the Battle, was tome to ſa- 


tiate himſelf with the Blood of 7 ruſhing in 9 * 5 
ickeſt: 
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thieheſt: The firſt he met withal he ran thzough the Body, and 
cut oft another s Head. Then the Perſians began to thꝛong abut 
him by multitudes; whoſe ſtrang and invincible foꝛcs they were 
not able to withſtand, he laying ſuch blows upon them, that all that 
came within the compaſs of his Swoꝛd periſhed. The news of his 
coming was ſon known, which ſo encouraged all on the Jheſſalian 
Party; that they were reſol ved ta dye or conguer. WS 22 
The Wlack Knight having continued an hour oz moꝛe in this 
cruel: fight, having flaughtered-many of the Perſians, bꝛandiſhed 
his Swoꝛd above his Helmet; which the Theſſalian Moꝛſemen per⸗ 
ceiving, made a head after him, and by his Ualoz diſoꝛdered the E- 
nemies, and were gotten into the mivit of their Battalia. With 
| him were the Ring of Hungaria, Oriſtus, and the Peinte of Spar ta, 
whom he very. well knew. Here thouſands of the Perſian Souldiers 
dyed by the unconquerable foꝛtitude of theſe matchleſs Knights, 
At length theſe four encountred with four of the Contributaries, 
two of them being Bꝛethꝛen af Bruſter, being thewalianteft knights 
that ever were in Perſia ; the ane named Brandor, and the other 
called Ramon. The Black Knight encountred with Brandor, the 
Ring of Hungaria with Ramon, and the Pꝛince of Sparta, and Ori- 
ſtus fought the other two: Between whom began ſuch a Battle, 
that the Garth was all ſtained with the Blond that iſſued front them. 
In this cruel manner they continued faz the ſpace of half an hour. 
It exceedingly enraged the Black knight; to ſee himſelf ſo reſiſted 
by one Perſian; that all his ſenfes- were turned into fury ; and ta-- 
king his Sword in both hands, he ſtruck ſuch a blow at Brandor, 
that with the fo2ce-4t-bzoke 5 and the leſſer end in the rebound 
Uruck his Moꝛſe, that he fell down under him; and Brandor fell 
krom his Hoꝛſe as af he had been dead. Which the Black Knight 
cfpying, ſnatched his Swoꝛd from him, and ran at Ramon with ſuch 
furp, that had he not avoided his blow, he had g2eatly endangered 
his Life; ana ſo he left him. a 
The Prince of Sparta, the n; ing of Hungaria, and Oriſtus ſtill 
kept together. Thꝛe times did the Black Knight reſcue Diony li- 
us, ànd as often did he mount his Father, having his Yozſe flain 
under him. Such noble Acts, and valiant Exploits did he there per- 
foꝛm, that my dull Pen is not able to expꝛeſs the ſame: inſomuch 
that their Enemies lay ſlaughtered upon heaps and the Earth was 
died into Red with their Bled. When it g2ew towards night, 
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Obris came in with his twelve thouſand Moꝛſe. Which freſh ſup⸗ 
ply made ſuth a Paſſacre amongſt the Perſians, that t ey were foꝛ⸗ 
ced fo uſe their utmoſt skill to defend themſelves : and on the con⸗ 
trary; the Theſſalians were ſo mightily encouraged, that they fa m⸗ 
ed no moꝛs diſcomfoꝛted than at the beginning. 

The Black Knight all this while ranged up and dewn* Milivit 
the thickett of the Perſians, being d2iven to and kro by the prefs of 
the Souldiers ; at laſt he came to the place where Sicanvs Father” 
was, who'ran at the Black night with his Spear, and burt the 
ſame; but the Black Knight would not ſtrive at him, but bowed 
his Body in reverence to him; which made him wonder: Then 
he met with Sicanus, whont a all that day he had not ſeen; and being 
glad he had found him, determined to end his Wife, o: die himſelf. 
Thereſoꝛe bꝛandiſhing his 'Sws2d; he ſtruck at Sicanus with ſuch 
furp, that he made the Fire ſtart out of his Epes. Sicanus likewile 
gave ſuch a thꝛuſt at the Black Knight, that lighting near the 
buckle of his Armor, it pierted into his ſide. But the Black Knight 
being cloſed with. Sicanus, taught Hold on his Beaver with bis left 
hand, with the Pommel of his Swoꝛd ſtruck him ſo vielentlp, 
that the Buckles burſt, and his Beimet and Beaver fell from his 
Head; and the blow having palage by the weakneſs of his Armo?2, 
b2uiſed: ſo his Face; that he fell from his Hoꝛſe; and had not Bran- 
dor and Ramon been by, with other of the Contributaries, he had 
loft his Life. Which ſo enraged the Black knight, that like a 
Man mad he kfuridullp fling up and down, flaughtering intinite 
numbers of Perſians, and deflroying all that he met; that his oꝛſe 


and Armoꝛ were all ſtained with Blood; and would ha ve rontinn⸗ 5+. 
ed longer; to the terroꝛ of his Enemies, but that the day mas end? 


ed: of which the Perſians were glad, and ſounded a Refreaf, ha⸗ 
ving loſt ſo many ol their Pen, that all the Earth was covered | 
with dead Bodies. ” 
The perſians in heavineſs having covered their ents, began 
to curſe the Black Knight, who had made ſuch a ſlaughter, that all 
their Army was diſcomfo2ted with the remembꝛance of him. Dio- 
nyſius, becauſe it was night, conveyed his Souldiers into the Wwd 
again. The Bohemians, Hungarians, and Spartans departed to their 
Tents, the Theſſalians to the City, and Oſiris back fo the place 
from whence he came. Where J leave them, to ſpeak of the QDucen © 
and Laurana; who; having all this while been ſpectato2s of the

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window, to ſee if he tould behold her through the Glaſs : but he was 
diſappointed ther cof, by reaſon the Candle was ſoon extinguiſh⸗ 
ed; which d2ove him into ſundꝛy cogitations how to give her no- 
tite of his being there, for he ſaw no means to do it. He was ma⸗ 
ny times minded to knock at the do2 that opened into the Gar- 
den, from which he was diſcouraged by as many contraries, leſt he 
ſhould put her in fear with ſo ſudden and unexpeceda noiſe; again, 
he knew not who might be in her Company ; which night be a 
means to bꝛing her Name in queſtion; if he ſhould be ſeen there. 
Wͤhilſt he continued in theſe doubtful thoughts , the Night was 
far ſpent, and the Day began fo appear; which d2ove him into a⸗ 
nother ſtudy, how to get out of that place again, foz he was unwil⸗ 
ling to linger there the next day, leſt he ſhould be diſcovered.

Mhich dꝛove Pariſmus to his uttermoſt ſhifts; and having no 
weapon to defend himſelf withal but a little Pocket⸗Dagger, he 
dꝛew back untd the coꝛnet of the Mall, by which means the Dogs 
tould not come behind him; and ſo with eaſe he flew them both, Ba⸗ 
ving eſcaped this danger, being bitten in many places befoꝛe he 
could kill them, he did knock at the Perchants doo?, thinking to 
make ſome ercufe to paſs by that way, thꝛough which he muſt na ds 
go, foꝛ there was no other way foꝛ him to get out. The Merchants 
daughter hearing one knack, looked out at the TA indow, and tak- 
ing Pariſmus fo2 another, came running down to the dooꝛ, and hav⸗ 
ing kindly received him in, ſhe ſhut the doo; again, and being in 
the dark entry, ſhe claſped her tender arms about his neck. Swect 
friend, quoth the, how eſcaped vou the danger of our Dogs coming 
on this ſive the houſe ; But though J wonder, vet J rejoyce you have 
eſcaped their fury, and therewith bellewed a hundꝛed kiffes uron 
ph. m. \ Pariſinas 
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Pariſmus marvelled much at her kindneſs, and willingly dif: 
Cembled as if he had ben the man ſhe tol him to be; fot her love⸗ 
+ embyaces were ſuſficſent enticements to pꝛocure his conſent. 
hat night ſhe had appointed a young Gentleman, unto whom 
the boze affection without her Parents conſent to come to her: and 
with the joy ſhe conceived at his coming, made no doubt how he 
could come in on that ſide : which made him to uſe the like Calutatt- 
on to her, rejoyting in his mind to lee how ſuddenly he was faln in- 
to ſo ſweet a Labyzinth of Love, having ſo lately eſcaped ſo emi⸗ 
nent a danger. 

The Merchants Paughter fuppoling it had been her accuſtomed 
loving Friend, uled all courteous and kind welcomes that might be, 
with great pꝛoteſtationg of her conſtant love, being ſuch as pꝛo⸗ 
ceeded from deep and well-grounded affection: which made Pariſ- 
mus uſe the the like courteous embzacings and faithfull tongratu⸗ 
2 finding by her ſpeeches and behaviour, that ſhe was none 
ok the baleſt, but might be of better Parentage than he took her to | 
be; which ſomewhat inticed his mind to a wandzing delight in her 

embzates, and he determined with her to taſte the Fruit of Love. 
When they had held a conference a god ſpace, the deſired him ta 
tome into her Chamber, whither the led him in the dark. The pooꝛ 
Damlel ving no other intent, but what was chaite and vertuous, 
— — 2 ing ſuſpeting bim to be a ranger, which Pariſmus well 
perceived. 

Ag lon as hey were come thither L the deſired him to fir down © 
on the Beds fide, whilſt ſhe went to light a Candle, as well to 
be delighted with beholding his perſgn as otherwiſe. She was no 
foner gone, but Pariſmus ſtept to the doo; with purpole to behold if 
her perſon and beauty were agreable to her other Conditions; and 
ſaw her to be a molk gallant and beautiful: Wamtel: which üght ſo 
enticed his mind: that as ſoon as ſhe appꝛoached near him with the 
Candle, he blew it out! and told her it was not condsnient at that 
time, to have a Light, leſt it might diſcover their pzivate meeting; 
which the allowed kor a ſufficient extule. Hetewith Pariſmus began 
to entertain her with amozous behaviour; and though che gently re⸗ 
pꝛoved him yct had che no power to refit, At which:timecro both their

A * — altogether fozſake the Merthants Daugh- 
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tweet attractive Uertue as Wag able to conquer the Chaſteſk. Pa- 
riſmus reaped {uch ſwæt content from this Uirgins Body, that he 
was altogether unwilling to leave her pleaſant Embnaces : but re- 
membzing bis eſtate, he told her, that he would work ſuch. means 
oz ſakeguard ok her Honour, as the ſhauld well.appzove ok. She 
(p: Soul) with heavy üghs, and wieping eyes. bad him adien, 
giving him a ſweer Kiſs at parting; and pariſmus gabe to her a 
rich Jewel, which he deſired to wear koz his lake; and tok krom 
ok her Finger a Ring, which he pꝛomiled he would perperualty 
wear as a Token of her Favour. 
She had no ſoner kaſtned the Dong after Pariſmus, but the ap⸗ 
pointed Lover came, who having ſtayed ſomewhat long, feared her 
diſpleaſure ;-he knockt, which made Violetta (to; ſo ſhe was called) 
open the Dw2. again; marvelling he ſhould. ſo ſuddenly return: 
But he at his Entrance ſaluted her with a new Complement, and 
exculed-himſelf foz his long tarciance; which dzove her into luch a 
perplexity, that ſhe could: not tell what to ſap, tiil at laſt ſhe ſaid ; 

- What need you ule ſuch ertuleg, when you were lo lately v ith me 2 
Dear Love, quoth he; account vou it lo lately; J pꝛoteſt I thought 
theſe thzee days linc e. ſaw you, to be longer than thꝛee years.

which ſpeeches he thought ſome other had heard-their Appointment, 
and by that means deceived her: which made her grow lo much in 
; loathing of her pꝛeſent Suitoz, that- ever alter that time-the ſhun- 


ned his company, bending her mind continually how to meditate, 


and find him out that had cropt her Uirginity, vowing never to 


lobe any but him, and reſolving never to enjoy any quiet until ſhe 


had found him who he was. 


Pariſmus was no ſoner tame out of the Merchants Don, rejoy- 


ting at his plraſant Banquet, tut with all cpeed he halted to the 
Cave, ꝓahere he kound the Outlaws in ſadneſs, expecting his return; 
ok wham beinz kindly weltomed, he betok himlelk to his reſt; and 
with che tontented Meditation o? the Merchants Daughter, had 
not the remembnance ot Laurana's Uertues ſomewhat reſtrained 


{his affection, he had faln to aloe and lalcipious Conteit; but cal- 
ung ta mind her: Perkections and his inconſtant Act, he tozmented 
« himſelf. würhgriek, that he had done her lo much wrong: blut vet it 
tfoulled his. Wind the lels, becauſe he knew it was not revealed to 
anz hut hinfſeif only; and likewile it ſomewhat urged his Mind 


res, 
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ter, whom he had d bereft of her Uirginity. In which diverlity of - 
thoughts he ſpent that Poꝛnings Repoſe ; where we will à While 
leave him, to ſpeak of Sicanus, and his Father. 

The Ring of Perſia calling his Contributaries together, by the 
Advice ot all, concluded tv ſend into Perſia foz moꝛe Foꝛtes; as al⸗ 
ſo to requeſt divers of his Alliance, to aid him in revenge of the: 
injurious wꝛongs he alledged that he and his Son Sicagus had ſu- 
tained at Dionyſius hands. 

This WPelkage was ſo ſecretly and f pre dil y diſpatched, that the 
Theſſalians had no knowledge thereof; by which means they con⸗ 
tinned in gꝛeat ſecurity ànd joy fo2 the gꝛeat Uico2y they, with 
the aid of the Black Knight; had obtained againſt the Perſians ; yea, - 
ſo ſecure would they have ben, (had not the remembꝛance of Pariſ- 
mus Death ſomewhat calmed their exceeding Joy) that the Perſians 
might many times have ſurpꝛized them: but the Black Kmght 
was ſuch a lett to them, that they could attempt nothing againſt 
the Theſſalitins; but frogs: by- ſome: moans ng: other dilcover their 
intent, 3s To $13; 4 Wig (2: 

Man days colifinivh the — befoze the Malls ur the City 
of Thebes, never giving any aſtault, noꝛ once coming fo2th of their 
Trenches; Which cauſed the Theſſalians to count them half van⸗ 
quiſhed. During which time, Pariſmus (known by the name ol the 
Mack At.) bis fight many bꝛave Combats with the Perſians; hy 
which means the Court of Dionyſius was filled with exceæ ding pꝛai⸗ 
ſes made in commendation” of his P2zoweſs, and -unconquered Thi- 
valry : but molt of all they wondꝛed at his ſtrangeneſs to be known; 
and the rather, foꝛ that none could learn where he made his abode, 
knowme tha it could not ke far from the Citv. 

The Perſian Moſfenger made f:rch haſte in perloꝛming his Pel⸗ 
ſage, that in ſheꝛt ſpate- there. Were gathered together of ſe veral Na⸗ 
tions another miahtp Armp. I irſt came the Ring of Natolia, be⸗ 
ing nkarly allied to the Perfiats? with a gꝛeat Army-of Natolians; 
the King of Libya, with thirty thouſand Libyans; and the Ming 
of Lycia, with fozty thouſand Men at Arms; and of Phrygia twen- 
ty thouland; and to repair the decay d Camp of the King of Perſta 
tame fifty thaufand. Theſe laſt. Armies (-landey in L Beſſaly, 5 
and pitehed their Tenks on the Plains of Phorſalia; of whoſe? ay⸗ 
pꝛoach batij the; Fheſſalians and Perſians had knowledge; to — 
koꝛt of the one, and terroz of the olher; by means whereof _

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Theſſalians that were befoꝛe in joy and mirth, began to be carcful 
of their Eſtate, and therefore ſent twenty thouſand Yorſemen well 
armed out of the City, that at all times they might ſuccour them 
with a frech ſupply, fo2 that they knew they ſhould nerd great 
help; who being ab2oad, took ſuch an o2der, that the Enemies 
fcarcely find any Cattel or other Mictuals. | Ys 
Theſe new Fo ꝛces being all joyned together with the Perſians 
beſet the City a new with double Zrenches and Foztifications 
round about, ſo that there could none paſs in oꝛ out: which cau⸗ 
ſed Dionyſius and the King of Bohemia (having made ſurvey of 
their ſtoꝛe) to conſider, that there was not p2oviſion enough in the 
City foꝛ ſuch a number of Souldiers to laſt one Month, making 
- account that it was their only way to d21ve back the Enemy, ra⸗ 
ther than ignomimtouſly to abide their mercy ; and therefoze they 
determined the next day fo iCuo out upon them, which they did in 
policy, not with hopes to vanquiſh ſuch an Army, but to let the 
Enemy know they were. nof diſcouraged with their. huge multi- 
tudes. Which purpoſe of theirs was furthered by the Black Knight, 
who early that moꝛning had buckled on his Armour, and was come 
. befoze the Tents of the Perſians, and oſpying ſuch a mighty mul- 


titude of new-come Souldiers that had joyned -themſelves to the 


Enemy, marvelled greatly: but at laſt-by enquiry he knew who 
they were, and therefoze reſolved to uſe his wonted manner of 
challenge. e b 2 a 4 

The King of Perſia eſpying the Black Knight, made relation 
thereof unto the Ring of Natolia, and alſo of the admirable deeds 
he had perfo2med ; enfring ſo far in commendation of him, that the 
King of Lycia ſtanding by, being of a pꝛoud and haughty diſpoli- 
tion, began to diſdain to hear him ſo highly commended, thinking 
himſelf able to conquer and overcome any, fo2 that he was eſteem⸗ 
ed fo be one of the beſt nights in the Wozld; which did make 
him thus reply unto the Perſian King, That he would ſoon pꝛove 
there was no Knight in Theſſaly able to combat with the King of 
Lycia, Therefoze arming himſelf, he rode fozth to meet the Black 
Anight; who no- ſooner ſaw him, but he ſet Spurs to his Yorſe, - 
and ran at him with ſuch fo2ce, that he overth2ew both Pan and 
Moꝛſe to the ground. The King of Lycia ſeeing himſelf thus foil- 
ed, ſoon got up and dꝛew his Sword, but the Black Knight diſ- 
daining fo cope any moꝛze with him whom he had already * 
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ſhed, turned his Vorſe, and rode from him, which. lo vexed the 
King of Lycia, being enraged fofee his own ſhame, and with in- 
guiſh of the b2uiſe he received in the fall, that he would have nur⸗ 
thered himſelf, but that 4 ru 8 bindred him.

How Pariſmu met with Pol lipus of Phrygia, and knowing the de- 
vice in his Armour, refuſed to combat with him: and how a Peace, 
with certain conditions, was concluded betwixt the Kings of Per- 
ſia ind Theſſaly. ; 

Jaciſinus being rsady for the next encounter, there were in the 

i Tent of Phrygia 2 gallant Knights cſtecm'd the only men 

in the Worid for Ualour ': one whereof had befo2c ſerved the 

Perſian King in his Wars againft Bohemia, whoſe name was Pol- _ 

|:pus, the other named Zoilus, whoſe match, o2 equal in Arms 

be had never met withal z being alſo ſo unmerciful and ty2annous, 

that by his treachery in fight he had ſubdued many thouſand Kuights 

in his travels. 8 1 : : 
This Pollipus, defircus to fry his fo2ce againſt the Black 

Knight, ſcon mounted himſelk, being a moſt goodly p2opo2tiened 

Lmaght, The Black Knight, being fill ready fo2 any encounter, 

met Follipas with ſuch fo2ce, that- both their Staves were ſhiver- 

to in picces : the Blatk Knight not onte moving in his Daddle; 
but Po. lipus With the force of his bew loft one of his Stirrups. 

The Black Knight having dzawn his Sword ready fo combate 

Po'lipus, eſpied upon his Armour thꝛee Faulcons, and p2eſently 

tut up his £wo2d again; Which when Pollipus perceived, he mar- 

elled thereat, and boidly demarided of him the combat. But the 

Black Knight ſaid, Pardon me, wozthy Dir, fo2 J am bound 

rot te comvat any that weirety that Armour, and without ſpeak⸗ 

ing any further, departed. . | 
Pollipus wond2ting thersat, at laſt remembꝛed, that when he 
was with the Pcrian Ring in Bohemia, he made a cocenant with 

Pariſinus never te combat any that has the Devite ef the Bꝛanch 

ol Ecſ's tipon his Armaur, which was Pariſmus Armour, and 

Pariſinus alſo pꝛamiſrd him the ſame. Theretoze he thought that 

2e Black knight was either Pariſmus himſelf, 62 ſeme Bnight 

whom Par iſmus had bound to the like oath, The otcaſion of which 

Tow paſſed between Pariſmus and Poi'tpas was given thꝛotigh the 

exce ding lovc tyat had paſt between them from their vouth, being

Pollipus being returned, told the Kings of Perlia and Natoliz, 

that he thought the Black Unight knew him, becauſe he reluled 
the Combat ; otherwiſe ho could net tell the cauſe. , Dionytius the 
King cok Bohemia, Olivia, Laurana, and dhe reſt, all this wiiic 
wond2ed at the Bla Lavghts bcharicir , elpeciallp to fre him 
part ſo fricidly with the Fhrygian night. | 

Whucit they. were in this adjaration y they beheld the veliant 
Zoilus ready to encounter the Black Knight, the Perſians nom 
thinking to ſee his downfall, koꝛ that Zoilus had vowed never to 
depart until he had deſt2oyed him, with whom the Black knight 
met with ſuch advantage, that he oveꝛthꝛew him to the ground, and 
himſelf with the foꝛce bꝛoke both his ſtirrups. Zoilus ſoon recover⸗ 
ed his Vozſe,- and with futzigus rage they both met with their 
words drawn; between whom pegan a moſt terrible and cruel 
combat, that all that beheld them wers amazed at their Ualour. 
In which confiict they continued the ſpace of two hours, being both 
grievoully wounded, but neither of them weary or willing to leave 
off. At laſt the Black night ſeemed weary, and onelp warded 
the furious blows Zoilus gave him. Zoilus, nat thinking that he 
had feigned, laid on his blows with ſuch ſwiftneſs and foꝛce, that 
all the whole Copmany deemed the. Black Knight almoſt vanqui⸗ 
ſhed. Zoilus ſtill purſued him with eagerneſs, and the Black 
Bnight onely defended himſelf , ſo long did they continue in this 
manner, that Zoilus began to be wearied, and alſo to ſuſpect the 
Black Bnights Policy ;. therefore ffaping his hand, he ſaid unto. 
him, Sir Knight, J give thee leave ta ask 22 for thy life, 
d! elſe be ſure befoꝛe we part thou ſhalt be a dend Man. 

The Wlack Knight caſting his Eyes towards the Tower where 
his beloved Laurana ſtood beholding the Combat, and waving his 
Swoꝛd couragioully above his head, made this Reply: No Phry- 
gian, (quoth he) J ſco2n thy proffer, and thereupon fo freſhly al⸗ 
ſailed him, that in ſhoꝛt ſpace he d2ove him how to deviſe to ſave 
his own life; for he had mangled and cut his body in ſo many pla⸗ 
tes, that his Boꝛſe was all coloured with the blood that ran 2

his wounds: Which cauſon Zoilus to theuſt at the Black Knight 
with ſuth fozte and fury; that he wormded him maſt grievouſty. 
The ſmart of which, and withal the remembꝛance the Black 
B nicht had who beheld the combat, cauſed hint wi th bath his hands 
ta {tris ſo deablp a blow at Zoilus, that lighting lub on his Be⸗ 
ver, the fo2ce thereof burſt the ſame , and cut olf his night Env, 
and winndtd Wnt fÞ Wert on · che Face that he fell an his Bozſc- 
neck ſeriffleſs: and then again hee ſtruck anothet blow at him with 
ſuch main fo2ce , that had not the Phrygian's oꝛſe ſtarted with 
the glimmering light of the Dwozd coming, he. had parted his 
Head fram his Shoulders, and his Hoꝛſe ran loſe about the Nields. 
Atllaſt the Phrygian recovered himſelf, anddnoking abont hum, e⸗ 
fur the Black knight wirh his Drooꝛd put up; and ſceing.him- 
keik without a weapen, with rage and fiiry he was almoſt mad. 
Thieſe Champions were no laoner parted; but the Theſlalian 
Hosſemen by a pꝛivy watch word from the City, ruſhed ſuddeniy 
upon the Perſſans, hs experte mo luch anatttn , and had their 
minds stherwife butt; ſs that brio e thop:couid handle Arms to 
dekend themtelves, the Thetlaliags han! flu a göcat number of 
them. Tahich the Blaek Might per cei vin, (although he was 
exricvonſiy wormded) made ſuch 3a maſſacre amongit the Enemy, 
that alt men Seemed him rather bo be a Devil than a Poꝛtal crea⸗ 
ture; with whom pollypus mib but wauld not once offer: to Ot 
rud hmm. ot et 00G nt ant 14 2 1 

Dionyßius, the Ring ef Bohamia, the Wing of! Hungaria, the 
Pꝛinte of Sparta; Lörd Remus, Oriſtus and Oſiris, likewiſe iſſued 
dut upon the Perſian Foꝛces in ſeveral Troops, whirh ſo amazed 
the Natohans, Phrygian, nd other Fatime of the Armp, that 
they mar velled from whinice the Theſſaliais Zould have! ſuch aid. 
But ther coming among thent on ſuch a ſudocu made ſu cruei 
and mighty a ſlaughter, that by that time the ay was ended, the 
Theſſalians had ſlain abe Fifly Thonuſand Per ſians: which cau- 
ſed them ever after that, ro be more circummpec and vigilant of . 
their ſafety, © 22s 33). . WON! 

All the @2nmvicts bein retirtd unte their places, the Black 
Knight likewiſe withd2ow Hiniſelf ta the Mood. Poſhipus having 
all the day ſecretly fsltewed him, ſot Vys to his Neꝛſe and sver⸗ 
took him: who efpytng him, Raid his taming, and knowing him 
by the thꝛee Faulcons on his Armont to be the Knight with whim 
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Field, as his uſual manner was: therefoze the Commanders 
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he refuſed to combat, kindly ſaluted him, and vemanded what 
— 4 be the cauſe of his coming to him. Who made him this 
reply : 7 | | 

Polt wo2thy knight ſaid he, my humble ſuit unto you is, that. 
you will let me underſtand the-cauſe why pou refuſed the Combat 
with me this dag. . u | 

Gentle Knight,:replied.he, young&ds mult pardon me fo2 that 
until J know whether you are Pollipus of Phrygia, whom J take 
you to be by thoſe Arms, | 

Indeed, qutzth he, J am the ſame; and the chiefcft cauſe ef my 
coming unto you is, the earneſt. deüre J have to be acquainted 
with vou, (though unwozthy :) for that J know you could not come 
to the knowledge of me but by the vertuous Pariſmus, who is now 
dead; in whoſe defence if vou bear Arms, J will with you do my 
endeavour to revenge his death againſt my own Countrp, for J 
am bound therets. id} 495 

Courteous Knight, quotch Pariſmus, if you will veuchſafe to fake 
ſuch ſimple entertainment as my pooꝛ Lodging affo2ds, J will ful- 
fil your deſire. Which he willingly accepted of, and being come to 
the Cave, he marvelled to ſee ſo wozthy a Knight in ſuch an. ob- 
ſcure place. But being coms in, he ſoon unarmed himſelf; and then 
Pariſmus knew him to be his friend, and faking him by the hand, 
ted him aſide, aud diſcovered himſelf, Mhereat Pollipus greatly 
wond2ed, and with exceeding joy molt lovingly emb2aced him. And 
after Supper was ended, (which was p2ovided by the Outlaws, 
and cleanly v2eft by the Damaſel) he declared unto him the whole 
circumſtance of his Tragedy ;' wherewith Pollipus was fo enraged 
to hear of Sicanus Treachery, that he vowed foz ever to remain his 
pꝛofeſſed Enemy. Thus they continued in the Cave all that night, 
the one recounting to the other foꝛe⸗palled Friendſhip, At laſt it 
was thus concluded betwixt them , that Pollipus ſhould continue 
there; and to that end he p2ovided him other Armour of god pꝛof, 
that thereby he might not be known. 

It was ſome Thꝛee Weeks ſpace befoꝛe Pariſmus ceuld recover 
his wounds; during which time the Theſſalians had recei vet. much

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the Army cor cluded with a general conſent to parley with the Per- 
ſian King, and appointed Le2d Remus to be the Mellenger; who 
coming to the King of Perſia, told him, That Dionyſus King of 
Theſſaly did defire to parley with his Pajeſty, whom he knew not 
that he had any way offended. The Pollage the King of Perſia kind⸗ 
ly accepted, and pꝛomiſed upon his Kinglp wozd to keep Truce tor 
that day; appointing their place of meeting to be on the G2een be⸗ 
fore the d oſt⸗Gate of the City: whither he came, with the Kings 
that were with him, and Sicanus his Son; Dionyſius, the Bing of 
Bohemia, and all the reſt of the Potentates on the T heſſalian per- 
ty, alſo went foꝛth of their Tents to meet him. 

Manp things being alledged on both ſides, the one in accuſation 
of Sicanus, the other in defence of his innocencp: at laſt, by conſent 
of all, a Peace was concluded foz Twenty days, and on the Twen⸗ 
tieth Day it was concluded that the Controverlie ſheuld be decided 
by Battle. And the Conditions were theſe, That if Dionyſius could 
not bzing three Knights to combat thꝛee of the Perſians, that then 
he ſhould acknowledge himſclf ſubject to the Perſian King, and alſo 
ſhould deliver fo Sicanus his fair Daughter to be at his diſpoſal, 
and Sicanus to enjoy the Cꝛown after his Death: and if Dionyſius 
thee kmghts ſhould conquer the Perſian Knights, then immediate⸗ 
ly the King of Perſia ſhould remove his Fozces, and Sicanus ſhould 
acknowledge the Truth of the fac. Upon theſe conditions the 
Peace was Concluded, and firmly ratified-by the general Daths of 
both the Kings. During the time of this Peace, Pariſmus and Pol- 
lipus would uſually come abꝛoad both armed in white Armour, 
with Plumes of white Feathers, and White Bo2ſes being gallant- 
ly attired, and behold the Perſians and Theſſalians continually eve- 
ry Day Combating each other fo pꝛove their Panhood. But till 
the Phrygian Zoilus and the Two Perſians Brandor and. Ramon did 
bear away the Prize, that the Theſſalians would no moꝛe encoun- 
ter with them. Which d2ove Dionyſius into a deep Study what 
Knights to pꝛovide againſt the appointed Day of Combate, alto- 
gether deſpairing of the Black Knight, for that he had not a long 
time been ſeen amongſt them; and alſo Oriſtus and Oſiris being ſo 
grievoully hurt, that it was impolſible for them to Recover their 
Þealths by the time appointed. 

Pariſmus hearing of this, told Pollipus, That if he would accom- 
pany him to be one of Laurana's Champions, he would be = ever 
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bound fo requife that Conrfelie. Which genkle 'Requeſf Pollipus | 
Kindly accepted. The third he had appointed was the Dut-law that 
hav. p2eſcrvedyis Life, whoſe valour exceeded molt df the knights 
in all Theſſaly, although he had endured ſome ſecret diſgraces. 
Laurana mar velled, chat during the time of theſe dars (being 
ſs famous that they como not chuſe but be ſp2cad thꝛoughout moſt 
part of the Moꝛid) ſhe could hear no News of Pariſmus, judging 
him fo2 a tertain truth to be dead; fo2 other wiſe the deemed it coiid 
not be: foꝛ ſhe knew if the leaſt repoꝛt of thoſe wars were come to 
his hearing, he would return to aid her from Sicaaus, whom the ſo 
much abhoꝛred, that it was a terrour to her to hear him named. 
WMithal remembring in what peri? both her Father, Country and 
her ſelf were bꝛought by his Tyꝛaunp, and that this milz p, ex⸗ 
ceeding all the reſt, was now faln upon her, that the nruſt find 
Champions fo defend her ſelf, 02 elſe muff be Thrall fo him, 
which was moꝛe grievous unto her than Ten Lhouſand deaths; 
the rememb2ance of theſe extremities: cauſed her to burt fozth in 
theſc exclamations. es ee Apes * 
Moſt unhappy and arcurſed W2efch that J am ! how can J cx⸗ 
claim frifficicntly againſt my own hard Delfintes,that have bꝛought 
me in danger of him whom 3 hate moſt of all creatures, whoſe ve- 
ry name is odious th my hearing, who by his Treachery hath rob- 
bed mit of my hearts delight, and confinnally works my rndlets 
toꝛment? Mad my unlucky Stars allotted : me to ſome untimelp 
Drath, oꝛ otherwiſe w2oughk' my Piſery, khen J could have endu⸗ 
red my Party2dom with patiente, and quietly have futfered the 
ertreameſt ealamity; but my evil Deſtiny far excerdeth all Biſe- 
ry, and hath ſhet me from all hope of camfoꝛt in this my afflict- 
on, by the drath ef my vertnous Low and dear Friend Pariſmus, 
whoſe Ghoſt is biiſied with Divine Contempiat tons, and not toꝛ⸗ 
mented as J am wrth Lempoꝛal U eritions : I world willingty 
follow him ants ERzium, there to enjop the fruition of his Ange; 
tical companp, but my -Deſtinies have likewiſe attoſtca mea Cotr-

With theſe and ſuch like erclamations Laurana toꝛmented her 
ſelk tontinuallp.

The Damſcl being inſtructed by Pariſmus what ſhe. ſhould ds,

Laurana having a while viewed the ſane, and read the Uerſes 
underneath , delivered them unto the ing her Father; who 
when he had peruſed the ſame, moſt kindly thanked the Damſel fo2 
her pains, and referred the anſwer unto his Daughter; who dellreꝛ 
the Damſel to tell the Knight that ſent her thus: 'T hat ſhe did moſt 
willingly accept him for her Champion,wiiling her to deliver unto 
him a Scarf, which ſhe requeſted him to wear fo2 her ſake. The 
Zamſcl, having received her azſwer and rich Reward, departed. _ 

When ſhe was gone, all the Court was comfo2ted by this meſ- 
ſage, and p2epared to attire themſelves in their ſtatelieſt Rohes the 
next day to diſcourage the ETnemp, The Damſel being retukned to 
Pariſmus, delivered the Peſlage Laurana had ſent him, and the Scarf, 
which ſhe requeſted him to wear as her FFaveur: which he kift and

| The next day the Liftig of Theſſaly, the Ming of Eohemia, the 

Bing of Hungaria, and the reſt, ſeated themſelves on the fcaffold ; 
likewiſe Nucen Olivia, the fair Queen of Hungaria, and the beauti⸗ 
ful Laurana, whoſe ſplendour ſo dar kned all the reſt of the L adics, 
that ſhe ſeemed like Golden Cynthia among the Twinkling Stars, 
the Crimſon colour ſhining ſo freſh in her C2yftal Cheeks, and as 
Claret Wine and Milk mixt together, being fs fair and comcly, ſo 
Ucrtuous and Chaſte, ſo Courfecus and Conſtant, ſo Bild and Þc2- 
ciful, as that ſhe was no way fo be cqualicd; and pet bearing a mind 
ſo far from Pꝛide, that ſhe disdained not the meaneſt Perſon in 
T h:fſaty ; whoſe Majeſtical and Ropal perſon ſcemeda gloꝛious Sꝛ⸗ 
nament to all the whole Aſembby. 

The Bing of Perſia, the King of Natolia, the Ring of Lycia, the 
Bing of Libya, were ſeated on the Scaffold, and next under them 
che Perſian Contributaries: which wien the Theſſalians beheld, they 
thought the greatelt part of the Wold was come to deſirop them.

aries coming. Wut ſtare, gaze, and ſtav they might, fo2 the Theſ⸗ 
falians Champions came not in an hour after that; which d2ove- 


Dionyſus into ſuch-a fury, that he could have toꝛn his hair from 


his Bead, fearing. left the Peilage that the Damſel had bꝛaught, 


might be de viſed by the Enemp to delude him withal: So that he 
and all the reſt were dꝛiven into · ſuch a luden ſadneſs, that they 
ſat there like Pen filled with amazement, not knowing how or 
which way to ſave themſel ves from diſhonour. 

Laurana ſeeing her Expectation crofſed, began fo doubt the we 
waxing faint with inward grief, and the lively Red began to — 
in her Checks, that ſhe had faln from the place where ſhe ſate, had 
ſye not been revived with a ſudden ſhout the People made, who 
then eſpyed the thee Champions come gzfoping along the Plains; 
which ſo revived the abated hearts of the Theſſalians, that the v ſec; 
med like men newlp caiſed from death to life. This ſudden rezopc- 
ing ſomewhat d: zunted the Perſians, becauſe they were befoze per⸗ 
CwaZed that they ſtould have the Conqueſt without Battle; withal 
they feared the Black Knight was amongſt them. 

Bp this time Pariſmus, Pollipus, and the Put-L aw, were come 
to the Eiſts, their Armour being Silvered all over, their Apparet, 
Vlumes and Porſes all White, their Staves, Cap: iriſons and Fur- 
niture all alike, nothing difering in all their D2naments ; only 
Pariſinus hid on the Scarf Laurana ſent him „and Pollipus in his 
Creſt a freſh 2anch of biocming alm. And having in melt gal⸗ 
lant manner marched twice 62 thrice about the Lifts, they came 


back to the Races end, and there ſtayed to know Dionyſius pleaſkre, -

Ns ſooner was the Bing ſeated again, but the Trimpets Eccor⸗ 
ding to the wonted manner began to ſummon thelc Chanpics to 
the Battle. | 91 iſs, locking back uren Lat na, (as from theres 
he had-reccived his being) waved his Spear above his Bead; ein 
the CH met veith fach kurv, that Wiverus 15 Jrir Lees: 
| 8 into 
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info many pieecs, they paſſed each other without any harm at t all. 
Then d2awing their Swords, Pariſmus entountred Zoilus, Pollipus 
fought Brandor, and the Out⸗law Ramen ; between whom began a 
molt terrible Battle, that in ſhoꝛt time their Armour flew in pieces, 
and the Blood ran abundantly down from either party ; in which 
molt cruel fight they continued together foꝛ the ſpace of two hours. 
At laft, Poriſmus being enraged at the valour of his Adverſary, 
and knowing that it was now no time of dalliante, becauſe he ſaw 
the Dut-law begin to faint, aſſailed Zoilus ſo fiercely , that he 
could ſcarcely withſtand his fury, and there had dyed by the uncon- 
quered Arm of Pariſmus, but that the Dut-law had received fuch a 
wound by the hand of Ramon, that he fell down dead under his Yozſe, 
which ſomewhat refreſhed Zoilus, for that Ramon taking the advan- 
tage, alſo afſailed Pariſmus, which put him to his 1iffermoft ſhifts, 
At laſt he eſped a piece of Armour b2oken ſrom Ramon's Arm, in 
which plate he gave him ſuch a thꝛuſt, that he let his Boꝛſe reins 
fall, and his Yozſe being at liberty, ran diſorderly about the Lifts : 
Zoilus in the mean fime being well refreſhed with the aid of Ra- 
mon, ſtrook ſuch a forcible blow af Pariſmus, that it pierced the 
Armour on his Left Arm, and lighted ſo full on his Thigh, that he 
was molt grievouſly wounded. Which blow turned Pariſmus ſen- 
ces to ſuch fury, that with all his foꝛce ſtriking at Zoilus, he ſmote 
him on the Head with ſuch fury, that ho fell down from his Bozſe. 
At which blow all the Field ſhouted, and Pariſmus Swoꝛd burſt. 
All this while the other two Champions continued combating . 
each other molt b2avely , and with great commendation, but to 
the diſadvantage of Brandor, who was mighty ſtrong, and a big- 
bon'd Knight ; who ſtrook his blows with ſuch fozce, that had not 
Pollipus nimbly avoided them, he could not have withftood him. 
At laſt Pollipus, having eſpyed his advantage, thꝛuſt at him with 
ſuch foꝛce, that his Sword lighting on a bꝛoken place of his Ar- 
mour, pierced him quite through the body, that he dyed pꝛeſently. 
By this time Ramon had recovered his ſenſes, and freing Pariſmus 
to have vanquiſhed Zoilus, aſſailed him, weaponleſs as he was, and 
wonuded him in two o2 th2e places. But ſon Pariſmus got within 
him, claſping him in his Arms, and with main fo2ce thzew bim 
out of his Saddle, and in the fall he broke his Shoulder, whereof 
he dyed.· Mhereupon the whole Allembly gave ſuch another thout, 
that the — ſeemed to ſhake. 
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The Theſſalian Potentates p2eſenfly roſe from their Seats, and 
conducted the Combatants with all ſolemnity unto a Rich Pavili⸗ 
on, erected only fo2 the ſame purpoſe; where they were no ſodnet ar⸗ 
rived, but thẽ k ing molt lovingly imbꝛaced them in his arms, and 
with many Courteſies thanked them foꝛ their pains, deſiring them 
to unarm themſel ves, that the Phyſitians might ſcarch their wounds, +

Combat were perfozmed by the Perſian Ring; who hearing their 
juſt Requelk, could not in that Royal Aſſembly ſo much viſhonour 
himſelf. as fo bꝛeak his Wozd, but p2cſenfly gave oꝛder that all 
his Fo2ces ſhould be Removed.

In like Reverence to this moſt Honourable Aſſembly, ſaid ,Pariſ-

thou lieſt; for thou didſ hire three of thy Tartarians, with promiſes 
of great preferment, who, the ſame day that Pariſmus was milling, 
would have murder'd kim moſt treacherouſly in the Wood hard by; 
my feli found his Body cut and mangled : And here ftand to prove 
it againſt thee, that like a Villain and a Traytor thou didſt this deed, 
in whoſe behalf I dare thee to the Combat. And foraſmuch as thou 
thinkeſt that Pari ſmus had no Friends to maintain his juſt Quarrel, I 
charge thee as thou art a Knight, and honoreſt Arms, not to refuſe 
the Combat. This Challenge Sicanus accepted in great rage, any 
p2eſcutly went to arm himſelk, thinking that he might be eafity o⸗ 
vertome, by reaſon he was ſo grie voullp wounded. Do what Dio- 
nyſius and the Ning of Bohemia could, et Pariſmus ſtill demanded 
the Combat of Sicanus; whoſe conftancy and reſolution they. won: 
dꝛed at, and the whole Aembly were lo deſirous of his Conqueſt; 


that alt applauded and extolled his hanaurazle Reſolution.

no ſooner off, but he was known to be the black Knight that had 
fought ſo valiantly in the behalf of Theffaly, and had Nain tive: 
verat combats an incredible multitude of Perſians, which ſo ama 
3ed the eyes of the bcholders, that they all alloffed him the Con 
queſt before that he began the Combat.

9 ſeeing that Laurana was nat there, willed one of his 
Gentlemen in the hearing of Pariſmus to go and tell her that her 
Champion ſtayed her coming. Pariſmus hearing his ſpecches, de⸗ 
ſireg-fo much favour that he might go and vilit her himiclf: and 
her Father was well contented therewith, Pariſmus and Pollipus be: 
ing unarmed pꝛeſently went to the P2inceſs Chamber, whither be⸗ 
ing come, they found it faſt ſhut : but Pariſmus longing to ſee her 
porfections by whom his life was maintained, knockt at the dco2 2 
whereupon Leda opened the cane, thho ſeing him, was ſo ſurpꝛi⸗ 
zed with joy, that without ſpeaking a word ſhe ran in again, and 
fold her Pariſinus was at the doo2, At which woꝛd Laurana ſtart⸗ 
ing; ſaid, J pꝛithee toꝛment me no maze, foz J know it cannot 
be true; loꝛ thou haſt too often thus deceived my expegation.

Pariſmus having entred the Chamber, with ſuch ſervency he 
delighted himſelf to behold her pꝛeſence, that his wits were ravi- 
ſhed with a heavenly Joy : and Laurana ſceing him, was ſo ſur- 
prized- with a vertuous amazement fo behold his perſon, that the 
tears ſtood in her eyes, and her heart leapt in her bꝛeaſt. They be- 
ing moFfovingly met, kindly ſaluted each other, ſo much ſurfeit- 
ing in delight of each others pꝛeſence, that their ſpeech was turned 
into a delightful embꝛacing of hearty content, not to be expꝛeſled: 
which being ended, Laurana came to Pollipus, and welcomed him 
with fo ſweet a kiſs, that had ſhe not been beloved of Pariſmus, he 
would have vowed himſelf her Ser vant. Laurana being raviſhed 
with beholding her dear Lo2d, taking him by the hand, ſaid ; 
Moſt vertuous P:1nce, your pꝛeſence and p2eſervation hath 
bꝛought me mo2e content than J am able fo expreſs. Your wel- 
come is a Maidens humble and hearty thanks foz your pains ta⸗ 
ken in my behalf, which is all the reward that J can make vou:

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the pꝛeſer vation of my Patents and welfare of my Country, and 
all that may be alcribed unto hippineſs, is mine only by pour ver- 
tuous power 7 fo that J pꝛoteſt, wherein ſoever J may be in aänp 
degræ thankful unto vou, J here offer to be re at your-viſpdſe, 
I had entertained ſoꝛrow, but ven have bam, eo tye ſame from my 
heart, and bꝛought me that happy content, that J attount my ſelt ſo 
far indebted unto von fo? the fame, as J chall bs never able to re⸗ 
quite pou. Which woꝛds he ſcaled upon her lips With manp killes; 
Dear Lady, (quoth Periſmus)-whitfcever J hade done; Jreckon 
as nothing, in reſpect uf that inv willing heart would have attemp⸗ 
ted fo2 your fake, and my deſerts are nothing woꝛthy the thanks 
vou render tome foꝛ the ſame; being fo far bound to pon in khe 
bonds of perfect duty, as J account my kife andall that J hawe 
wozthy to be ſpent in retompente of the lea of pour favours; 
bumbly thanking“ pon fo2 retaining ſo god en opinion of 'nip' un⸗ 
woꝛthineſfs. wy DO Ree 2508 Mo - 
Laurana, knowing that her Father andthe King of Bohemia ſtap⸗ 
ed fo2 Pariſmus return, witha joyful tountenance accompanied them 
down into the Ball; and being teme to the Ling, ſhe aid, Py 
Lo2d and Father, J deſtre your gractous Pajeſty to let theſe woꝛ⸗ 
thy Champions be delivered unto my charge and tuſtody, to have 
their wounds cured, which they have received in my behall. 
Daughter, ſaid he, J commend the regard thou haſt of their Bealth, 
and commit them into your hands, being a charge of a high at⸗ 
count : p2aving thee to uſe them in the kindeſt ſo2t, for they have 
troꝛthily deſer ved fo be eſtæ med. And, my X oꝛd, quoth Dionyſius 
to Pariſmus, fince it is my Daughters requeſt, J hope vou are con⸗ 
tented to be her Gurt, elſe replied the Peince, J were ungrafcfel, 
 Latrana then pꝛeſently conduc'ed them unto two fair Rooms, 
which ſhe had moſt richly adoꝛned and ſet forth with Jewels and 
efftie Furnifures, wongcht of the moſt richeſt Mork in the 
Moꝛld, all of gꝛen and crunſon Daftin, baꝛzdered with Gold and 
azure, Pis Bed was framed moſt curioufiy, ſtandiug in the man⸗ 
ner of a Pabilion ; and the oits that bare it were framed ol 
Jvs2y, beſc* with Rubies ; the Cobds ef g2een Silk, the Cover cs 
rich Arabian Silz, keſet with Pearls; the Curtains of the ſame, 
and the Malls hung with moſt beautiful Pictures to delight the Eve, 
The ſtatelineſs of this Lodging ſemed in richneſs nothing inkeri⸗ 
eur to the Ponument of Mauſolus, one of the Wozide Wonders. 
Ther 
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They had nat ot long remained there, admiring the beauty of the 
plate, but their ears were delighted with the ſougd of moſt plea- 
ſant Muſick; to which hawing a while liſtned, Laurana deſired Pa- 

riſmus to accept this fo2 his Lodging, and told him Pollipus Lodg⸗ 
ing did adjoin unts his, that at their pleaſures they might enjoy 
eath others company, whither Pollipus was honaurably convucted. 
Pariſmus moſt kindly thanked. her, whoſe- heart was erceeving- 

ly raviſhod with beholding her pꝛeſence. By this time the Kings 
Phyſictans were come, which cauſed Laurana with a kind farwel 
to bid Pariſmus adieu fo2 that night, whoſe heart waxed ſad at her 
departure. 5 

The Phypſicians had ſ@n deeſt his wounds, which were many, 
but none mo2tal ; and being wearied with that days exerciſe, theſe 
two woꝛthy Knights willingly gave themſel ves to reſt: where foꝛ 
that night let us leave them. 

Oriſtus hearing that his Loꝛd Pariſmus was returned (being then 
in the ertremeſt danger of his life, by reaſon his wounds were then 
freſh,) could by no means be perſwaded but that he would go to ſe 
him; and therefoze the next moꝛning very early (without the know- 
ledge of any) ſtole down to go to his Paſters Lodging: and being 
weak and feeble, he received a fall, which made a Rupture in his 
wounds in ſuch extreme ſozt, that they fell again to bleeding a frech: 
but having a ſtrong heart, with much ado he recovered his feet, and 
got to Pariſmus Lodging. By which time the Phyſicians that at⸗ 
tended him miſt him, and ſuſpected the truth, followed him by the 
trac of blood unto the Pꝛinces Chamber; where although the Phy- 
ſictans uſed the belt skill they had, they could not poſſibly.ſkanch his 
blood, ſo that there he dyed in his Lo2ds Arms: whoſe death truck 
ſach a paſſionate ſozrow to Pariſmus. heart, that in many days he | 
could not baniſh the rememb2anceout of his mind. 

This knowledge was ſeon come to the ing of Bohemia and all 
the leſt, who generally lamented his death, foz that he was a 
night of geod and honourable qualities. Pariſmus continued many 
days in the Heavenly Paradiſe, where he wanted foz nothing that 
might bꝛing comſoꝛt to his d quiet heart, being carefully Fended by 
the Princes Lavrana unttt he had fully recovered his Mealth. Du⸗ 
riug which time he often enjoyed the P2inceſs pꝛeſenge, and told 
to. her the whole truth of all that had happened ſince; his; abfence

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chants Daughter: which did much rejopce the Lady Laurana fo to 
hear the ſame, whp with molt kind and loving kiffes blamed. him, 
fo2 that he would not makehimſelf known in the Palmers wer ds;

CHAP XVI, 


Of Sicanus death. How Pariſmuswedded the Princeſs Laurana : and 
of a general Triumph that was held. for ſevendays. 
Any days continued the King ol Perſia and the other Poten- 
MI tates in the Court of Dionyſius, in which time many were 
enſnared with the beauty of Laurana, which was ſuch as it 
dazled the eyes of all beholders, and aſtoniſhed the hearts of no ſim-- 
ple judgments with divine conteit: inſomuch that the King of Na- 
tolia was determined to require and demand her of her Father in 
Marriage, had he not been kept back by Sicanus, who deſlred his 
Father the Perſian King to ſolicite Dionyſius to that effec, But he 
told him, that his pꝛomiſe relied upon his Daughters choice, (though 
inded he intended ſhe ſhould never marry the Perſian, foz that his 
behaviour-and- treachery had made him hated in all mens i ight.) ö 
Pariſmus heing now determined to work his own and Laurana's 
content, and walking very ſolitary in the kings Garden, Tudying 
how to move his Fathers good. will to this match, in the mid# of 
his dumps he was encountred by the P2inceſs Laurana who, only 
atfonded hy Leda, was come down into the Garden to take the Air; 
who awaking the Printe out of his ſtudy, with a caurteous aree- 
ting ſaid: 
My dear Pariſmus, . (quoth the) map J be ſo bold as to hear you 
. company in this your ſolifarineſs ? 92 would you but vouchſafe to 
impart vour ſadneſs unto me; that J might be parfaker of your 
fozrow,” then: ſhould vou ſan perceive that whatſoever can pꝛocure 
pour diſcontent, will likewiſe-purchaſe my. diſquiet. The Pꝛince 
then faking her by the hand, ſaid unto her, Wolt vertuous L adp, 
J acknowledge my ſelf ſd far bound unto you fo2 many wozthy fa⸗ 
vours undeſervedly beſtdwed upon me, that J know not which wap 
fs yield pou ſafficient thanks fo2 the leaſt of them, much leſs fo re- 
quite them; and if I ſhould deny fo fulfil your requeſt herein, un⸗ 
to whom J am perpetually bund, J ſhould ſhew my ſelf altogether 
void of Panners: thereloꝛe know, courteous Lady, that my ſup⸗ 
poſod diſcontent was a pleaſant and delightful meditation; and cal⸗ 
king fo remembzance your manifold Rertues and undeſcrved favou- 
| rable 
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rable affurance you have given me ol vou r Aﬀection, I was now de- 
termining to ſpeak to the King my Father, to requeſt aconſumma- 

tion of our happineſs at the Ring your Fathers hands, ſo it may 
ſtand with your good liking. 

Py L092d, (ſaid Laurana) J wholly commit the matter wito your 
wiſdom, whom in obedience Jam bound to obey, by the choice 3 
have made of you to be my Lo2d and Yusband : therefo2e J deſire 
vou ts uſe that P2erogative over me that by right belongeth unto von. 

Jn thsſe and ſuch like kind conferences they continued talking 
in the Garden, (fo both their unſpeakable joys) being ſo uni⸗ 
ted in the bonds of Amitp, that it was impoſlible fo remove their ſet⸗ 
led friendſhip. Dinner⸗time being come, they both departed their 
ſeveral ways, tach being contented with the others faithful pꝛomite. 

Pariſmus no ſooner found oppoꝛtunitp, but he made his love to 
Laurana known to his Father; who was glad of his Sons vertuous 
choice, and pzomiſcd hint to motion the ſame to Dionyſius: which he 
pꝛeſently did on this occaſion, As he was walking alone, he was en⸗ 
countred by Dionyſius and Olivia, none being with them; and he⸗ 
ving kindly ſaluted each other, Dionyſius began. ts talk of the 
wo2thineſs of Pariſmus, and told him, that he eſtemod him. the 
fo2tunateſt man living, to be the Father of ſuch a Child; entring 
ſo far in commendation of him, that the Kang of Bohemia thought 
he could have no fitter lime to motion the MATE then that, and 
thereupon returned this anſwers 

Mp Lo2d, 3 th Ak peu fo2 having ſo ggd opinion of my Son, 
whom J cannot diledinmend, fo2 that he hath well deſer ved Yo- 
nour: but J have an humble ſuit unto vou and the Quern here pzc- 
ſent in his behalf, which it dau will vauchſafe to gꝛant, both he and F 
thall be bound unto wati foz the ſame. Dionyſius and Olivia earneſtly 
me to reg ueſt requeũca him to 1 ſame. My Son, ſaith he, 
intreated your Honourable cavour to cautract 4 Parriage betwan 
him and your vertugus Daughter, unto UNE he hath, ſa dedicated 
his affeaions, that + Jam become an A luiter in his behalf, 
Dionyſius and the Quien hearing his requeſt, were (0 exceeding 
glad thereaf, (being the only thing they deſired) that taking the King 
of Bohemia by the hand, they told him that they were highly conten⸗ 
ted it ſhould be ſs. * Thus all things falling out accozding to their | 


minds, they parted fo: that time. | 
The next day Dionyſus aſſembled all his Council and Nablemen 
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together, and there mentioned the Contract unto them, who moſt 
willingly conſented therennto ; by means whereof the news ol this 
Parriage was ſoon publiſhed, fo that it came to the hearing cf 
Pꝛince Sicanus: who heing enraged with g2ief and ſhame, aban⸗ 
doned the company of a | Knights: and in ſhozf time grew to ſuch 
a deſperate conccit ot his impaired Honour, that with grief thereof 
he died; which bzought- ſome Heavincſs to the King of Perſia and 
the ref, But his death was ſwn forgotten, koz that his Father 
eſtæmed him not woꝛthy the name of ak ing, and had W gꝛown 
into greot diſiike of him, and altogether favoured his nert Sen Len- 
nalus, who far exceeded his Bꝛother Sicanus in Uertue. 

Tho arpeinted day fo2 the Marriage was fo be within loꝛtp 
days, (fo the unſ peakable joy of 1 'heffaly, but eſpecially unto the 
two young P21nces :) in which time Dionyſius ſent Peffengers to 
invite thither many Kings and Potentates, by means whereof the 
kamc of theſe Nuptials was ſp2cad in ſeveral Nations, and many 
hund2ed Knights determined fo be there fo do honour to Dionyſius, 
whoſe Uertues by repoꝛt had beon made known to them. 
To this Parriage tame the Emperour of Conſtantinople, with 
"many other knights; tbe Emperours Son of Greece, named Si- 
cheus with many other Lntghts ;\Prolomy the Kings Son of Egypt, 
tne King of Frize, and the moſt famous Champion in the Wold, 
Guido of Thrace ; with many others, to tedious to rehearſe? who 
on the appoinfed day were Royally entertained by Dionyfws, 

Pariſmus and Laurana were with all folemmity bꝛought unto the 
Temple of Diana, where their Rites mere pertgemed with admira- 
ble Pomp; the Bridegꝛoom being acchmpanred by eight Kings, 
and the Bꝛide being led by two Emperours, and attended by two 
Queens; the Kites and Solemnities being performed with ſuch 
dignity, that if excelled the ſtatelineſs of Heenba Nucen of Troy. 

Thus all things being ended fo2 that day, the night app2oached, 
moſt part whereof was ſpent in Masks and other Courtly paſtimes, 
nte dleſs to rehearſe; At laſt, the Bride was conducted unto her 
Bed-chamber by the two Nueens; where we will leave her in all 
content to entertain her dear Pariſmus, who behaved himſelf ſo 
Kindly, that Laurana*s Foztreſs of Uirginitp was beaten down, and 
he had the ſcaling of that ſweet Foꝛt and ſpotleſs Purity, and of 
a chaffe Uirgin ſhe became a verfuous Wife, and that night he 
made her the happy Mather of a geodly Boy, as ſhall be declared 
hereafter. Dionyſius 
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Dionyſius foz the mo2e Ropal entertainment of the States there 
aſſembled, cauſed a ſtateiy Tiit ts be erened on a Gꝛœn befoze the 
Palace, the Stages being moſt cunningly made by expert wozk- 
men, and p2oclaimed a Triumph to be held there foꝛ 7 days againſt 
all commers. The firſt days Triumph the Prince of Sparta and 
his Knights held as chief Challengers, who appeared befoze the 
whole Aſſemi2y of States that were ſeated on fheDcaffolds in ſuch 
Royal manner, that the giozy cf them ſeemed to exceed the ſfatcly 
Pomp of that mighty Monarch Alexander the G2eat. 

Laurana was ſeated in the midſt of them in a Chair of State, 
with a rich Diadem on her Head, (as Lady of the Kevels, who had 
pꝛepared ſcveral gifts fo2 the Conquero2s) ſhining like Golden 
Phoebus, and her Eves twinkling like Stars; inſomuch that her ſur⸗ 
paſling Beauty made all the ſtrange Knights to admire the crcel- 
lency tbercef, The Pꝛince of Sparta had his Tent pitcht at the firſt 


entring into the Liffs, being as white as Pilk, ſhewing his ſim⸗ 


ple eſtate : on the top whereof was artificially framed a Golden 
Sun, the ſplendoz of which beautified and adozned all the Liſts. 


This days Triumph was perfoꝛmed by the P2ince of Sparta and 


his knights with great Aalour; himſelf having unho2ſcd above 
foꝛty knights of ſtrange Countries; whom the Beide pꝛeſented 
with a pair of Sil ves Glover made by the cunningeſt Moꝛkman 

Thus in great Royalty, to the exce ding pleaſure of the behcl- 
ders, the firſt dap was ſpent, till the dark Evaning cauſed the 
nights to give over, and then they betok themſelves to their 
Nights repoſe. 

Early the next morning the knights were ſummoned fo the 
Lifts by the ſound of Trumpets. The firſt that entred the L iſt that 
day was the Lo2d Remus of Theſſely, gallantly mounted on a Theſ- 
ſalian Poz2ſe of Iron gray : his Tent was pitched near unto the 
others, being of ſeveral rich Colours; on the top whereof was 


artificially framed a ſwitf running Hart, foꝛ which the Country 


of Theſſaly was famous. Befoꝛe him went four Pages richly at- 
tired, carrying four ſeveral Scutcheons ; on the firſt was dꝛawn 
fo2th his Miſtreſs Picture; on the ſecond thꝛee white Doves, ſig⸗ 


nifying his Innocencp; on the third a bleeding Heart; and on the 


laſt a Man ſeeming deſperate. Ye behaved himſelf with no leſs Ua- 
lour than the P2ince of Sparta, to the great joy of the adp Iſabella... 
1 The 
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The third day Pollipus was chief Challenger, who had his Tent 
richly pitcht over againſt the Stage, being of the colour of Blood; 
on the top whereof od a Lion rampant : his Yozſe was garni⸗ 
ſhed mith coltly habiliments of beaten Gold, and his Armour af- 
ter the Phrygian manner. Mhoſe matchleſs Chilvary that dap un- 
hoꝛſed a hundꝛed Knights, and he foiled alÞ that encountred with 
him, = | 
F The fourth'day Lozd Oſiris of Theſſaly was chief Challenger; 

- whoſe Zent was pitched in the manner of a hollow Tree, from 

whence he iſſued fo artificially overſpread with Poſs, that he ſ&- 
med fo be nothing but a lump thereof, running up and down the 
Field: but ſo honourably he behaved himſelf, thathe was allotted 
that days Coniqueſt. . 

The fifth day Pfince Lennalus, Son to the King of Perſia, was 

thick Challenger; whoſe Tent was of the colour of the Sky, his 
habiliments of the colour of Azure, beſet with Stars of Gold. Ve 
beha ved himſelf with great honour molt part of the dap: but at laſt 
he was encountred by the valiant King of Frize, by whom he was 
unhoꝛſed, by reaſon that his Hoꝛſe tumbled, and ſo the Conqueſt 

returned to the adverſe party, The King of Frize afterwards un- 
hoꝛſed many wo2thy Knights, to his exceeding commendation. 

The ſixth day the King of Frize was chick Challenger over the 
adverſe pazty ; who had not continued long but he was unhoꝛſed by 
the King of Lybia, who moſt part of that day bare away the prize; 
until he was encountered by Guido of Thrace, and by him unho2- 

fed. Guido foꝛ that day did bear away the prize, having overthzown 
many hund2ed Knights, and was likely to atchicve the greateſt ho- 
nour at the Turnament. 

The ſeventh dap Guido of Thrace was conduced fo the Liffe in 
great Triumph, having his Tent pitcht in the full view of all the 
whole Afembly ſhining like Gold, and ſuppoꝛ tod by four Ele- 
phants ; himſelf being mounted upon a coloures Moꝛſe, moũ rich- 
ly behung with habiliments of beaten Gold. Ye vehaved himſeii ſo- 
valiantly that dap, foiling many of the Theſſalian and Perſian 
Knights, that the whole Aſſembly admired his chrvalrp. TUhich 
Pollipus ſeeing, (notwithſtanding his laſt days Triumph, pet he) 
armed himſelf, and encountred Guido moſt b2aveiy, The firit car- 
rier they met they bꝛoke their Staves onely : and atierwarvs had 
ſoms five 02 fix courſes moꝛe, in which ali Guido's skili and fo:ce 
| | eould 
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could not once diſadvantage Pollipus, Pollipus being enraged that 
he could not unhoꝛſe Guido, both of them being ſufficiently ſtirred 
to w2ath, addꝛeſled themſelves fo2 another encounter, and met with 
ſuch fury, that they unhoꝛſed each other: which Guido ſeeing, foꝛ⸗ 
getting where he was, and disdaining to be encountred by Polli- 
pus any longer, dꝛew his Sword, and he did the like, whereupon 
they began to combat: which Dionyſius ſeeing, commanded the 
Meralds to part them, but in fury they both mounted themſelves 
pꝛeſently again. The Judges conſidering the miſchief that might 
ariſe, (foꝛ that there began to be a tumult in the Field) ſought to ap⸗ 
peaſe the Champions, and perſwaded them to give over, and ſo let the 
honours of thoſe Triumphs reſt to both of them; which the Thra- 
cian in great disdain refuſed, without hearing what anſwer his Ad- - 
verſary would make. 

Laurana, by the advicg of Pariſmus, ſent Mellengers to Pollipus, 
fo deſire him foꝛ her ſake to let Guido end that days Challenge, fs: 
that himſelf had ſuffictently ſhown his valour ; withal ſhe ſent him 
one. of her Gloves. Whoſe command Pollipus pꝛeſently obeyed, fo: 
that he was a Knight of exceeding courfefie ; whereby he won mode 
honour than Guido could atchieve by the Conqueſt, 

The reſt of that day (-uido unho2zſed many knights, and was 
like to bear away the honour of the Triumph, and foiled all the 
Kkmghtfs that afterwards encountered with him: which grie ved Pa- 
riſmus fo behold ; and noting his pride, he ſecretly got from the 
Stage, and p2eſenfly went and armed himſelf in Armour which 
he had cauſed to be made fo2 the ſame purpoſe, ſeeming to be old, 
to2n, and ruſty, but pet of as good pꝛof as might be, being made 
of the pureſt Lidian ſteel: his Habiliments and Furniture ſeemed 
to be ſuch as had been laid up, and not uſed in ſeven years, and 
all-to-be-oaten with Poaths: his Moꝛſe he made to t2of like a 
Country Cart⸗Horſe, his Plume was of Rufſef Feathers, accom⸗ 
panied with ſome thirty of his Knights, attired like rude Country 
Fellows, with Batts and Staves on their Necks, in the midſt of 
the Thracian Uictoꝛies he entred ſuddenly and rudely into the Liſts; | 
ſeeming indeed to be a very natural Country peaſant, erected by 
a company of tude fellows to make paſtime ; and being eſpyed by 
the People, he was welcomed with exceeding ſhouts and laughters, 
ſo that the Eyes of all the beholders were fixed upon him. -Being 
come to the Lifts, he offcred to run: but Guido diſbained to cope 

| with 
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- himſelf, and Laurana knowing him, wondzed ta ſee him armed. 
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with one fo baſe, Which Pariſmus Knights ſeing, came to him and 
told him, That their Paſter came to run with none but himſelf: 
and therefore he ſhould either b2eak a Lance, or elſe they would 
beat him out of the Field. | 3 . 
Guido then (with a-ſco2ntu: laughter) taking a Staff, ran at 
this Ruſtick Bnight; who 1: withiranding his outward ſhew en- 
countred Guido ſo valtantly, that han he not been an app2oved 
'good Knight, he had mealurrd is length on the ground: Which 79 
vered the L hracian, that he rau a7 him the ſecond time, thinking 
then verily to overth2ow him. Bat it fell out confrary to his cr- 
pectation. ; foꝛ he could not with all his power move the Country 
Champion in his Saddle: but at the third courſe he was unhozſed 
himſelf with ſuch violence, that nan and hoꝛſe lay tumbling on the 
round. = | 
! Guido, having received this foil, in a great rage departed the 
Field; and none of the confrary-party encountred this Knight, 
but they were all foiled and. overth2own, ſo that at lalt there was 
none would run againſt him any moꝛe: which he perceiving, a- 
lighted from off his Vozſe, and went up the Dcaffold whereon the 
Beide ſate, and rudely offered to have kiſt her: but the courteouſty 
rexroved his boldneſs : whereupon all began to laugh at his rude be⸗ 
and ſome began to thruſt him away, At laſt he diſcovered 


Thus the whole honour ofthe Triumph redounded to Pariſmus,as 
moſt. wozthy of the ſame, whoſe behaviour was ſo highly tommen⸗ 
ded, that all men applauded his laſt device; and Guido, knowing 
him, was not much diſcontented tobe foiled by ſo valiant a night. 

By this time the Nights black mantle began to overſpzead the 
whole Earth, which made Diony ſius with the reſt of the Potentates 


conduct Laurana unto the Palace; where after Supper was ended, 


they ſpent q good part of the Night in Dancing and other Court- 
ly paſtimes ; their entertainment being ſo honourable, that they ad⸗ 
mired the Royalty of the Court, wheze they afterwards continued 


many days, ſpending the time in many Partial e xerciſes. 


CHAP, 
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Cap. 17. The Renowned Prince of Bohemna; 
e. 

How Pari ſmus rewarded the Outlaws that preſerved his Life. How . 
Pollipus fell in love with Violetta; and how Violetta forſook her 
Father's houſe in the diſguiſe of a Page, and was entertained by 

the prince Pariſmus: and of the care Pollipus took for her Ab- 

ſence. 

Ong time the Outlaws continued in great penũ venels foꝛ the 
want of their Captain, mar velling what was become of him: 
but at laſt they were eaſed of their care, foz Pariſmus remem⸗ 
bring the benefit he had retei ved at their hands, deſired Dion yſius tu 
remit their Dffences > who willingly granted his requeſt, and 
therefoze Pariſmus ſent fo2 them: who befoze having knowledge 
that he was the man whom they had pꝛeſer ved, willingly came, 
and at his hands recerved their Pardons, with large and bountiful 
rewards, The Damſel alſo coming along with them, Pariſmus 
cauſed her to be well uſed, repazting very honourably of her Uer- 
tues. The Emperours and Kings of Perſia and Natolia being p2e- 
ſent at the Outlaws coming, greatly commended Pagiſqus foz the 

tender care he had of thoſe por People. 

Amongſt the number of Knights there aſſembled the Father of 
the Damſel chanced fo be pꝛeſent, who very diligently beheld his 
Daughter, but knew her not, fo2 that ſhe was mightily altered: 
but at laſt , hearing Dionyſius make recital of her fozepaſ- 
ſed misfoztunes, and how that Oſiris was wounded in her ref- 
tue; by circumſtante, and comparing the time of her departure 
with the ſame, he knew her to be his own Daughter, and in the 
p2eſence of them all with weeping Eyes for joy embꝛacing her: 
and ſhe was much comfo2ted with his pꝛeſence. Pariſmus ever after 
that uſed her Father maſt kindly, and much eſteemed her, foz that 
the had taken great care to heal his Wounds, 

During the time of Pariſ nus above in the Country of Theſſaly, 
(after that the two Emperours of Conſtantinople and Greece were 
departed, with the reft of the Knights that came to the ſolemniza⸗ 
tioz of the Medding, and likewiſe the Perſian Ring, and the reff - 
of The famous Petentates on his party, had taken their leave, only 
Pollipus extepted) the chief Governours of the City of Thebes invi- 
ted their ling and Quan, the King of Bohemia, the two new 
married Pꝛinces, the Pꝛinte ef Sparta, the King of Hungaria and 
his Queen, the Lady iſabcVa, Lo2d Remus, Pollipss, Oliris, and 
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manp other Nobles, unto a great Feaſt, which they had pꝛepared 
in a large Ball, called the Counml-houſe; whoſe gentle courtefie 
was kindly accepted; and af the appointed day they went thither 
in great Royalty ; where they were ſo heartily welcomed and ho⸗ 
nourably entertained by the Citizens, as it were a tedions thing 
to rehearſe ; ſuch Pageants, ſuch delightful Shows, ſuch Multck, 
ſuch general rejoycing, and ſuch. Gifts and commendations given 
to the young Pznces, as the like was never p2cſented to any 
Pzince befo2e by Subjects in thoſe Realiis. Amongtſt the reft of 
the Citizens, the Father of Violetta (the Damſel whom Pariſmus 
had kindly uſed, as is ſaid befo2e) was one of the chiefeft that oꝛ⸗ 
daines this Banquet, with whom-alſo was his Daughter: whom 
as ſoon as Pariſmus eſpyed, a Kuddy bluſh, began to overſpꝛead his 
Cherks, being touched with the remembꝛance of the injury that 
he had done her. ATT | 
This Damſel Violetta behaved her ſelf with ſo much modeffy in 
this Royal Aſembly, that ſhe was generally noted; inſomuch that 
Laurana, having viewed her comelineſs, bogan greatly to commend 
her to the Aucen he2 Pother, who prin occaſion called Violetta 
unto her, demanding of her whoſe Daughter the was, Violetta, 
humbling herſelf upon her knees, made anſwer, that ſhe was the 
Daughter of Dcignis2 Andrugio, an ancient Citizen. 
Whilſt ſhe kneeled befoze the Queen, Pollipus tek ſuch a view 
of her Perfections, that he was ſuddenly ſtrucken with Cupid?s 
fieryDart of love, and began ſo vehemently to affect her beauty and 
perſon, that his heart was enſnared in the intricate labpꝛinth of 
Love: and ſeeing her depart, he thought his vital Spirits began ta 
decay, and with a heavy ſigh he bꝛeathed out his longing deſire to 
be acquainted with her. Pariſmus likewiſe ſfod in a ſtudy, devi- 
ſing how he might make ſome amends to Violetta; and therefoze 
ſeeing her talking with the Queen and Laurana, he came to them, 
and asked what Damſel that was that falked with them. Pp 
* Lo2d, (quoth Laurana) it is a Perchants Daughter ; whoſe beha⸗ 
viour ſo well pleaſeth me, that J could with her to ſpend her time 
in ſome honourable place of pꝛeferment. If you pleaſe, (ſaid Pa⸗ 
riſmus) J will ſpeak to her Father, that the may attend on yon, - 
Whereupon he came to Pollipus, who ſfood like one Metamoꝛpho⸗ 
ſed, and deſired him to enquire who was the Father of that Damſel, 
and tell him he would requeſt him ko come and fpeak * 
a . | "0 pus 
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Pollipus being glad of ſuch an oppoztunity, ſoon found out Violetta, : 
and greeting her with a kind Kiſs ,- told her he was ſent by th 
P2ince: of Bohemia to intreat her Father to come and ſpeak witz 
him. Sho replyed that her Father was hard by, and ſhe wonle 
pꝛeſently let him underſtaud his pleaſure: who having knowledg 
thereof, immediately went unto the Prince; who uſed ſuch en 
treaty, that (although very unwilling) he yielded to his requeſt : 
and when he came back, he fold his Daughter to what effec he 
was ſent fos ; which ſhe was very glad of, though outwardly the 
made a ſhew of unwillingneſs. 

Pollipus having underſtood the cauſe why the Pꝛince ſent foꝛ her 
Father,(Pariſmus loving him ſo dearly that he could conceal nothing 
from him) revealed to the Pzince the Love that he bare to Vio- 
letta ; who p2omiſed to further him what he could. By this time 
the Banquet being ended, and the King departed to the Palace 
with great joy and exceeding Triumph, they ſon took oꝛder to have 
Viol Ma ſent foz. Wut her Father, ſeeing the Peſſengers come, be⸗ 
gan to make ſuch ſoꝛrow fo2- her abſence, that if would have mel- 
ted a heart of Adamant to hear his plainfs; ſo that the Pellen⸗ 
gers, pitying the ſoꝛrows old Andrugio made, returned without 
her: which d2ove Pollipus fo ſuch an extaſte cf ſozrow, that he 
ſeemed altogether impatient fo endure her want. But ſeeing no o⸗ 
ther luztherance to his Love, he often repaired to old Andrugio's 
houſe, and mauifeſted his ſuit unto her; who uſedhim moſt kindly, 
but delayed him with ſuch excuſes, that he was the moꝛe entrap- 
ved in the ſnare ol Love, and pet nothing the nearer of obtaining 
his ſuit. ö | | 

At laſt it was concluded between Pariſmus and Pollipus, that 
the P2ince- ſhould accompany him in ſome diſguiſe, and make him⸗ 
ſelf known fo none but Wioletta, thereby to pꝛocure the ſooner her 
good liking to Pollipus, which he was the moze willing to do, foz 
that he thought upon manifeſting himſelf unto her, ſhe would not 
deny Pollipus requeſt; and therefore finding a convenient time, they 
went to old Andrugio's houſe, where they were kindly welcomed by 
them both, who uſed them better then ever ſhe had done befo2e, 
being dꝛawn thereto by an inward foꝛ wardneſs which ſhe felt ton⸗ 
trary to her foꝛmer difpolition, where they had not long continued, 
but Pariſmus found oppoꝛtunity to greet Violetta in this ſoꝛt: Fair 
Daniel, quoth he, J am come = humble Petitioner unto vou in 
5 D 2 the 
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the behalf of my friend Pollipus, whoſe love is ſo fervent towards 
your ſelf, that unleſs you pity him and pield ſome comfozt to his 
. care, you will be the death ol the woꝛthieſt Knight living; there- 
foe J deſire you that J may be the happy D2acle to declare unto 
him his good fortune, p2onounced from pour Sacred Lips. 

Violetta ſtood all this while as one amazed, fœling ſuch an er⸗ 
exeding th2obing at her heart that ſhe could not tell what to anſwer ; 
at laſt, being touched with the remetnb2ance of his love that hav 
trodt her Uirginity, thereplyed in — 3 : Gentle Knight, I 
would not willinglp be any mans death, if J could otherwiſe 
chuſe, bat J cannot grant his tint, J have already placed my Af- 
feckions, and vowed never to alter whilſt life doth laſt in me. 

This ſudden and reſolute reply of hers Pariſmus much commen⸗ 
ved, pet uſed many perſwaſions in the behalf of Pollipus, and be⸗ 
gan to demand of her to whom ſhe had towed her love: uſing ma- 
ny intreaties, that at laſt ſhe ſaid: It was but folly to ask that que- 
ſtion. But, ſaid Pariſinus, what if J would name the man:? (Where- 
with Violetta bluſht) and fo pulled out of his Boſom the Scarf, 
which the bofoꝛe had given him. Behold (aid he) your ſelf hath 
ſet down a deſcziption of your Loves firſt coming unto vou, which 
was the P2ince of Bohemia himſelf unto whom you pꝛeſented this, 
who leaping down the Palace Mall flew your Fathers Dogs, 
what kindneſs he received at your hands, your ſelf knows bolt ; 

and ſince it is impoſſible fo obtain any recompence at his hands 
(being wedded to the P2inceſs Laurana) let Pollipus, who in Cht- 
valry is inferiour to none, be the man that ſhall poſſeſs the ſecond 
Room in your good liking. 

Violetta hearing him make ſo true à rehearſal of that Adven- 
ture, andhearing them affirm by ſo-many reaſons that it was Pariſ- 
mus, was ſtruck with ſuch a ſudden fear and ſhame fo ſee her ſe⸗ 
crets diſcloſed, that ſhe was ready toſwound with grief; and kneel- 
ing down with the fears ſtanding in her Eyes, the deſired him nat 
to reveal the ſame to any , foꝛ ſhe was fully reſolved to love none, 
but him although he were a Pzince, and ſhe unlikely to attain a- 
ny favour at his hands. J will not, quoth he reveal it to any, fo2 
none but Pariſmus knoweth thereof, who is here pꝛeſent with thai, 
wherewith he folded her in his Arms and kiſſed her; ſhe vet be- 
ing in ſome doubt that it was not he, until at laſt pariſinus made 
himſelt known unto her, and by ſuch pꝛivate tokens as the both 
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certainly and aſſuredly knew that it was he, which ſo rejoyced her 
heart, that ſhe moſt humbly upon his knees intreated him to pardon 
her boldneſs, and vowed ne ver to love any but himfelf which pꝛo⸗ 
teſtation fo grieved him, that he began to perſwade her not to 
wꝛong her ſelf ſv much: foz that he was no way to bgeak his Weds 
lock vows to pleaſure her. ; 

My dear Loꝛd (quoth ſhe) if J had a thouſand lives, and every 
life ten theuſand times dearer than this my life, J would moſt. wil- 
lingiy frens them in meditation on the firſt Fruits of your kind⸗ 
nefs towards me. Ec ſeeing her firm love, could not tell what means 
to uſe to alter her ſtedfaſt reſolutien, but paſſed ſome time with her 
in private talk, till he ſaw Pollipus with heavy ſighs expect his hap⸗ 
py 62 unh5ppy news; therefoꝛe he left her, and coming to him did 
tell him; there was ſome hope of obtaining her love, upon which 
comfoꝛtable ſpeech, Pollipus ſtill pꝛoſecuted his ſuit. 

Violetta hearing that Pariſmus was departing towards his own 
Country, determined to venture her life and credit to go with 
him; and on a convenient; time, the attired her ſelf like a Vage, 
which habit ſhe became ſo well, that ſhe ſecmed to be the beſt wozk- 
manſhip that ever Nature had framed, her ſuit being Gꝛeen Sat- 
tin, her Bus kin of the fineſt Spaniſh Leather faſtned to her dainty 
Leg, with Cryſtal Buttons, her Yair w2cathed'with a Carnation 
Ribbond, and all things elſe ſs neat and decent upon her comely 
body, that it was pleaſant to behold her. In this changeable appa- 
rel, the ſtole ſecretly from her Fathers houſe, and got to the Pa⸗ 
lace ; where although there was a general ſcarch made by Andru- 
gioes Ser vants, yet the was not ſuſpected in that habit, where ſhe 
confinued many days together, in which time ſhe laboured by all 
means to be enfertained by the P2ince of Bohemia. 

Jt ſo chanced that Violetta on a time eſpyed Parifmus talking 
to Laurana p2ivately in the Garden, and coming towards them, 
they deemed her rather a Divine than a Poztal creature; that 
at laſt Pariſmus demanded whoſe Page he was? Py Lo2d, (ſaid 
the) as yet J have no Paſter, but would be gladly entertainer, 
Will pou then, (quoth the Pꝛince) give diligent attendance ot the 
Lady Laurana and my ſelf (if it pleaſe her to like on you 2) Jam 
(ſaid ſhe) in all humble duty ready at your command. 

Pany queſtions Laurana asked the Bop (as the ſuppoſed) de- 


manded of him his name, Countrey, and Parentage. Py _ 
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ſaid the, is Adonius, my Country Greece, my Parents are dead, 
and the fame of this Court made me travel hither with the Empe- 
rour, with a determination to get my ſelf ſome good ſervice, which 
you have vouchſafed me, and herein my duty and endeavours ſhall 
be ſuch, as J truſt pou will hereafter well like of; which ſpeech 
Violetta uttered with ſo ſweet a grace, that they both took delight 
in her bchaviour, whom we will now call by the name of Adonius, 
CHAP. XVIII. 


. How Pari ſuus and Laurana with divers others in their Company, 


departed from Theſſaly ; and how they were diſperſed from the 
King of Bohemia, and how they were ſet upon by Pirates whom 
*they vanquiſhed. 
Dy a long fime Pariſmus and Laurana continued in ſuch happy 
tate of contented lovr, every day increaſing in affectionate 
kindneſs, as though the one could not live without the others 
:2eſence, he ſtill growing into greater favour in the Theſſalians 
hearts; that when the day or his departure was come, the Citizens 
much bewailcd the ſame, all being ſo fad and heavy, as though 
their departure were a ſign of ſome ill ſucceſs to enſue, 
Laurana with many a ſalt fear tock her farewel of her country- 
men, and pooꝛ Violettaſ&ing her jjather ſtand at the doo2 comfozt- 
leſs fo2 the loſs of her, uttered ſuch paſſionate and heavy lamentati⸗ 
ene, that it would have cauſed a heart of ſtone to have 81 tyed her. 
The two Pzinces being conducted by Dionyſus and Olivia, the 
King and Queen of Hungaria, the P21nce of Sparta, the Lady lfabel- 
la, and the moſt of the 1 heſſalian Peers, unfo the Haven where 
they ſhould take ſhipping, their parting being in a heavy ſoꝛt and 
with abundance of tears, at laſt Pariſmus uttered theſe ſpeeches. 
Volt noble Pꝛinces, theſe tears which you ſhed at our departure, 
ſheweth your unwillingneſs to leave us, whoſe company vou ſhall 
net long want, fo2 your Daughter and J will ſhozfly return again, 
that the may be a contfert to your Age, thercfoze J humbly be- 
fecch peu to ceaſe pour grief, 
* J8ble P2ince, ſaid Dionyſius, dur grief muff needs be great to 
loſe the company of fuch aſſured friends as your Nopal Father and 


vou have ſhezyged pour ſelves to be: therefoꝛe gur talf farewel, we 


pꝛap, That the Gods would pꝛoſper you in this Pour journey, 
Pariſmus aud Laurana having recetted their efſings, with moſt 

he arkAxarts they omnikers them to (Ye merey ot che pens; hore 
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hoiſing Bail, with fpeed launched into the Pain, where they were 
ſon out of ſight, and Dionyſius and the Queen ſadly returned to 
; the City. 

The Bohemian King had not ſailed above two days ſpace, in 
great hope to recover the Coaff cf Bohemia, but the Ninds began 
to blow aloft, and the Seas to rage and ſwell, and ſuch an exceeding 
tempeſt aroſe, as if the Gods had conſpired their utter overthꝛow; 
fo that the Ships were diſperſed from one another, and the Bart: 
ners expected nothing but death: Pariſmus, Laurana, Pollipus, and 
Adonius, were ſevered from the reſt of the company, all being in 
deſpair of ever ſeeing each other again. The cruelty of this Tem⸗ 
peſt continued fo2 the ſpace of thꝛæ daps in ſuch raging and cx- 
tream ſoꝛzt, that the Mariners were compelled fo cut their Sails 
and th2ow their Malts over⸗ board, and by the violence of the wind 
were dꝛi ven paſt their knowledge, but when the ſtoꝛm ceaſed the 
Pariners eſpped afar off an Illand, whither they lalled with ſuch 

20viſton as they had. 3 

Pariſmus being glad that they had ſo wetl efcaped the fury of the 
Deas; with moſt comfo2table Speches he revived the fearful ſpi⸗ 
rits of his Pꝛinceſs in this ſorꝛt: Dear Laurana, ſince the Deſti⸗ 
nies have allotted us this milchance to be thus diſaſterdully parted 
from our company, and dꝛiven into an unknown late, camfoꝛt 
pour ſelf in theſe extremities with hops cf better ſucceſs ; for A 
doubt not but we {Hail recover the Company of my Loꝛd and #3 
ther, and J hope the Seas will not de ko unmercikul as to dꝛench 
his Aged years in their ſpacious gulphs; But, oh my dear Lady, 
wert thou ſafe on ſhoꝛe, then wduld my heart be at reit. 

Many other ſpeeches he uſed to comfoꝛt her in her ſadneſs, who 
was the moze comfoꝛted with beholding him. They had not long 
tontinued in this good hope of recovering Land, but they eſpyed a 
Ship making towards them with all ſpeed, and being come near un⸗ 

to them; they pꝛeſently knew them fo be Pirates, and they began 
to board the Ship where the P2ince was, but were valiantly re- 
ſiſted by the Pariners. Poriſmus being under Matches ſwn armed 
himſelf, and made ſuch a laughter amongſt the Pirates (moſt of 
his own men being ſlain) that he (with the help of Pollipus) had ſon 
deſtroyed the biggeſt part of them, aud the reſt yielded to their mer⸗ 
cy. Afterwards boarding the Pirats, (who belonging to Andra- 
mart of Tartaria the Scithian Pirate, who had filled the whole world 
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with repoꝛt of his Zyranny, and believing them upon ſuch Daths 
and Pꝛoteſtations as the Uillains made; they conveyed all ſuch 
Riches, Jewels, Pꝛoviſion, and ſ uch as they had aboard the Pirates 
Ship, fo2 that their own was ſhrewbly Meather⸗beaten; and ha- 
ving put Laurana, Leda, and Adonius, info the ſame, ſunk their 


aon, and placed thoſe few Marriners which they had left alive 


Governsurs over the Pirates, making towards the Illands they 
ſaw befo2e them: Being landed they found the Country waſte and 
deſolate and not inhabited, but well repleniſhed with Dear and 
Wild Fowl, of which they got god ſtoze, furniſhing themſel ves 
likewiſe with frech water and other pꝛovillons. 
Pariſmus demanded of the Pirates if they knew this Illand, who 
told him: That they gave it the name of the defolate Alland be⸗ 
cauſe they never ſaw any man living there; and ſaid that there 
was a moſt beautiful Caſtle that ſtood upon the top of a mighty 
Iſland, inhabited as they thought by Devils, foꝛ that many of their 
kellows had oftentimes gone thither but none of them ever return- 
ed, which made them to wonder, where in this place they tonti⸗ 
nued two days. : | 
In the mean while Pariſmus and Pollipus, only attended by Ado- 
nius, Graying from the Ship to kill Uemſon, Icaving Laurana a- 
board, little miſtruſfing any Treachery, and truſting too much 
to his own men; Now the Pirates having befoze watched ſuch an 
oxpo2tunity, by policy conveyed moſt of the Bohemian Marriners 
under Hatches, ſaving ſome two o2 thꝛee whom they ew and faſt 
bolted down the ſame, and befoze the two Knights were returned 
from killing Uemiſon, they —— ſail ＋ lanched = cut of 
ſiaht under Yatches not knowing pet they were ſo betraped.

How Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Adonius the Page going on ſhore in 
the Deſolate Iſland, were betrayed by the Pirates : and how Lau- 
rana was conveyed to the Caſtle of Rocks, under the cu ſtody of 
Andramart the Tyrant. 
Ariſmus and Pollipus having forced themſelves with freſh Ui- 
P &uals, returned towards the Ship which they found gone: 
The Pꝛince miſſing his beloved Lady (now too late ſuſpee- 
ing the Pirats treachery) fell into ſuch an ertream rage of ſo2row 
and verafion fo2 his own careleſsneſs, that he toze his Hair, ſtam⸗ 
ped on the Earth, curſed the day and hour of his Wirth, and was 
N 8 ſo 
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fo overcome with grief and paſſion, that he farcd like à mad⸗man, 
oftentimes being diſpoſed te leap into the Sea and $:0wh himſelf, 
and ofteytimes attempting fo veffroy himſelf; all tyece inſuppaꝛta⸗ 
ble paſſions ſoovercame his ſenſes that he fell into a Trance. 

Adonius ſeeing her Loꝛd in this extream caſe, uſed all skill poſ⸗ 
ſible to recover him to his ſenſes, and ſ&ing it nothing avail began 
to make ſuch lamentati on as would have fo2ced a heart of Ada⸗ 
mant fo pity him, whe2e ſhe continued rubbing his pale Cheks 
with her ſoft Hand, a thouſand times kiſſing of his cold Lips, and 
waſhing the ſame with her bꝛiniſh tears, that Pollipus ſe ing his 
friend in that ſoꝛt raging againſt foꝛtune, and ſe1ng the moan the 
pooꝛ Page made, little thinking who it was) by viewing their in- 
firmifies moſt pꝛudentlpy governed himſelf, and did what he could 
with adonius fo recover him, but all was in vain ; then he began 
fo meditate on this affliction, thinking that if he ſhould rage ſo ex- 
ceſſively.as the Pꝛince did, he ſhould be no whit the nearer of any 
hope of remedy, but thould thereby give example to him to continue 
in his ſoꝛrow, which was beyond the compaſs of compare. But 
feulg Pariſmus come to himſelf looking like one overmaſtered with 
care, he uttered unto him theſe ſpeeches, | | 

Moſt 7As2thy Pꝛince, ſince it is allotted fo pou to be crofled in 
your happineſs, J beſeech you bear the fame patiently and remit 
this extream care witch ſo overmaſtered your vertue that it can⸗ 
not ſhine in ſuch ſplendo2 as it hath done fozmerly : What can 
helpleſs grief avail you $; What can care herein pleaſure you 2 D2 
hom can this diſtemperate ſo2row pꝛocure your loſt Friend? Then 
do not ſhew your ſelf ſo inconſiderate as to waſte pour ſelf in this 
ſoꝛt, but let us conſult which wap to recover her, fo2 ſo: rows in 
this caſe will do no geod: It ill beſeems pour Honour at this time 
fo caſt paar ſelf down, but rather with quietneſs bear pour affiict- 
ons, and with wildom deviſe how fo eaſe pour ſelf of this grief. 

Pollipus, uttered theſe woꝛds with ſuch fer vency, that it m..de 
Pariſmus ſomewhat remember himſelf, and beholding his Page 
kneꝛ ling by him with blubbered Cheeks, ſozrowful_to ſiæ his foꝛ⸗ 
row, he uttered theſe ſpeeches, | 

Pow can J contain my ſelf within the compaſs of reaſon, when 
my loſs erceedeth. the bounds of reaſon 2 How can J with pati⸗ 
ence bear this affliction, when all the Moꝛlds wealth cannot coun-

Accurſed 
Traytoꝛ that J was to leave my dearLaarana yea the moſt vertuous 
Lady living upon the Garth, fo lightly in the cuſfody of Barba⸗ 
.rous people: What will ſhe ſay of me, but that J regarded her 
not: How may ſhe condemn me of inhumanity that have ſuffercy 
her thus to be taken from me? Can there be any limits given to 
this my ſozrow 2 Can J ever recompence this extream w2ong J 
have done her: Js there any hope that J ſhall ever ſee her again 
No, Pollipus, no: What know J How thoſe Uillains will uſe her? 
Where can J fell as they will convey her⸗ oz, what know JF the 
grief the will endure { This, this toꝛments my heart, that J am 
palt hope ever to ſæ her again: How then can J aſſwage my grief, 
but rather increaſe the ſame 2 What ſufficient torment can J af- 
flict upon my cankered careleſs heart, that left her in their cuſtody, 
and by that means have loſt the fruition of her Di vine _p2eſ; e 
whereby my life was maintained . No, no, wb2thy friend, myM2- 
row is ſuch as can no way be ſal vod, therefore it were but in vain 
to perſwade me that there is any hope left to redeem this intompa⸗ 
rable loſs: Here you ſee we are left in an unkrequented place envi- 
roned round with the Sea, and no means to eſcape a miſerable 
death, by famiſhment upon this accurſed Land, which was oꝛdain⸗ 
ed fo be my Gꝛave. | 5 

My Lo2d, quoth Pollipus let us do the beſt we can to get out of 
this ſolitary place, which once attained, there is no doubt but we 
might in continuance of travel, meet with ſome that can give us 
knowledge ok whence thoſe Pirates were; which, if by happp 
chance we can once find out, then we ſhall ſoon hear what is become 
of her, and in the mean time let us ſearch diltgently fo2 her; foꝛ 
J vow that if ths be to be found J will never deſiſt travel till J 
hear of her abode. e 

Theſe ſpeeches ſo revived Pariſmus, that he abandoned his effemi- * 
nate grief,and lamentation, and with a mind full of ſozrow, kindly 
thanked Pollipus ; and with this reſolute determination theſe two 
wozthy Knights unarmed, ſave only their good Swozds, having 
no company but the Page, travelled along the Coaft-ſide, to ſee if 
they could happily find any Shipping that lay there in Harbour.

As ſen as the ſtoꝛm was ended, the King miſſing ths Ship 
wherein his Dan was, began fs take the ſame moſt gꝛievouũ p, 

fully aCuring himſelf that they were periſhed ; but he himſeif was 
d2iven upon the confines of Phrygia, where he peaceably ſojourned 
until he had fraighted his Ship with all things needful, and in 
thozt ſpace landed in Bohemia, where he gave himſelf to a ſolitary

all betrayed, and being deſperate, what with ſhame and grief, there 
began a very great muttny amongſt them, that moſt of them were 
llain in this rage, not knowing what they did, and the ref that ſar- 
vi ved deſperately murdered themſelves, which Leda beholding, aſ- 
ſuredly thought they were betrayed, and with abundance of fears 
went to their Miſtris again, who ſtill was faft aſleep, but when ſhe 
awaked and ſaw Leda werping, her heart began ts fail her, and de⸗ 
mandin the cauſe of her, the could not anſwer a woꝛd, wherewith 
Laurana was d2iven' into! ſuch an extream paſſſon of fear, that ali 
her jopnts began to quake aud ſhake; but at la with great in⸗ 
treaties, Leda declared unto her the cauſe of ſoꝛrobw. 

Mhen Laurana heard her ſay they were betraped to the Tartari- 
ans, and that the Marr iners had in an upꝛoar flam one another, 
the fell down into a deadly Taance, that do what Leda could, the 
was not able fo recover her in a long ſpace ; but at last her death 
began to make ſome paſſage though the ſweet Conduit of her 
Ehaoat, and liftinig up her Eyes be ked about her with ſucha ghaſt- 
ty countenance, that it affrighted * ts behold her: Then Lau- 
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rana began to tear and deſpoil her Golden Zreſſes, and unpleat 
her fair and pꝛecious hair, rent her coftly Garments from her 
comely and delicate body, w2inging her hands, beating her B2ealts, 
and knocking her ſoft Head againſt the hard Wall, inſomuch that 
had not Leda hind2ed her, ſhe had there deſtroyed her ſelf, 

In this (2rowful ſoꝛt, the on the one ſide continued her Lamen- 
tations, and Leda on the other ſide wept her. fill, that the Fountain 
of her Eyes were d2yed up and not able to ſhed another tear, and 
her heart was ſo:e with th2obbing, and the deſperately and with a 
conſtant reſolution attendsd the coming cf thoſe Uillazns that had 
betrayed her, who knowing themſelves to be paſt the Teach of the 
two Knights, began to lift up the Matches, and call fo thoſe that 
were below, but hearing none make Anſwer, one of the Py2ats 
went down, where he bcheld all the Bohemians lye Murdered, and 
with great joy he ran up again and told his fellows, 

One th:t was the chief Captain over the reit, allotting ever 
mon his ſeveral Office, went down where Laurana was, whom he 
for! d making ſuch Moan, that he (though he was of a Barbarous 

Ti; out) could not refrain from pitying her Gꝛief; and in that 
Citate, without ſpeaking a word to her, he left her, and returned 
again within two Yours ; thinking by that time ſhe had ceaſed her 
complaints; but ſhe not giving her thoughts any reſpite of conſi⸗ 
deration, but only to think of her dear Loꝛd, continued ſtill her 
ſoꝛrows, altogether refuſing to be comfoꝛted by any perſwaſions, 
aͤnd foz Two days ſpace would not receive any ſuſtenance, by 
means whereof ſhe was b2onght to extream peril andhazard of her 
life, which cauſed Leda fo erp2eſs untoher theſe ſpecches : 

Dear Wiltris, if you would vouchſafe to hear me ſpeak, then 
I ſhould not doubt but to eaſe you of ſome of the care you ſo im⸗ 
patiently endure ; You know that iny Lo2d Pariſmus, Pollipus and 
Adonins, are pet living, and no doubt in god eſtate, but only fo: 
the loſs of you, fo2 whoſe ſake my Loꝛd J know will pꝛeſer ve his 
life: Why ſhould you then deffroy your ſelf, whom he ſo much 
tendereth 2 and not rather uſe all poſſible means to pꝛeſer ve your 
ſelf, until you can by ſoms means hear of him, fo2 there is no 
doubt but that he will ſearch moſt part of the Wozld to find you, 
and by his Ualcur, where he finds you, ſet you free; foz without 
doubt be will find vou; but if you deſtzoy your ſelf, you will de- 
ft:op him alſo, whereas otherwiſe you map happily met to both 
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your comfoꝛts: Pour Uertues have the power to rule firangers 
affections, let them then reſtrain your ſelf from doing harm: What 
will my Loꝛzd think: and what think you will be his grief, when 
he hath Travelled many Countries in ſearch of you; and in the 
end finds that vou bave made your ſelf away 7. J beſ&ch veu, dear 
Miſtris, weigh'theſe things aright, and cenſider the Efate we are 
in, and then, J do not doubt, but your wiſdom will allcw it better 
fo2 you to pꝛeſer ve yur ſelf fo2 his ſake, then by deſtroying vour 
ſelf to be guilty both of your own death, and his too, 

With theſe perſwaſions the P21nceſs then began to pacifie her 
ſelf, and with a ſettled Reſolufton deter nined fo endure what mi⸗ 
ſery ſoever ſhould light upon her; and therefoze began to confer 
with Leda about her hard hap and miſerable eſtate; which did 
dꝛive her to her very wits end to think of: In the midſt of theſe 
thoughts came the Captain, who beholding Laurana's Majeſtical 
countenance and exceeding beauty, was ſo amazed therewith, that 
he condemned himſelf of Uillany foꝛ procuring ſo Divine a Crec- 
tures diſcontent, | 

Laur ana ſ&ing him ſfand gazing upon her, demanded what he 
would have? He humbling himſelf on his knee; ſatd, he had pꝛovi⸗ 
ded her Dinner, if the pleaſed to eat: which the willingly accep⸗ 
fed of, and began conlideratel p torecall her former ſenſes, as it was 
a rare vertue (6 ſuddenly to over-maſter her ſoꝛrow. 

By this time the Py2ats had ſafely landed their Ship in the 
Illand where their aller Andramart was, which was incompaſſed 
with ſuch mighty Rocks of Stone, that a few Pen might eaſily 
kep out a great Army, and ſon they conveyed Laurana and Leda 
to the Caſtle, and bꝛought them befoꝛe Andramart, who being a 
Man of a pꝛoud and haughty diſpoſition, and ſitting on an Jmpe- 
rial Seat, was fo enamoured at the ſight of Laurana, that he ſich 
a long time beholding her; at laſt he came to her to embzace her 
fender Body in his rough Arms, but the th2uft him f2om her with 
a disdainful ſcoꝛn, wherewith he began to ſhew g2eat kindneſs, and 

20ught them into molt ſtately Chambers moſt richly furniſhed, 
atid ſon all things needful were there pꝛeſented unto her. 

When Lan ana ſaw her ſelf thus kindly uſed, ſhe was ſomewhat 
comfozted, and uſed her ſelf acco2ding to the condition of the time 
and place, aud kindly accepted all their courtelies ; but the love 
which Andrawart m. de unto her, was ſo hateful in her eyes, that it 
ſamed wozſe than death to yer fo endure his fight, he 
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Lye Night being come, and after they had Dupped (being ſer- 
ved in mot? ſtately manner with rich and coltly Piſhes) ſhe aud 
her Maid, who lodged with her betok themſelves to their Nepoſe; 
where ſhe could by no means give reſt to her ſelf, but uttered ſach 
heavy ſighs and lamentations, begatling the loſs of her dear Lo2d, 
that the very Walls ſeemed to groan foꝛty the Ecchoes of her com- 
plainfs ; in which ſoꝛt the continued molt part of that night. 

Carly the next mo2ning the was ſaluted by Andramart; who 
could give his mind no reſt noꝛ quiet but in her company, and his 
love was ſo exceeding towards her, that he could not do her any of- 
fence : In this miſerable effate Laurana- continued fo2 the ſpace of 
a Month, in which time ſhe had knowledge ofa number of P2iſo- 
ners that this vile Tyzant had incloſed within the Caftle, by the 
grievous cries ſhe heard, ſome.fo2 want ol Food, ſome with pains 
of toꝛture that he inflicted upon them, being himſelf hated cf all men, 
and therefoꝛe he hated all men that accoꝛded not to his ty2anny, 

Laurana in this time uſed her ſelf ſo that till the deferred his 
ſuit, and had him ſo enſnared to her Beauty, that whatſoever ſhe 
commanded he would do; but ſo odivus was his love unto her hea- 
vy heart, that ſhe was ready to dye with the rememb2ance. of the 
ſame, but ſtill by the advice of Leda ſhe held it her beſt courſe to kee p 
themſel ves in his favour, until by ſoure means they might eſcape 
from thence ; where we will leave diſtreſled Laura a amongſt rude 
and uncivil people night and day, hoͤr Cars being filled with the mi⸗ 
ſcrable cries of poo2 P2ifoners ; and clogged with the love of An- 
dramart, meditating how fo eſcape that place of crucl bondage, 
where you may judge the ſoꝛrow to be ſach that ſhe endured as is 
nat to be expreſſed, 

CHAP. AX 


The miſerable Travel that Par iſinus endured in the Deſolate 
Ifland. How he was ſuccoured by Antiochus, and afterwards how 
Pollipus and he were impriſoned in the Enchanted Caſtle by Bello- 
na the Enchantreſs. 
N 7 Ven theſe two Knights had fravelled many days along the 
Coaſts of the Defolafe Illand, their chief food being wild 


them both to mar bel, and being vefirotts'fo2 to know fhe eauſe 
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thereof, remembꝛed what the Pyrats had told them, That there 
was a ſtately Caſtle ſcituated in the midſt of the Country, which 
was by ſome inhabited, and therefoze they determined to Travel 
thither, fo2 they ſaw no hope how to get away from that Illand, 
being grown very weak by reaſon of their faint Food and hard 

This Travel Adonius willingly endured, thinking all pain a 
pleaſure in his Paſters company, unto whom he behaved himſelf 
with ſuch a tender care, that Pariſmus would oftentimes extol and 
commend him to Pollipus, foꝛ when Pariſmus àt anp time flept, he 
would cover his Fate with his thinneſt Garment, and make a 
Pillow of the reſt for his Bead, and oftentimes d2ive from his 
Mind many ſad Thoughts with his ſweet Songs, that Pariſmus 
thought he could never have endured that tedious Travel if his 
Page had ben abſent, 

Theſe wazthy Knights having continued a long time in this 
their ſokfary walk, took their journey by gueſs to the midſt of tho 
Country, in which Travel they continued ſome Th2ee wx ks, being 
often in danger of Dꝛowning, by reaſon of many deceitful Nuick- 
ſands, and otten like to be famiſhed foz want of Suſtenance, and 
often in danger to be devoured by Wild Beaſts that were abun⸗ 
dantly in that Country, and yet ſtill they were fruſtrated of their 
expectation : at laſt, they began to deſpair of ever accompliſhing 
Means to get from this unfrequented place; and they Travelled a 
Day and a Night over a mighty Plain, having neither Mater to 
quench their Chirſt, nor Fruit to allwage their Hunger. 

Early in tho P32ning they eſpped a Pighty Mcd, where they 
thought, although there were no other Comfazt, vet that there they 
thould find Fruit, but being come thither, their hopes was decei ved, 
koꝛ there was nothing but Thoꝛns and 1B2yars, and they ſo thick, 
that they could by no means enter the ſame, that then they ſurelp 
expected nothing but Famiſhment : The P21nce what with er⸗ 
treamity of hunger and grief fo2 the loſs ot his dear Lady, and the 
care he took fo2 his Friend and his Page, ſat him down under a 
ſpꝛeading Oak, and with a heavy Heart expꝛeſt theſe plaints: 

Yow unfo2tunate am J above all Men, to be dꝛiven to this er- 
igence of miſerable calamitp, that by my ill Foꝛtune hath betrayed 
the moſt Uertuous, Chaſt, and Beautiful Lady living, into the 
hands of the Tyꝛants, and by my means have bzought my Fyiends 
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in danger ef Death by famiſhment ; Mad all theſe been p2oper to 
my \{cif, then I would in deſpight of my croked Deſrinies have cn- 
dured them, then would not theſe my friends complain, then ſhould. 
Lauraua have been #11] in the Court of Dionyſus, whoſe Tears at 
my departure did p2ognotiicate my unlucky ſucceſs. In this ertre- 
mity what hope is left foz my comfozt 2 Eew may Laurana Curſe 
my unfo2tunate Deſtimics 2 How may Dionyſius accuſe me of 
diſhonour foz loſing his Daughter? Low may the Phrygians con- 
demu me fo2 the loſs of the wo2thy Poilip!:'s 2 How may: ſuffici⸗ 
ently recompence all theſe w2ongs ? Deſpair ſhall attend my ſteps; 
So:row ſhall be my fond, affliction ſhall be my companion, and 
care my reſt, the Day will J. ſpend in Tears, and the Night in 
SGyꝛoans, let the Heavens pour down their Uengeance on my Mead, 
and the Earth work my ſozrow, foz the moſt unfoꝛtunateſt of 
all Men have deſerv'd che greateſt puniſhment that ever was in⸗ 
flicted upon Pan. EY 
In this veration of Pind continued Pariſmus, and Adonius lay 
weepiicg at his fit almoſt dead foz want of Food ; Polliþus went 
up and down raging inwardly. in his Pind, his Heart being ready 
to burſt with grick. N | Me 
All the while that theſe wo2thy nights had continued in this 
ſympathy of ſoꝛrow, there was en aged Bermit had heard their 
complaints, and underſtanding by gtherr behaviour that they were 
Difkrei/edStrangers, pityed their paſſlon, and came towards them, 
and found them all Lh2ee lying under the Wak, whom he thus ſa- 
luted: Yon x | 
Wozthy Knights (ſaid the Hermit) becauſe J ſ&you are diſtreſ; 
ſed, if my por Cell may any way eaſe pou, and ſuch vicuals as 
that yields refreſh you, o2 if my ſelf, o2 Counfel map any wap 
pleaſure you, J dere you to go with me thither, and you ſhall be 
Welcome. | , 
Pariſmus hearing the aged Man utter ſuch kind ſpeeches, as one 
raviſhed with jop, roſe from the ground and told him, That he 
kindly accepted his pꝛoffered courteſie, foꝛ, Courteous Did Pan, 
quoth he, vou could never have tome in « time of more nerd, foꝛ 
we are ready to periſh, thercfoze we may ſap, Happy Old Man, 
you will do ns a friendly deed, which we ſhall thankfully accept, 
and willingly requite to the utmoff cf our powers. Chen go with 
me, quoth he, fo2 J perceive your Bodies are wearied with Tra⸗

vel, and pour hearts tyred mith grief. Do they joyfully went to 
his Cell, being gladof this conifoꝛt, and in little ſpace got thither; 
which was in a large Cave under the Earth moſt ſecretly contri⸗ 


ved; where they Refrefhed themſelves with good Wine and fat 


Ueniſon, which the Old Man had always ready dꝛeſt. | 

Wrhen they had well ſatisfied their hunger with this good Ui⸗ 
ctuals, the Old Man requeſted to know of whence they were, and by 
what *diſaſferous miſchance they were arrived on that unhappy 
Illand, Pariſinus told him that hs was Son to the King of Bohe- 
mia, and that his Friend was a Phrygian Knighf, rehearſing unfo 
him their whole miſadventures and the loſs of Laurana, uttering the 
ſame with ſuch ſoꝛrow, that the Hermit could not refrain from 
tears.

Adonius with bluſhing Checks put off his Apparel, and ſeemed 
to be abaſhed when he was in his Shirt, and tenderly leapt into the 
Bed between the two Knights, who little ſuſpected that it was 
Violetta, where the (pw2 Soul) lay cloſe at Pariſmus back, the touch 


of whoſe ſweet body ſeemed to raviſh her with joy, but the being 


unacquaintcd with ſuch Bedfellows, ſxmed as it were Petamoꝛ⸗ 
phoſed with a kind of delightful fear, but had ?ollipus known it had 
bern his dear Violetta, he would have mozs kindly regarded his 
Bedfellow, who ſeemed to ſtart when he did but ſtty; 

Thus they all tok their reſt that night, the Knights being glad 
of this quiet repoſe after their long travel, and Adonius being much 
delighted to have couched himſelf ſo near Pariſinus ; therefo:e early

The Hermit ſecing thele wo2thy Knights ready. to take their 
leave (fo2 that they were unwilling to ſtay to trouble him) requc⸗ 
ſted them that they would tay with him ſome days to refroſh them- 
ſelves. Sod Father ( id Pariſmus) if we be not troubleſome then

A ſhall wilingiy undertake the (ame, 1 
means to cſcipe iv? J greatly delire to know what is become ol the 
vertuaus Lady Laurana; whereupon the Hermit thus began: 
Poſt wo2thy P21nce now beguyfo tell a Pilto2y 
of the mot vileſt Trayto2 Living, whoſe name is D ubal, ſomc⸗ 
times a Hubjeg of mine, but now my Superiour, fo: know wo2- 
thy Knights my name is Antfochus, once the unhappy Nuler of 
this Alland: This Drubal once ſerved me; ata whom J commit⸗ 
ted my lecrets, a5 the man J molt truſter who in time grew ſo 
v favour he would commit many 


pꝛoud, that under pꝛetence ol m a 
bad actions, ercby he was much hated amongſt my Noblemen, 


and my Subjects began to accuſe me as acceſlarp to his facts, and be⸗ 
cauſe J was ſo vlinded with his flatteries they ban to rebel, and 
being repꝛoved of my eldeſt Son fo2 his mildemeandurs, he octered 

in my pꝛeſence to have lam him, which made him ſo odious, that 
at the entreaties of my Nobles J baniſhed him my Court, which 
ever after he took in ſuch dildainkul ſoꝛt, that he alwaies deviſed 
how to do me miſchief, and joining himſelf to one Bellona my chtet 
Enemy, the wickedeſt Mag living upon the Earth, uſing Mitch⸗ 
crafts, Boꝛceries, and Enchantme 
gainſt me: and coming into this my Country, having manp friends, 


fir won many of my Subjects hearts, 
againſt me, wd by their ſtrength put m 
my Crown, they impꝛiſoned my Nun, my two Sons, and me 
Daughter: but ver natwithikanding they could never quietly enjoy 
the Government, but were oftentimes diſturbed by my People, 
who refuſed to live under his Tyꝛannp, 102 dayly he grew more 
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odious in the ſight of them by continual Mar the Country was al⸗ 
moſt waſted, and by the Counſel of that wicked Hag Bellona, hg 
with his Confederates betok themſelves to a high and mighty 
Mountain, and fortified the ſame, and by enchantments framed an 
invincibls Caſtle, from whence they often iſſued foꝛth and ſlew moſt 
. of my Nobles, the reſt remaining now in the Caſtle under their 
Vpꝛanuy: But not contented with this (they were ſo much given 
fa Devilith fury, that) they deſtroped all the whole Country, not 
ſuſtering Ban, Moman, oꝛ Child to live, noz can any land here,

diſtant from hence thꝛeꝛr miles, the godlicft thing to the out ward 
thew that ever Eycs beyeid, where Drubal and Bellona li ve in great 
mirth without fear, continually tozmenting my Quchn and thee 
Chiid2en with much craueity ; Now, wozthy Kytghts, unleſs vou 
can by ſome means overcome theſe Furies, there is no hope to 
eſcape from hence, fo2 long yon cannot remain, but they wilt 
know of your being here, fo2 all Paſſengers do ntterly ſhun this 
place as a hatetul and ominous Cealk. 
hen they had heard out his ſpeeches they wondꝛed much, any 
were confounded in their thoughts to think of the imminent danger 
they ſhould undergo to conquer the Enchantments, that ſuddenly 
they could not tell what to determine of; buf craving pardon of 
Antiochus foꝛ their rude behavicur towards him, whom befoꝛe they 
knew not, moſt lovingly ſaluted him: Pariſmus ſaid fo Pollipus that 
he wornd the next moꝛning t2avel thither, and Pollipus returned 
him this anſwer ; That were he ſure foſuffer a thouſand deaths he 
would bear ins Highneſs company, vowing not to-lofe his ſight, 
The next moꝛning being early up, they determined to leave the 
Page with Artioehus, but notwithifanving all their perſwaſions 
he would not ſtay, but with tears and humble enkreaties he deſired 
the Pꝛinee to let him go, which he was unwilling to do, left he 
could be hurt in the attempt. Antiochus conducted thom until they 
were in fight er the Cattle, and then returned to his Cell, in voca⸗ 
ting and pꝛaying to the Ssds for their good ſuccefs. a 
When thep had well 9 Callte, which was _— | 
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ſcituated upon a high Rock, encompaſſed witha mighty deep Lake, 
they went round about it, but could find no paſſage thereto, having 
neither Bꝛidge no2 other way fo get over; at laſt they heard a 
little Bell ring within the Caſtle, which Alarum was rung by 
the Watch-men, thereby giving notice to the reſt of the Souldiers 
to arm themſelves with all ſpeed, upon which noiſe they pzeſently . 
diſcover a Boat with ſix armed men in it making fowardg them. 
As ſon as they were landed, Pariſmus demanded of them who was 
the Loꝛd of the Caſtle: The Kmights anſwered, Come along with 
us, and you ſhall ſee, and pꝛeſently began to lay hold on him, Stay 
(ſaid Pariſmus) let me ask you one queſtion? Say on (quoth one of 
them ? Js the Lo2d of this Caſtle amongſt vou: No ſaid the o⸗ 
ther? J would he were (quoth the P2ince) for J vow were he here, 
J would have his Zrayto2s head befo2e he returned; and thercup- 
on he and Pollipus dꝛew their Swoꝛds being (otherwiſe unarmed) 
and ſo valiantly aſſailed thoſe ſix Knights that ferried over from 
the Caſtte, that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace they were all flain upon the place, 
the victozs receiving very little damage oz hurt. | 
The ferry men feeing their ſix Champions lye welfering in their 
purple go2e, ran towards their boat, but Adonius ſeeing his Paſter 
and Pollipus had flain their Enemies, was befoze gotten down into 
the ſame; and ſeeing the Ferry-men coming towards it, and Pariſ- 
mus and Pollipus purſuing them, thꝛuſt the boat out = their reach, 
by which means they ſon took thoſe ſlaves, pꝛomiſing them thoir 
lives upon condition they would diſcover the ſecret paſſages of the 
Caffle, and by what means they might obtain it; but they deny- 
ing fo diſcloſe any thing that might be p2ejudictal to their Lo2d, 
they immediately diſpatched them. And Pariſmus coming to Adoni- 
us molt kindly embꝛaced him, and with exceeding pꝛaiſes extolled 
his wiſdom in perfo2ming this exploit fo Pollipus, who admired to 
ſee ſo great policy and diſcrefton in one ſo young : but had they 
known the party, they would have far more admired his incompara- 
ble vertue. By means of this boat they had paſſage unto the other 
fide of the River, where they were no ſoner landed, but they heard 
* fuch a hideous noiſe within the Caſtle, ſuch thundering and ratling 
in the Skies, that it would have amazed the ſtouteſt Champions in 
the Wozld, yet they were nothing abaſhed thereat : but Adonius 
ftodquaking and ſhaking with extream fear. Then iſſued outof the 
Caſtle two mighty huge pꝛopoꝛtioned Ponlters, ſeeming * 
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to be Devils than natural men, who allailed theſe two woꝛthy 
Knights with ſuch fury, that had they not nimbly aroided their 

blows, they had at that very inſfant periſhed, and p2oſecuted their 

blows with ſuch fierceneſs, that the very Earth ſermed to ſhake 

' and tremble thereaf, inſomuch that with extremity of labour and 
madneſs that they could not offend thefe Knights, the Sun being 
then at the higheit, they were ſo hot that their eyes dazled wich the 
ſweat that fell from their bꝛows, which advantage theſe Champi- 
ons ſoon cſpyed, and with their Owoꝛds having gotten within com- 
paſs of their mighty maces, ſon ended their wꝛetched lives, who 
gave ſuch groans that all the Caſile rung with the noiſe thereof; 
which cry ſo amazed Drubal and Bellona (being then at their plea⸗ 
ſure) that they came haſtily running to behold. theſe two woꝛthy 
Knights, who were then entring the Caſtle, and no ſoner came 
into the inner Court, but they beheld the rareſt buildings that ever 
they had ſeen. : 2 #8 

They had not ſtayed long, but they eſpyed Bellona coming to: <-# £ 
wards them, whom they thought to be ſome Queen impꝛiſoned in 
that Caſtle, foꝛ ſhe woꝛe on her Head an Imperial Diadem, who 
with her So2ceries fv bewitched their Senſes, that immediately 
they fell into a dead andſgund ſleep, and pꝛeſently ſhe commanded 
them to be conveyed into a ſtzong Pꝛiſon, and there fettered them 
with Irons. 

When they awaked, they were greatly amazed to ſe themſel ves 
impriſoned in that manner, and Pariſmus was ſo inraged, that he 
tozs his Yair, rent his Garments, railed on his misfoꝛtune, curſed 
his Deſtinies, and vexed his own heart with extream paſſion cf 
heart, that his ſpeeches was turned into bitter ſighs, and his Ser⸗ 
ſes fo2got their vertue, inſomuch that he was ſo ſozrowful, that 

no grief might be compared to that he did undergo, | 
Pollipus on the other ſide continued his wonted manner of endu⸗ 
ring affliction,and ſtudying how ta free himſelf and his friend from 
the ſame, which was a rare vertue in him; he only contri ved how 
to releaſe themſel ves, and never diſtempered himſelf but overcame 
his inward ſoꝛrow with ſuch patience, that Pariſmus would highly 
extol him fo2 the ſame, and Adonius wondꝛed much to fee him go⸗ 
vern himſelf ſo well, which made her oftentimes accuſe her ſelf of 
unkindneſs, to refuſe ſo gentle a Knights love: which thoughts 
touched her ſo near, that ſhe was often in the mind to ms — 
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love him, and began afterwards fo affect him erceevingly, 
Thus they continued in the dark Dungeon all that night, ſo 
laden with chains of Jron, that they could not help one another, be⸗ 
ing without Food, not able to take any reſt with the care they en⸗ 
dured to hear the pitiful cries ol a number of diſtreſſed People: 
which were impꝛiloned hard by en that it ſeemed moꝛe terrible, 
n= death fo poor Adenias: But they were comfo2ted by Pollipus, 
who hearing the ſozrow the Page made, and ſeeing the heavineſs 
of the Peince, uttered theſe ſpeeches: 
Dy Load, do not diſcomfoꝛt your ſclf nor be diſcouraged at all 
with theſe crofſes, fo2 1 doubt not but in ſhoꝛt ſpace we ſhall be 
free from hence, therefoze bear the abſence ol Laurana with moze 
patience than yet voti have dane: What though the be in the hands 
of Pirates and Uillains, allure your ſelf' that there is none ſo 
Barbarsus as will do her injury ; and were it not foꝛ the care ſhe 
had taken fo2 pour want, J durll aſſure my ſelf ſhe is in good 
health; and fo2 your own fafefy and ours, vou need not gie ve ſs 
extreamly, fo2 do but follow ing counſel, and we will ſoon obtain 
dur liberty, and l᷑ave this eſfemmate fozrow, which makes our- 
enemies rejoßce at dur aftiction, and not in khe leaft pity us. 
Dear friend (quoth Parifmus) pour woꝛds are of fozce to revive 
a dying heart, but ſo much grief pollelleth my mind fo? the loſs of 
mp fair Laurana, that felt you but the grief of ſuch a Ladies = 
ſencs, and. feared never to ſee her again, vou would ſap 5 did not 
grieve enough. 

Dy Eo2d, ſaid Polliꝑus, 3 have often made e tryal vf pour vertues, 
which makes me the bolder to try your patience ; J confeſs that the 
toſs of ſucha friend as Laurana is, cannot f cufficiently be lamented,

ly hung with ſtately hangings, al cheupper end whereof ſaf Drubal 
and Bellona, befaze whom thep were no ſwner come, but Drubal 
with a tyꝛannaus look demanded of whence they were 2 And what 
was the cauſe thoy had ſo evil entreated and fan his ſervants? Pa- 
riſmus ſo much disdained to be cxammed by ſo bale a villain, that he 
could not fa2 extream augnich ol mind peak, noꝛ could he, would 
he have anſwertd him: But Polipas ſtepping fozwards anſwered, 
we are ſtrangers that hate ſuſtered ſhipw2ackzand were unluckilv 
calt upon this hateful Illand, made fo by thy treacheries, were 
we have been often in danger of famichment, and coming to this 
Caſtle, thy ſervants offered us violence, and we have rewarded 

them, and thou like a Tpꝛanc unjullly impꝛiſoneſt us, not uſing 
us as all Anights Gould be uſed, and not by valour, but by ſoꝛte⸗ 
ries haſt bꝛought us info thy ſubjedion; which if we cannot re- 
venge, the juſt Gods will, Thich words he uttered with ſuch a 
diſdainful countenance, that the Tyꝛant was amazed at his reſolu⸗

How Bello:a the Enchantreſs fell in love with Pollipus , by which 
means he releaſed himſelf and Pariſmus ont of Priſon, and finiſh- 
ed the Inchantment, And how afterwards Antiochus was reſto- 
red to his Kingdom, and how Adonis the Page fell ſic's, and was 
reſtored by Pollipas. 

YEllona all this while took ſuch view of their perſonages, that 
ſhe thought them the goodlieſt men that ever ſhe beheld, and 
at that inſtant vowed. either to obtain their loves by fair 

means, 
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means, 02 to inflict toꝛments upon them, that ſhould fozce them 
to yield to her Luſt, whereioze the ſecretly commanded her ſervants 
to load them with more irons, which they perkoꝛmed: where theſe 
wozthy Knights lay foꝛ the ſpace of a Week in the moſt cruelleſt 
tozment that might be, their food being bꝛead and water, their bed 
the hard and cold Earth, in a molt loathſome ſtinking P2iſon, 
TUich pain they patiently endured ; but were both ſo g2ieved fo2 
p02 Adonius, that their heazts were almoſt ready to burſt with 
g21ef, who continuaily (notwithſtanding his weakneſs) ſeemed to 
be of good comfo2t ; But being all his life tenderly bꝛought up, 
he began fo wax very ſick with the ill ſavaur and hard fare in his 
loathſome P2iſon, that there was little hopes of life in him, buf, 
Pollipus what with devices and fozce, wꝛung himſelf from the place 
where he was faſtned, and made ſuch means; notwithſtanding his 
heavy Frons, that he came to poor Adonivs and unloofed many of 
the bolts and irons frem his weak body, and confinually made him 
ſit on his lap, being all the means he had to comfozt him withal, 
that the pos? ſoul being almoſt dead with lying on the gꝛound; felt 
great comfo2t from Pollipus warm body; which kindneſs poor 
Violetta ſo well accepted, that ſhe vegan to love hum mott entirely, 
and remembꝛing an impoſſibility of enjoying Pariſmus, ſetled her 
affcitions upon the wozthy Pollipus, thmking he that was ſo kind 
to her being taken foꝛ a Page, would be much moꝛe kind to her 
if he knew her to be Violetta. Every day they were ſerved by a rude 
and unci vil flave 2: in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it would have made the moſt 
delicate and daintieſt fare ſeem loathſome to be ſo handled, which 
Bellona did upon pꝛetence, firſt to uſe them hardly, and then by bet⸗ 
ter uſage to vraw them to a good opinion of her gentleneſs: Foz 
one day ſhe came to diew theſe P21ſoners , being no way drawn 
thereto out of a vertuous inclinafion, but of a moſt unchaſt and 
beaſt⸗like diſpoſition, and colourably ſeemed to repꝛove the Japloz 
that he had uſed them ſo hardly commanding him to remove them 
into a moꝛe delightſome place, where they had very ſoft bedding, 
god air, and far better diet; which kindneſs of hers they both 
commended, and there they remained many days : During which 
time Pollipus and Adonius were bedfellows, he full little knowing 
who it was he ſo tenderly regarded foz by reaſon that he was ſick⸗ 
lp, Pollipus being drawn thereto by a vertuous inclination, pꝛo⸗ 
cxding from mild pity, would often fold him in his arms, — ſo 
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kindly cheriſh him, that by his means poꝛ Violetta had recoverey 
her foꝛmer health: Which embꝛacements of Pollipus at the firft 
ſ& med to be ſtrange to her, but in continuance, ſhe took a vertu⸗

that by her pleaſant devices ſhe would dꝛive many ſad thoughts 
from the troubled hearts of theſe impꝛiſoned Champions; who ſa 
greatly admired their Pages vertues, that they were *dzawn into 
an exteeding love of his qualities.

Bellona had all this while by remembꝛing the comely pꝛopoꝛtions

heart by her Tnchantments to ſome ill convenience, oz altered his 
mind by ſame Devilith device which ſhe might ule, beginning to 
call his loyalty in queſtion, which ſhe thought was the truth indeed, 
becauſe he would not reveal it: then ſhe thought ſome amozous dil: 
courſe had paſt between them, which thought ſhe could not put out

conducted him with amozous ſpeeches into a moſt comely Garden 
(where Flora in her weeds was comely deckt) and from thente unto 
a gallant Summer⸗houle, ſo richly adozned with precious Ozna⸗ 
ments that it made Pollipus admire ; (and had his Paramour lik- 
ed him lo well, as that delightſome Arbour, he would have wiſhed 
no other kelicity) where they were no ſooner come, but, (far from 
any deſire) he embzaced Bellona in his Arms, who was ſo much 
pleaſed therewith, that ſhe uſed many pꝛoteſtations of the love ſhe 
bare him, and ſaid it was, that the had never vowed the like to a⸗ 
ny, vowing that in requital of his kindneſs ſhe would do any thing 
though it were to the defriuction of Loꝛd Drubal and the Caſtle, 
which only tonſiſted in her power. K 2 The 
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The wo2ds plcaſed Pollipus well, who hearing her ſay the power 
of the Caſtle only ccnliſted in her, had what he ſo much deſired; 
and having full liberty, framed an emb2acement ok love and with 
all his might caught hold of her accurſed Head, and by main fozce 


wing her neck alunder, whereapon ſhe gave many a grievous. + 


groan, and p2eſently there aroſe.ſuch a mighty Tempeſt in the Gar⸗ 
ven, as though Legions ok Inkernal Spirits had arrived there; 

which hideous-noiſe almoſt amazed this valiant Knight, that with 

all ſped he got out of vhe Garden, and by that time Pheebus began. 
to beautifie the Earth with his ſplcndo2 he was ſafely come unto 
the place where Pariſmus was, and by the Key which Bellona had, 
which he had taken up as being moſt carefull of that, he cntred in. 
and locked the do again; but the noble minded Pariſmus marking 

his ghaſtly looks; being ſomewhat alfrighted, would not queſtion 
with hem, and po2 Adonius was ſomewhat tomkozted with his pze⸗ 
rence, -but otherwiſe ſadly grieved in her thoughts. 

As lan as he was in, he walked up and down a god ſpace, till 
the Japls2 came with kd ts bzeak their faſt, whom Pollipus pꝛe⸗ 
jently taught hold on, and with thꝛeats conipelled.-him to:unloſe all 
the fetters from Pariſmus and Adonius; which when he-had done, 
he rok up a bolt of Jron, and beat out his bꝛains; and then he.

When he had declared, Pariſmus with a thouland thanks declared 
hig worthy act, and Adonius was ſo vered with grief to think ok. 
the injury ſhe had done him by her jealous mind, that ſhe began ro 
wp afreſh, and renew her fozmer kind of lozrow. | 

The two Knights thought it not good now to ule delay, and 
theretoze taking the Keys from the Javyloz, they fitted themſelves 
with ſuch Weapons as the place yielded, and having! gotten long 
dars of Jron, they went into the Court, where they found no crea- 
tire ſtirring; at length they elpyed two oz thee ok Drubal's Ser 
bants, who no ſooner ſaw the two Knights, but⸗ wich open ercla⸗ 
mations they ran towards their Maſter, whom the Knights follow: 
ed, and at the very entrance of a dooz flew two ok them, and the 
third yielded Himſelf, pꝛomiſing if they would ſave. his Like, he 
would help them to Armour, and ſhew them where Drubal was.

The Knights having impziſoned moſt of the Servants, and being 
moze at quiet, demanded ok one ok them, if Antiochus his Quen, 
his two Sons and Daughter, were living?

ſen, which ſs amazed the Knights that with the terrour thereof, 
they od like men aghaſt; neither was the Body ol Bellona any 
where to be found, fo2 the term of her Enchantment was ended; 
the River over which ther had paſſed was nor to be ſen, noz any: 
thing elſe which befoze ſcemed admirable to od. wherefore Pa- 
riſmus commanded. a Tent to be pifcht' fo: thelr habitation; * © 

Drubal being (as J ſaid befoꝛe) in Pziſon, and Hearing a great 
miſe and ſeing the darkneſs, ſoon, knew the Enchantment was: 
(fo2 Bellona had imparted the ſecret > 80 unto 12 befoze 
200 Pollipus flew her) therefoze deſperat; any bope of-

Drubal many years lince, the Fempenyants, 'of whoſe death cauſed. 
the tears to frickle down her Cheeks; 

- Nay Lady, weep not, ſaid e fog things paſf recovery i is 
nat, to be helntg hut this comfort, is yet remjainjng, that olp Anti- 
ochus:1s vetaliving aud in Fg 8 
Gauntry we hape been pz 
and e if you pleafe, m 
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conduct yon fo the place e of his abode. Theſe wozds ſo revived the 
MNucen, her Daughter, and her two Sons, that they all fell pꝛo⸗ 
ſtrate at their ſt, humbly thanking them that had every way 
made them ſo happy. 

Many other ſperches paſled between them till the nights appꝛoach, 
and then they all befook themſelves to their Tents, where all things 
were oꝛderip pꝛovided by Drubals Ser vants, and ſo they reſted 
quictly until the next moening. 

Adonius being ſtill Pollipus Bed fellow, was now gꝛown info 
ſuch admiration of his ſpteiideut verfues, that ſhe reſolved fo die 
a thouſand deaths, rather then loſe one jot of his love, which by 
many infallible tokens Ye kneus to be { oval, that no thought of 
change could take root in his conf ant heart, and fo indeed it was, 
foꝛ Pollipus was ſo fervently devotc2 © her love, that although he 
knew not what was become of her; and when he w. 1 at her Fa⸗ 
thers houſe, had received « dat denpal fret; her; pet nevertheleſs 
he determined when Pariſmus had found Lavrana fo ſpend the reit 
of his days in her ſcarch, who vis moze privy to his acttons then 
he thought. 

Early the next mozning the Printe tame to viſit the Quin, 
where after ſome S@alutatio:: s, they departed towards the Cave, 
where Antiochus.was, who hearing no news of theſe Knights was 
hay Man ber aded that they were imp21ſened by Drubal as the reſt 
befoze, and thercfoze was now out cf all hope of hearing 
any good news by their return, fo gave himſelf to his former aw 
ſtere kind of life; and being in the midſt of a ſozrowful meditation

therefo2e if their halt any vertue in rhee (although hitherto rhou halt 


e rpꝛelled but little) ſhew that thou loveſt me in deſiſting to trcable me 
any moze with the harſh ſound of thy voice: wberewith ſhe turned 
krom him, and he in a great rage departed. 

Now Andramart had a Siſter named adamaſia, unto whomehe 
peſently went, and declared to her the affection he did bear to Lau- 
rana, and how disdainkully ſhe had uſed him, requeſting her coun⸗ 
ſel to further him therein.

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Then tabing Leda by the hand he bought her into Laurana's

TY Ariſmus-attd Pollipus continued all this while in 'the.Defolate 
Iſtand, expecting the happy arrival of ſome Ship, wherein 

they might have pallage to go in further ſearch of Laurana, faz 
 whoſe-abſcnce Pariſmns endured much lozrow : At laſt, it chanced 
that a Merchants Ship ok Hungaria paſt by the Delolate Illand 
(which they knew to be not inhabtted) and ſhunned the ſame koꝛ 
'the dangerous repozts they had heard thereof; but coming againſt 
the fame, the Mariners above Matches elpied the white Flags 
that were ſet upon the City where the King lay, which they told 
unto their Captain, whoſe name was Barzillus, who hearing the 
ſame, wondzing whar the cauſe might be, and being deſirous to 
now, made thitherwards, where he durſt not ing is Ship, 
but raking his Cock⸗brat, himſelf with luch as Ron him ſafe:

De told them he belonged to the King of Hungaria, his name 
-—r and ſeeing the Flags of Truce, came to know the cauſe 
thereof.

Friend (quorh Pariſmus) your coming hither may greatly pfea⸗ 
ſure me, and my friend Pollipus, by whole pꝛowels this Idand is 
reduced to its fozmer ſtate. Barzillus hearing him name Pollipus, 
ſuppoſed him to be the famous Pzince of: Bohemia, of whole 
toſs at Sta he had heard divers Repozts, both of. Thaſſalian 
and Bohemia Ships that were gone in ſearch of them, and there⸗ 
foze with great reverance he began to utter unto Pariſmus theſe 
U eechts, 2 ; 
"ok courteous Knight, J have oftentimes heard of that woz⸗ 
thy Knights name, and of the Renowned Hinte of-Bohemia, by 
many Knights that are in ſearch of them, whom J ſuppoſe to ke 
pour lelk, and therefoze J account my ſelf. a happy man if J can 
pleaſure you in any thing; therefoze wozthy Knight. if my Selk, 


my Men, oꝛ my Ship, can do you any ſervice, J freely offer them 8 


at your command. 


Pariſmus kindly thanked him, alluring him that he was the 


ſame whom he had named, and that a long time he Had remained 
in that Iſland fo2' want of Shipping, to go in ſearch ok Lauf ana, 
Daughter to the King of Theſlaly , whom they had loſt, and that 
ik he would do them that courteſie as to leave his further travel 
fo2 Merchandize, and accompany them in the Mopage, he would 
make him lo large a recompence that he ſhauld never alter need. 
wealth. ET, 4 
Barzillus teplied, that notwithſtanding his honourable pꝛoffer, 
he might command all that was his: So giving them all the 
courteous entertainment that might be, they ſo journed with Anti- 
ochus until they had furniſhed themſelves with all things nitella⸗ 
ry, and finding a time convenient they took their leave of rhe King 
and Queen, and all his Childzen, who took their depaature very 
heavily; koꝛ they were lo gꝛatious in their Eyes, that they attounted 
one part of their Soul departed with them, and having obtained a 
pꝛomiſe of them to viſit them when they had found their dear fend; 
the Wind ſerving,theylaunched into the Main, notknowin;gwhich 
Wap to lail, committed themſelves. to their god oz ill fortune; ... 
* . Wherr. 
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When they had ſailed ſome thzee days, Barzillus gave them to 
underſtand that they were near the Pzovince of Tartaria, and told 
them that there it was dangerous travelling, koz quoth he, theſe 
Seas are often frequented by Pyꝛats, and Robbers, whoſe wozds 
they ſoon found true; koꝛ they had not ſailed thꝛee Leagues but they 
elped a Ship making towards them with all [peed, whom the Cap⸗ 
'tain pꝛelently knew to be Pyrats, and therefoze Barzillus came to 
Pariſmus, and Pollipus, andſaid : Moſt wozthy Knights, prepare 
pour ſelves to rcfift the Enemies appꝛoaching us, whom J-know 10 
be Cuch as lek the deſtruction of all paſſengers, ints whole hands if 
vou fall you muſt ectpect nothing but Tpzanny. 

- By that time he had ended his ſpeeches, the Pyzats had ap⸗ 
pꝛoached cloſe to them, and began to boazd the Ship, but Pariſmus 
and Pollipus'having armed themſelves, with their wozds dzawn, 
boldly demanded what they would have? The General replied, he 
would have them yield. Yield (quoth the Pꝛince) that we will, 
- whereupon he ſtrook one ok them lo violently that hecleit his head, 
and Pollipns did the like to another, who ſeeing themlel ves thus 
handled, aſſailed theſe two Knights with great fury, being a mul⸗ 
titude to their ſmall company ; but they reſiſted them with ſuch 
valour, that a great number of the Pyzats were flain, and the reit 
much diſcomfo2ted : In this cruel Fight, Pollipus not regarding 
the danger he was in, no2 the treachery the Pyrats might uſe, was 
gotten a board their ſhip, and there madeſuch a daughter, that the 
Pyrats deſparing of victow, hoiſed their Sails, and befoze Pollipus 
could again recover his own Ship, they were launched from the o⸗ 
ther a good way, which Pariſmus eſpying, deſired Barzillus to make 
after them. 

Pollipus ſeeing himſelf thus betrayed, laid about him with ſuch 
fury that none durſt come near him: At laſt, the General noting 
his exceeding valour, uttered theſe ſpeeches; WMozthy Knight 
(aſd he) pield, and do not dꝛaw a further mſſchict upon thy ſelf by 
pꝛoturing my diſpleaſure, otherwiſe know that Jam of a lufficienty 
ts abate thy courage, and b:ing thee in ſubjection notwithſtanding 
the beſt reſiſtance thou canſt make. Pyzat, (quoth Pollipus) 4 ſcon 
thy pꝛoffered friendſhip, and dare the to uſe thee beft. gkill thou canſt 
to conquer me, koꝛ J am reſolved to try thy valour. |

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Theſe wo ds being ended, they allailed each other with ſuch fu: 
ry, that it had ben a üght worth the beholding (ik any had ben 
by) to ſee the bꝛabery of their fight ; but Pollipus aſſa:led hig e- 
nemy with luch vatour, that he had mangled and cut his body in 
many places, Who being g2own weak with effuſion of blood, fill 
down dead at his kt, wyich rhe Marriners perceibing, all at once 
allailed?ollipus,who ſo valiantly withſtoodthem, that they could 
little endanger him: one ainongt the reſt offered him athruſt, 
which lighted on his lekt ide at the skirts of his Armoz, which 
ſ\marted woꝛſe then all the wounds he had befoze received, and ſo 
enraged him, that he chaled him up and dowft with ſuch furious 
' blows that many of them in ſhunning his ken Sword tumbled 


over-boaid; divers ofthem were diſmembzed, and the reſt ſging EI 


themſelves unable to withſtand his kozce, hid rheniſelves under 
Patches, and left Pollipus abobe all alone, who, ling none to 
trouble him, and being loze wounded and weary, fat him down as 
well to reſt himtelk, as to conſider what eſfate he was in. 

Pzriſmus haſted after the Pyrates Ship with all the ſpeed as 
could be, but do what Barz illus could they had loſt the @ght there⸗ 
ok, which dzove the Pzince into an erceeding ertaſie of ſozrow, & 
poo Adonius ſeeing the Knight the ſv dearly. loved faln into ſuch 
miſhap, withdzew her ſelf ro a ſecret place of rhe Ship, and ut- 
tered theſe plaints, 

How unhappy am J, that have cauſed the loſs of ſo wozthy a 
Knight as my dear Pollipus is, who hath given himſelf ts care- 
leſs deſperateneſs fo2 my loſs, who am not wozthy to be eſtem- 
ed ol him: Now is he faln into the hands of ſuch as will ſ@n end 
his days, lo; it is impoſſible fo2 him ts withſtand ſo great a.mul- 
titude, but fall into utter ruin: Oh, that my unwozthyCſelf had 
been in his company, that J might have taken part in the alſti⸗ 
cciong, he is likely to endure, and have comkozted him in his 
Accurſed-and uncourteous that J was, in ſo many fit diſt rels: 
octaſiong, as Fhad,not to manikeſt my felfunto him, who continu⸗ 
ally lamented my ablence; Never moze ſhall J enjoy his ſweet 
company, never moze all J lye folded in his Manly Arms, cle 
touch of whoſe Body was more delightful to me then all the com⸗ 
fo:t J ſhall enjoy hereafter 2 Then what relteth fo2 me hut to 
Cpend the reſt of my unkoꝛtunate life in continual ſo:rowfer h's: 
abſence. | EEE _ . , 3 
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Having ended theſe ſpreches, the luddenly ſtarted up and tame 
(with abundance of tears) to the place where Par iſmus was, who 
ſ&ing the loꝛrow Adonius made, wondꝛed from whence ſuch kind 
Love and effection, and thoſe vertues that he pezceived in him 
ſhould p2oceed. 

By this time the Night was appzoached, and they ſtill made 
forwards, till by the counſel of Pariſmus they caſt Anchoz, deter- 
mining to ſtay there till next mozning_. 

Pollipus ſ&ing the Ship wherein he was failed ſo far from the 
company of his Friends, cut down all the Tackling and Cozvs 
with his Swo2d, Thich made the Sails fall over-board, and he all 
Night lay hulling upon the Sca, by reaſon the Mather was very 
calm,detcrmining next mozning to compell ſuch as were under 
Hatches to conduct him back to the other Ship, whom he knew. 
would not ſtray from him. 5 

The mozning being come, the Ship was with the Tide bzought 
back again, and Barzillus Marriners having eſpied the lame, 
came and told the Pyince thereof, wyo was accompanied by Ado- 
nius which news lo revived them, that they pꝛelently came up, + 
they affured themſelves it was the Pprates Ship. Pollipus ſg- 
ing them, (food bzandiſhing his (wozd above his Head, in ſign of 
Uicozy : Being both met, Pariſmus with great joy embꝛated 
him, commending his valour; & Adonius ſtanding by, was affected 
with ſuch an in ward joy, that my Pen is not able to expꝛels. 

Pollipus then declared unto them the manner ok his Uico1y, 
and called up thoſe that were under Matches, who, expecting no⸗ 
thing but death, were un willing to ſhew themlelves; but at laſt 
they came up like men agaſt, many of them being ſo grievouſly- 
wounded, that Pariſmus pittied the eſtate they were in: He de⸗ 
manded of whence they were, but they laid they were [wozn not 
ts rebtal the truth; yet (lince tt were lo, that they muſt needs, 
they thus began. | 
Aue were (quoth one of rhem) Servants unto Oſwald, the Ge- 
neral of our Company, whom this worre Knight-hath lain, 
himſelf likewiſe being a Servant unto the Mighty Andramart, 
Governor of the Ifle of Rocks, ſo termed, becauſe the lame is 
to beentred but one wap, by reaſon of ti: 4ighty Rocks that in- 
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hands, thither he would have conveyed you as pziſoners; kzom 
whence you ſhould never have eſcaped, in which we have continu- 
ed a long time, but being now in your power, we deſire you to ſave 
our lives. : 

The P!ince hearing their repozt, was wonderful troubled in 
his mind, and began to conjecture that the ſame Pyrats that had 
betrayed them in the Deſolate Jfland, and fledaway with the La- 
dy Laurana, were likewiſe Andramarts Servants, which cauſed 
him to confer with Pollipus, who was troubled with the very lame 
doubt; and both grounded their thoughts thereon, they determi⸗ 
ned to make tryal thereof;2Sut firſt they queſtioned with Oſwald's 
Servants to ſee if they could hear any comkoztable news kzom 
them, who replyed that it was a great while ſince they were in the 
Ifland, and therekoze they could no way infozm them thereof. 

The two Knights were lo revived to hear of this Andramart, 
that they fully perſwaded themſelves that there they (ould find 
Laurana, and with this reſolution they choſe out ſuch Ppzats as 
they thought molt fit koz their Guides, and with all the ſped they 
could haſted thitherwards, once again committing themſelves to 
the mercy of the Sea. 

Not many days after, they by happy ſucceſs in travel, were 
come neat the Jfland of Rocks, the wiſhed place of their expecta- 
tion, and then the two Knights began ro conſult between them⸗ 
ſelves fo their beſt landing; fo2 they well pzrcefved they could 
not enter by fozce, by reaſon that the paſſage was alwaieg ſo 
ſtrongly gaurded, and all things ſo artificially contrived to dil⸗ 
advantage all that ould attemp any thing againſt the ſame, inlo⸗ 
much that rheſe wozthy Knights ſt@d in admiration to behold 
how invincible it was ſcituated, ſtill Cudying how to find an en- 
rrance. | 

Theſe diſcomfo2ts dꝛove them to the tryal of their uttermoſt 
wits ; fo2 by the perſlwallonthey had to find this Lady, they deter: 
mined, though the attempt were never lo dangerous to make trial 
thercof, oz Pariſmus rather determined to be detalned there as a 
D1iconer, then to leave any thing unperkozmed, whereby he was 
put in any comko2t ot enjoying his long and wiſhed expecart- 
on; thereſoze calling to them ſuch as were the Servants ok O-. 
) Maid, ther told them, That the conqueſt ok that plate wholly con. 

. Gfedin their powers: Now (quoth pariſmus) if you will con: 
ay _ Q 2 deſcend 
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de tend to follow my deregion herein, J doubt not but eauiy to, 
overcome the lame, and reward you ſo. well fo2 our truth, as pou. 
ſhall need no way to fear the fury ok Andramart, who maketh no. 
other account cf zou but ro keep you as his Uaſſels and llabes in, 
bondage and ſervitude, whereas, ik you will be true and faithful 
to me, J will (ct you at liberty, and reward vou to your own. 
hearts content; fo2 I my lelt am Gdvernor of a Nation far er⸗ 
cxding this place, whither you ſhall go with me, if J can atchieve. 
my dere herein, oz if my determination fail, you all ſafely re- 
turn unto your Ships, 2 be acquitted from all kear of his revenge. 

The Yy:ats hearing the Courteous Speches of Pariſmus,and 
having noted his P:incely behaviour, weighing. the eſtate they 
were in, and being his Pziſoneres, on whom he might inflict a 
punifhnent ik they ſhould deny his requelt to aid him; and allo 
conſidering the (mall account andramart had made of them, and 
the cruelty he had uled towards them; all theſe conüderations 
wꝛought ſuch a change in the.. hearts of theſe poo? Slaves, that 
they freely tondelcended to follow his directions in any thing he 
Would demand, Pariſmus was glad of their conſent, but fearing in 
truſt them, laid; 

Sirs, J tank vou koz your willingneſs to pltaſure me, but 
pardon me ik 4 make ſome queſtion ok your loyalty, koz J have 
already been deceived by men of pour pꝛokeſſion, and, as F ſuppoſe 
gf Andiamart's Servants by whole unfaithfulnets thele miſeries. 
that we are kaln into are pꝛocured: whereupon he then took oc- 
calion to declare unto them the treachery of thoſe Pyzats in the 
Deſolate Illand, thereby to niake unfaithfulneſs ſecn odions in 
their üghts: 5 
The Pyrats then vowed with ſuch confidence to be true unto 
them, that they were fully aſſured of their fidelity, and being near 
the place of their landing, admiring the frength ofthe lame, thus 
they contrived to get entrance, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Barzillus 
(who would needs accompany them armed each other with the belt 
Armour they had, and putting on Night-Gowns, (under which 
they cart id their Swozds lo ſecretly that none could diſcern the 
lame) were conducted, as conquered by the Parats, unto the pal⸗ 
ſage into the Illand, Adonius being with thein,who by no means 
would leave them, The Gaurdians knowing them ro be Oſwald's 
Servants, and thinking the reſt to be Pꝛiloners, a rig 
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down their Arms again, nothing lulpeging their intent, kindly 
welcomed their Fellows, and conducted them with great joy paſt 
their places ok riſiſtante, which the Knights perceiving, ſevered 
themlelves, and with their wozds dzawn valiantly laid about 
them till they had llain luch as reſited them. The Pyꝛatg ſeeing: 
this happy ſucceſs, went kozwards with Pariſmus and Pollipus 
towards Andramarts Caſtle, which, when they had ſhewed them, 
they deſired (being terrified with fear or Andramarts cruelty) to 
return unto their Ships, who laughing at their timerouſneſs, 
gave them leave to depart with Barzilluz, who undertook to keep 
the paſſage that none ould enter in to endanger them.

With what danger Pariſmus and Pollipus entred Andzamart's 
Caſtle; How Andzamart brought them in great danger of 
their Lives: And ho afterwards they flew both him and his. 
two Brethren. 
His Conqueſt thus obtained, and all things as pet falling out 
acco2ding to their wiſhed deſires, Pariſmus and Pollipus,on: 
iy attended by Adontus, made towards the Cale, where, by rea⸗ 
ſon that it was late they could not enter, but ſecretly conveyed- 
themſelves into a Hcap of ſhozt ſhzubs and buſhes that g2ew by 
the Caftle Mall, ſufficient to hide them in, and there determined 
to take their Nights repoſe. 3 
This exploit was fo luddenly perkozmed, that thoſz within the 
Caſtle had no knowledge thereof, which fell out well koz the two 
Knights, by which means they reſted quietly in that place, being 
no way moleſted that night, but were extedingly grieved to hear. 
the cries ok thole that remained within the Pꝛilon, which were lo 
woful, as it would be to lamentable to expꝛeſs. . | 
Early the next mozning,theſe Noble Knights having weighed. 
ſeriouſly the greateſt peril of this dangerous attempt, waited their 
fir{ op:82tunits, which thus fell out: As they werefitting in. 
their ſecret (29nd they clpyed ſome of the Servants pals in and 
out at the Castle Gate, whirher they pꝛelently went, and being., 
come to the lame, Pariſmus laid, Pozter, open the doo, and le t 
us in 5 | 
The Pozter ſeeing them fo relolute, was lo amazed, that he 
ſtood like one kerrkt of ſenſe, but recalling his ſpirits, made - 
this reply: Sir Knight, quoch he, it is dangerous ro enter here 
N 3 r 
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for be aſſured, if you once enter within theſe gates you will never 
return. Tuch, tuch, ſaid Pariſmus, open us the Gate: with that 


the Pozter began to ring a Bell with all his fozce, but was foon 
hindzed by Pollipus, who gave him ſo deep a wound on tle Arm, 


that he was enfozced to let go, but that little time of ringing was 
ſufficient warning to thole within, who, by multitudes flocked to 
the Gate, and opened it: Pariſmus and Pollipus then preſently 
began to enter, but they being tronger, by reaſon of their num- 
ber, ſhut to the ſame again, and ran unto Andramart, who hear⸗ 
ing their repo2t, pzeſently commanded twenty of the beſt Knights 
to arm themſelves, he likewiſe armed himſelf, and went down to 
the Gate and ſeeing but two, ſco2ned to ſpeak to them, but com: 
manded his Servants to carry them to Pꝛiſon, by Which means 
they had occaſion to enter within the Caffle Gate, and immedi⸗ 
ately dꝛawing their Swozds they (food upon their own defence, 
which Andramart's men ſeeing, began to laugh at them, think: 
ing them koliſh to refit them; but ir fell out to their ſozrow. 
Pariſmus then began to lay about him, and Pollipus to defend 

himſelf, that they had Coon lain two of Andramart's Servants, 
which the reſt perceiving, all at once began to allail theſe Cham: 
pions, who placed themlelves in ſuch oꝛder that they eaſily with⸗ 
ffod their koꝛce, and by their good skill kurthered themſelves, that 
ffill the allailants periſhed, and in ſhozt ſpace they had Cain one 
hall of them: the reit ling their party ill decreaſe, began to 
dꝛado back, which turned to their deſtruction koꝛ when the knights 
fee them once daunted, they ſo furiouſly aſſailed them, that they 
ali there ended their lives; which others that ſfood by pezceiving, 
fled into another Court, and ſhut a ſkrong Gate againſt thoſe 
Knights that perſued them, and in the mean time by the com⸗ 
mandment of Andramart, they were encloſed within the Court, 
and ſich as were in the other Court went out at a Poſtern gate, 
and faſtned that gate at which they entred lo faſt, that it was im⸗ 
poſfible fo2 them to get out, by which means they were encioſed 
in this Court. 

he Knights beholding this, perceived it to be no other then a 
firong Pꝛilon, fs2 it was encompaſted witha mighty Stone-wall, 
and no paſſage thereto but the two Gates, by which means they 


were betrayed into the hands of Andramart, unleſs by ſome ſtrang 


meang they ſhoul3 be delivered;this dzove thele worthy Knights 
| - into 


into ſuch veration, that they could not teil what to da, noꝛ how 
to behave themſelves. 5 | | 

Andramart ſeeing his men thus flaughtered by two Unights, 
greatly admired their valour, and wondꝛed what the occaſion of 
their quarrel might be, which he defired to know, fearing the trea- 
cherp of his Servants that kept the paſſage, by means wherecf, 
befoze that time, he ever thought himſelf in ſecurity, andloking 
oze the Mall, he ſaid: | 

Knights (quoth he) what ſeek pon in this piace? What hath 
moved you £9 offer ſuch outrage againſt my Dcrvants 2 If any 
that belong unto me have offerev vou diſcourteſie, I am ready to ſee 
them make you ſatisfaction ; It none have done you offence,FJ would 
with pau to depart without bꝛinging your ſel ves in farther danger; 
foꝛ fo much J regard vour gosd (fecing pour valour) that J thall 
be loath to ſeek revenge foz my Dcrpants deaths, but ſet you at 
liberty, ſo you will pꝛomiſe me fo depart without offering me 
any injury. Pariſmus fixing his aps on the Wall, made this an- 
ſwer: : ä 
Il thou art tho Owner and Nuler of this Calle, (as J ſuppoſe) 
then know, That we are ſuch as go in ſearch of a loſt Friend, 
whom we aſluredly think thou unjuſtly detaineſt, foꝛ none but thy 
ſelf would do ſuch a diſcourteous deed, and alſo hearing the trea⸗ 


chery thou uſeſt to Travellers, and the continual-outrages thou. 


attempteſt by Sea, whereof we have had ſufficient trial; we de- 
terminafely came as well to find dur loft friend, as alſo to requite 
the diſcourteſie we have found by thy Ser vants, ſince our coming; 
thou knoweſt what we have began, and our determination is to 
- go fo2wards,unleſs thou wilt ſhew us that courteſie as to let us ſee 
the P2iſoners thou detaineſt, which, if thou denpeſt, aſſure thy ſelf, 
we are fully bent ta purchaſe that we came foz2, or in purſuif. 
thereof hazard our deareſt bid; therefoze wilt thou reſolve us 
what thou wilt do, foz we charge thee, if thou haft any ſpark of 
Lnighthod in thee, to ſhew it honourably, and nat in this trea- 
cherous ſoꝛt, which will whet our revenge againlf thee, 
Andramart hearing theſe ſpeeches, could not teil what anſwer fo 
return them, one while purpofing to detain them in that place, but 
not confidently truſting the ſtrength thereof, that thought was ſon 
extinct, then he began to conjecture that Laurana was the Lady in 
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whoſe ſearch they went, who,if the were taken from him, would be 
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mo2e aricvons unto him then death; at laſt, a multitude of 

thoughts oppꝛeſt his mind, that he could not reſol ve what to do, 

tut he determined to try the uttermoſt or their power, and put 
them to milery, therefoze he returned them this anſwer: 

Proud Bnights, quoth he, whole malice J nothing fear, J will 

not in any reſpec yield to ycur requeſt, and thercfo2e content your 

. ſelf with this anſwer, That J am determined, becauſe you have 
refuſed my gentle oſter, to dcfazn you here until your pꝛide be 
ſomewhat abated, and by that time J hope you will wiſh you had 
accepted my p20fifr;whereupon he p2eſently departed : This vexcd 
the two nights much, by reaſon they ſaw themſelves void of means 
to ſ&k revenge, being encloſed in ſuch ſoꝛt that they could no way 
eſcape, where they continued all Night in molt heavy cafe, in 
which time Vollipus, acco2ding to his uſual manner, ſtudied how 
to unfaſten the Gates, and eſcape the tury of Andramart, 

Pariſnus on the other iide haÞhis mind troubled with a thonſand 
cogitations of his beloved Laurana, whom he thought alluredly to 
be there impꝛiſoned, which d2ove him into ſuch god hopes, that 
notwithſtanding the Speeches of Andramart, he ſemed to lok with 
n moꝛe cheerful Countenance then he had done fozmeriy, which 
greatly rejoyced both Pollipus and the Page, whoſe heart was much 
gꝛieved to ſc the peril bis two friends were like fo ſuffer, | 
Pow Andramart began to conſider, that if Lanrana were the 
Lady whom they ſought, then it was his belt courſe to keep then 
Pꝛiſoners till in that place, and not to deſtroy them by kamiſh⸗ 
ment, as befe2e he had intended, but to rid himſclf of this doubt, 
he pꝛivily called Leda unto him, and bzought her unto a ſecret 
Place where the. might p2ivately behold the two Knights, with 
theſe Speeches : Damzel, ſaid he, here are newly arrived at my 
Caſtle two Knights, who, J ſuppoſe are come in ſearch ol your 
Miſlreſs Laurana, therefoze J deſire you fo reſolve me, foꝛ, if pon 
know them, J will not uſe them ſo hard as Jam determined, biif 
fo2 her ſake (in whoſe ſighb J deſire ſtill fo be gracious) J will 
remit the offence J have taken againſt them fo2 the flanghter of 
thoſe-my Der bants, whom you ſ& le dead at their fect by their 

blur. 

Leda ali this While diligently beheld the two Knights, but 
nem them not, by reaſon of their ſtrange Armoꝛ; but at laſt the 
"ofpied Adonius, whom ſhe perfectly remembred by his habit, . af- 

| ſuring 
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ſuring her ſelf thereby, that the two Knights in Azmour were 
Pariſmus and Pollipus, & fearing that the wozds that Andramart 
laid to her, rather pzoceded f2om policy then any good intent, (ko: 
he was full of treachery ſhe knew) made him this reply. 

Sir, J know not whence thele Knights are, neither did Þ ever 
le them befo:e ; but J wiſh J might be lo happy as ts carry ſuch 
god news to my Lady, oz, were he lo happy to arrive here, that he 
might be at your courteous diſpoſition, who, J am ſure, foz my 
Miſtrels ſake would uſe him well: But had Andramart marked 
her countenance, it would have betrayed, that the concealed what 
he defired ;. to2 ſhe thought the time very long until ſhe were come 
to her Miſtris with theſe ſoyful tydings, and Andramart being 
ſatisfied, let her depart to Laurana to whom the declared the cauſe 
why Andramart had called her fo2th, and was allured that Pariſ- 
mus and Pollipus were arrived there, telling her that they had ſlain 
aboyg twenty of Andramarts Servants, and that they were in⸗ 
cloſed in an inward Court, but they remained in a god eſtate. 

Laurana was ſo revived with joy to hear her dear Pariſmus 
name, that her heart leapt within her Bꝛeaſt; a thouſand times 
emb:acing Leda foz bzinging her ſuch happy news: Then the be⸗ 
gan to conſider of the eſtate they remained in, being incloled 
where they could not get out, which thought troubled her erced⸗ 
ingly; but by the comfoztable ſpeeches of Leda, ſhe remained in 
m2cat aſſurance of their happy eſcape out of all danger, in which 
god hope ſhe continued, with a longing deſire to hear further 
from them. ; 

Andramart being determined not to famiſh the two Knights; 
cauſed ſome fod to be carried to them, and koztiſied his Caſtle as 
ſtrong as he could deviſe, being given to underſtand that the par- 
ſage towards the Dea was ſtꝛongly guarded, and fenced up, ſo that 
none could paſs that way, which ſtrok a great terroz to his mind. 

All this while Pariſmus and Pollipus continued in great care, 
earneſtly ſtudying how to rid themſelves out of rhzaldom :-Arlaft 
they concluded in the ſilent time of the Night to let Adonins upon 
the (Wall, (who could beſt get down, becauſe he was little) and 
o to Barzillus with this mellage, that Pariſmus and Pollipus 
would defire him ts ſend them ſome Tozds, wherewith to make 
a Ladder; it being the readieſt way to further their inrent: do- 
- nins willingly undertook this task, not at all regarding the 
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danger therein, and co with much ado they got her to the top ok 
the Mall, whole heart began to fail when ſhe ſ the height che 
mult ltap down, being unactruſtomed to ſuch peril. . But remem⸗ 
bzing the parties, fo; Whole ſake ſhe undertook that Hazard, arm 
ing her lelk with an undaunred conragecnot agreeable to her Sex. 
and weak Nature) ſhe leapt down, & the Earth refuſing to harm 
ſo ſwet a creature, ſafely eſcaped the danger of the fall; and 
with a joyful heart went towards the place where Barzillus re- 
mained, which ſhe could ſcarcely find, becauſe it was ſo dark, and 
remembzing the danger of this place, ſhe thought every Buch ſhe 
encountred had been her enemp; but at length, with moze then 
accuſtoined Tpeed4he arrived at rhe paſſage where Barzillus was, 
whom ſhe found carekully beeping his charge: Barzillus ſeeing 
Adonius, requeſted to know how the Pzince and Pollipus faxed, 
Sir, quoch the, in good health, and then declared unto him her 
Mellage. Barzillus having ſuch god pꝛoviſions in the ſhip, and 
- leaving the paſfage vo the'euſtody ok ſuch as he knew both faith: 
ful and valiant, he departed with Adonius unto the Caſtle Wall, 
and with the Ladder mounted to the top of rhe fame, ſo-that both 
of them went over'untd-the Knights, who with great joy wel: - 
tomed Barzillus, who having ſaluted them, and conferrevabout - 
their. exploits t their entreaty HeDepavted'agatnunts his charge, 
wheveondepended the chiefeſt tay of their 'ſaferies,fo: they now 
that divers of Andramarts Servants were abzoad, whole arrival 
might endanger them, to pꝛevent which, it behoved them to have 
a ſpecial regard, | | 
Mabing gotten this device, rheypꝛelently put the lame in pꝛa- 


ttiſe, and got over into the nert Court, the ſtatelinels of which 


exceœding all the buildings that ever they beheld: in the midſt or 
this court ſtod a ſtately Fountain, whereon was placed many 
beautikul Images ot moſt eu rious eng reven Mozk: The plea⸗ 
ſanthefs of this place much delighted their rroubled Senſes to 
behold; and under this Fountain they ood to view the gallant 
Building, ately Tur rets, and lumptuous Wall, that ourward- 
iy adozned the place, expecting the cheerful light or the Sun to 
tomkoꝛt them in their diſt rels, which pꝛelently began to ſhew his 
fplendant Beams, which in'd lo bzight againſt the Glaſs) that 
rhe plate ſcemed like a Paradiſe, and there they attended koz the 
conclusion ok their Attempt, either to — 2 
dens. Che 
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The firlt that entred the Court they laid hands on, and by 
compulſion urged him to declare what kozce was in the Caftle, 
who upon pꝛomile that they would ſave his life, told them, That 
lately there arrived at the Caſtle two of Andramarts Bꝛethzen, 
being eſtemed men of great courage, which inhabited the further 
part of that Inland, who were determined to make tryal of their 
valour that dap, the eldeſt named Gulion, the other Barmon, and 
that Ardramart determined, if his Bzothers failed, himCeff 
would make tryal of his foztune, and if he were likely to be over⸗ 
come. he had then a hundꝛed ſervants alwaies in readineſs to aſ- 


ſiſt him. 


Pariſmus hearing his ſpaches, began gꝛeatly to diſpair of vl⸗ 
£92y, conſidcring ſuch a number were in readineſs againſt them 
two; but ſuch was the conſtant reſolution of thefe Knights, that 
chuling out the ftrelt place fo2 their furtherance in fight, they de⸗ 
termined to try the event. : 

Andramart being early up the next mozning,anddiſcourfing 
with his Bꝛethzen about their affairs, by chance looked out of a 
Window, and eſpytng Pariſmus and Pollipus (whom he did think 
had been ſecure) walking ar liberty, which ſtrook ſuch a terrour 
to his heart, that at the dery fight thereof his heart failed him, 
which lo altered his kozmer diſpoſition ofcruelry, thar he thought 
it beff to uſe ſuch behaviour towards them as would agree with 
an honourable mind, fo2 although lomertmes he perlecuted rhole 
that never offended him, yer he many times ſhewed tokens of a 
vertuous and courteous diſpoſition, though altogether darkned by 
his cruelty ; but fearfng the valour of theſe two Knights, becauſe 
he ſee them lo relolute; he came to his Bꝛethꝛen, and laid: 

Behold (quoth he) yonder are the Knights, who have eſcaped 
out ef the place J had enclofed them in, and now are tome to 
wok my further danger, having already ſain twenty ol my beff 
Servants; two goodlier men did.J never ſee, which makes me 
pitty the eſtate they are in, being likely ro ſuffer death at your 
hands, and were it not that J had ſent fo2 vou to ald me herein, æ 
that it might in ſome meaſure touch me in the name of a Toward 
I would uſe them in the beſt lozt J could deviſe, æ remit all kur⸗ 
ther cauſe of ſtrife, koꝛ J ſuppoſe they come in ſearch ot a Lady 
that remains in this Caffle, whoſe pꝛeſence is the only Pzeferver 
of my life, which, being taken _ me, will (oon end my days, 


There? 
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N reſolve me good Bzethzen, of the beſt courſe to be taken 
herein. ; 

Guilmon being of a pꝛoud diſpoſition, ſco2ning at the lenity of. 
Andramart, his heart being void of fear, would make him no an⸗ 
ſwer, but went pꝛelently and armed himſelf, which Barman and, 
Andramart perceiving, did the like, and lo went altogether into. 
the Court; and pzeſently the two Bzethzen allured rhemſelves, 
ok victozy, withal, being full of ſcoznful pzide, aſſailed Pariſmus, 
and Pollipus. . | ; 

The Knights ſ@ing no odds but one to one, entred the combat 
very cherfully, which continued a god while between them with⸗ 
out any diſadvantage on either party; the noiſe of whoſe Swozds 
claſhing on their Azunour;came-to.Laurana's hearing, (who could, 
by no means take any reſt that night, fearing leaſt Andramart. 
Gould wozk the death of her dear Lozd and Þusband) that on a. 
ſudden ſfarting ts a Window that loked into the Court, the eſpy-. 
2d four Knights combating, alluring her ſelf two of them were 
her friends, whom ſhe knew not but as Leda infozmedjer, who 
told her, thoſe in the Blew Amour, whoſe fight much revived 
the afflicted heart of Laurana with joy. but on the contrary ſide, the 
danger ſhe law them in, as much afflicted her heart with tear, 

- Andramart ſtanding by to behold the iſſue of this combat (ha⸗ 
ving an Eye to the Window where Laurana was) unkoztunate⸗ 
ly eſpied her looking out, whereupon immediately he ſent four 
of his Servants to remove her into a ſtrong and cloſe Pziſon, 
far enough from their fight, which ſo tozmented Laurana, toge-. 
ther with the fear ſhe conceived koz Pariſmus, (having no friend 


but Pollipus, and environed with a company. of Enemies) that 


had not Leda laboured to p2eſerve her ſhe had then died. All this 
while the fght continued terrible betwen theſe Champions, in- 
lomuch that Pollipus feeling his wounds lmart, was ſo enra⸗ 
ged with fury, that at length he thauſt Barmon quite thio:igh tie 
body, and he fell down dead at his feet, which Andramart perceiv: 
ing, came and ew near unto the valiant Pollipus with theſe 
Cpceches. | . | | - 
Knight (quoth he) thy task is not yet ended, koz here am J 
to revenge the death ol him thou haſt now conquered ; whereupon. 
he began to aſſail Pollipus with all his ſtrength, who anſwered. 
his blows couragioufly, betwirt whom began a cruel fight :. 
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By this time Pariſmus had left Guilmon byearhleſs upon the 
ground, who lay timbling on the earth, Krangled in his own blood. 
Andramart leeing this, would have fled, (becauſe he feared His 
own downfal) but Pollipus ſceing his intent, thought now oz ne- 
ver to ſhew his valour ; therekoze to iid themlelveg from further 
danger, with both his Hands lirok do violently upon his Creſt, 
that the weakneſs ok his Armour peilded to the ſhar pnelg of his 
Swoꝛd, and lo aſtonied him that he ſtaggered, whereupon Pollipus 
cloſing with him, thzew him, and ran his Swozd into his Body 
quite thoꝛow. | | 
When Andramarts Servants ſaw their Mater thus dilffre(t 
they all at once aſſailed Pariimus & Pollipus, who could not tell 
well how-to endure any further aſlault,fo that dꝛawing back to a 
co2ner of the Court, they placed thenrelves in tuch . ſozt, that 
their Enemies could not greatly endanger them, but ſtill received 
the wot, moſt of them being of ſmall courage, were in the fight 
ſo2e wounded, and many of them were ſlain, k the reſt ſeemed like 
Men deſperate : One amongf the reſt that Andramart had bekoꝛe 
taken Pziſoner, but fo2 his honourable qualities had releaſed him, 
and made him one of his chiekeſt Servants, Whoſe name was 
Tellamor, ſ\ging Andramart ſlain, and noting the chivalry of 
theſe Two Knights, uſed all the parſwaſions that might be to 
withdzaw his Fellows from their Madnels, who continued the 
fight very eagerly, without any Conſideration of the little god 
they ſhould reap thereby; at laſt ſome of them began to liſten to 
him, by which means Pollipus had time to byeath himtelt, and Pa- 
riſmus perceiving them to ſtand doubtkully debating Matters be- 
tween themſelves, ſpeak thus unto them. ur 
J wonder (quoth the Pꝛinte) that men that are endued with 
Reaſon, as you are, ſhould ſhew your ſelves lo inconfideratzag 
to ſ&k revenge againſt thoſe that never harmed yoti:What caulech. 
you thus willfully to endanger yourſelves by offering us vioience, 
you will ſay, The death of your Master? Why, what was he but 
a Tzaptoz? What account did he make of you, but ts keep pon 
as Slaves and Uaſlals, and in Bondage? CIlas he not eem-. 
ed ok all to be a cruel Yomicide, a Pyzate, a Robber, and ſpoil- 
er of poo Paſſengers, fo2 which himſelf and his Ser vants, were 
hated of all good people;did {e not nn das. over you 1

- neral conſent, being much perkwaded thereto by Tellamor, (whoſe

- pielded, which greatly rejoyted the Champions to fee, who be: 


foze were in great danger of their lives, having taken their 


Oaths to be faithful, 


. Pollipus pulling off his Helmet, began greatly to extoll and 


tommend their Wiſdom, becauſe they had ko much conſideration in 


them, as to conceive aright of the Pzinces Speeches, telling them 
that he would lo highly Keward them bekoze they departed, that 


; 1 fo; ever account themſelves happy for their arrival. 


he Knights having taken ozder fo! their ſecurity; not truſt⸗ 
ing them, notwithſtanding their Daths, becaufe they knew them 
not to be accuſtomed to ver tuous humantty, t hey were conducted to 


kair and ſumptuous Chambers by Tellamor, and there had their 


wounds carefully dꝛeſt by Adonius, whoſe tender heard bled dzops 


ok blood to ſ& the Purple goze that iffued from their mangled Bo⸗ 
dies, whoſe diligent attendance was a great comkoꝛt to them at all 


times, by which means they ſo eſtæemed him, that they would nor 
have parted from him koz any god in the whole d ozld. BE 
Feſlamor having been vertuouſly bꝛought up, and being allo a 


night ok good and honourable parts, carefully pꝛobided them all 
things necellarp, and with ſuch affecion attended their ſafety, -

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that there could be no Miſchief attempted by Andramarts Ser⸗ 
vants, whoſe minds were ſtill full of Treachery, but he would 
diſcover the lame; whole diligence the Two Knigzts obſerved, 


who grew inte much god liking of him, and greatly commended

How Fariſmus being paſt all hopes to find Lurana, at laſt(to his 


unſpeakable joy) found her ; And how afterward, leaving the 
cuſtody of the Caſtle to four of Andramart's Servants, he de- 
parted towards Theſſaly, and by the way viſited old Antioc hus. 


YAriſinus all this while could by no means be at quiet fo2 think: 
ing on Laurana, the remembyance..of whoſe abſence was

wherein were many. diſtreſled people, that in a long time had not 


een the pure light, no» felt the heat of the Sun, but now to their 


great joy were ſer at liberty, who greatly applauded the Ualgur.. 


labour, and exceeding courteſie of theſe two Heroick Knights. 


The Pzinte not having found the joy he expected, could not be 


quiet until be had kearched about the Caſtle, ſaving the plate

run into danger, therefoze loktly likting up the hangings, behind 
which was a doo2 into another chamber, he behelda Lady there in 
gzeat ſadneſs ſitting on the g2ound, with her back towards 
him, leaning her head upon the beds ſide... _ | 
When the P:fnce beheld this, he was exceedingly aſtoniched to 
think who that ſhould be, and looking nioze earneltly, he eſpyed a 
Wamlel with blubbered Theks, weping to hear the lozrow her 
Lady had made: This Lady was Laurana, who being terrified 
with bewailing the danger her dear Lozd was in, and gzieved to 
be abꝛidged his üght, was kallen into a ſilent Slumber, wherein 
he had not long continued, but at the very inſtant, when Pa- 
riſmus entred the Chamber, ſhe dꝛeamed that he ſtood behind her, 
whereupon the awaked, and earneftly looking about her, the elpy⸗ 
ed him indeed, wherewith ſhe was lo amazed, fearing fill the had 
been in a dꝛeam, that her jopnts trembled, between an carnef 
Hope, and a comkoztable delpair. | 
Pariſmus, as ſoon as he ſaw her face, knew her, and took her 
in his arms ⁊ embꝛated her, which lo rejoyced them both, that the 
Tears ran down their Cheeks abundantly, and Leda bcholding 
him, came and fell pꝛoſtrate at his fæt fo2 joy, who then had no 
leiſure to ſpeak unto her, his Heart was lo repleniſhed with com: 
fo2t to behold his vertuous Lady Laurana, whom a thouſand times

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andaccept my acknowledgmentok Dffences as a ſufficient ſatisfa- 
>fon, and let your vertuous bounty ſtill bzing me in further ad 
miration of your Uerrac, unto whom Jam molt infinitely bound 
in all the Bonvs o: True and loyal friendſhip : To retount my 
noble Friend Pollipus his kindnels, (by whole Malour J have eſca- 
ped many imminent Dangers) the kind attendance J have had 
of poz Adonius, crateth a long circumſtance, and therekoze at this 
time J will omit the lame, onely defiring you to make ſuch eſti⸗ 
mation of them as being my deareſt Friends, and, but by whoſe 
Means J had never enjoyed the fruition of your Heavenly Com- 
panie, but now J account all my pains pleaſures, and the reward 
of my Travels ſo bountiful, that all the Wozlds wealth connat 
countervail it, having at laſt obtained the height of my deſire, and 
fulneſs of all fclicity,by enjoying your vertuous P:eſence, whole 
abſence was mote grievous to me than Ten Thouſand Deaths. 
Many other ſpeches palt between them, which their Lips often 
interrupted with many ſwet Billes © hearty Embzaces, that in 
this delight they would have continued a long time, but that the 
dcfire Pariſmus had to acquaint Pollipus with this happy news, & 
Laurana to ſee her friends cauſed them to bzcak off, and go to him. 
Ft chanced that Pollipus miſſing the Pꝛinte, began to enquire 
earneltly fo2 him, and in the time ok his abſence, had Searched 
mot part of the Caſtle fo him, but till miſt the dark paſſage in 
which be was ent2ed, which dꝛove him into a doubtful wondez what 
ſhould become of him, whereupon he began greatly to fear that his 
perſon was endangered byſome Treachery, but ſuddenly in the 
midſt of this his perplexity, he eſpied him with Laurana coming to- 
wards him:which ſight exceedingly rejorced Lis Troubled Mind.

Thanks fo? the honourable love and valiant Chivalry he had ma- 
nikeſted in her behalf; and then ſpeaking to Adonius, the greatlie 


commended him fo2 his diligent Service to Pariſmus pꝛomiling 


to reward him fo2 his kindneſs. ' 

Then with great joy on all ſides, they ſpent the reft of the day in 
pleaſant communications,having all things neteſlary, readily pꝛo⸗ 
vided by Tellamor, and diligently ſerved by tuch Pꝛiſoners as 
had received their Libertie, who had now (o well rekreſht them? 
ſclves with good meat, that they m——_ Tufficient Trent :, both 
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fo2 their own defence, and the ſafety of thole that had let them at 
liberty, whom they extedingly tendred, and were willing to uns 
dergo any danger foꝛ their fakes. | 

Pariſmus pꝛeſently ſent a Meſſenger to Barzillus, to certifie him 
of their happy ſucceſs, who leaving the cuſtody ok the Paſſage to 


ſome of lis truftieſt Souldiers, came to be partaker with them in 


their joy. 
But notwithſtanding when all thought there was no moze cauſe 
ok ſadnels, their quiet plealures were derkned by the heavy Coun⸗ 


- tenance ok Laurana, who could not koꝛget the death of her young 


Son Pariſnenos, who {{:ll was purpoſed to conceal rhe fame from 
her dear L92d and Hugband, which made them gzeatly wonder. 
Upon a time, when Pollipus by the entreaty of Pariſmus had re⸗ 


Hhearſed the whole Diſcourſe ok their adventures in the Deſolate 


Iſland, & the occation of their arrival at that place, Laurana with 
theſe ſad remembꝛances was [ut in mind to compare her miſery 
with theirs, and found them to he greater, fo2 that they were all 
in lakety, but ſhe miſt her peung fon who was untimely loſt, which 
ſtrok ſuch a terrour to her Heart, that ſhe ſhed abundance of 
Tears, inſomuch that the whele Company ſtod in admiration 
thereof, and Adonius and Leda ſeeing her ſoꝛrow, could not re- 
krain from partaking with her in her Sadneſs, butcas the cuſtom 
ok omen is) wept ko) Company. | 
Tie Pꝛente marvelling at this her ſudden ſadneſs, t deſirous 
to know the ſame,(fo2 that his heart therewith was exceedingly + 
Toꝛmented) mot earneſtly entreated her to unfold the cauſe of 
her grief, that he might, if it were poſſible, comfo2t her therein. 
Laurana being unwilling in the [zait degræ to ſhew her (elf un: 


ducitul co his will, began to declare the manner of her bzinging to 


that place by the Pyzateg, after they had betray'd him in the De- 
ſolate Iſland, as alſo the kindneſs the had recetvedat Andramarts 
handg, and bow that in all that time he had uked her very honou⸗ 
rably ; But my Lo2d, quoth the, Andramart had a Siſter named 
Adam ſia, wo many times did move me to love her Bother ; 


which, when the law J would not do, he impriſoned my Servant 


Leda, and then ſhe tak from me my young Son that was bozn in 
this unlucky plate whom Jcauſed-to be named Pariſmenos, and 
with c:uel Tozments aflicted mp Body,cauſing two old Women

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endure: But when ſhe ſaw all this could not pꝛevail, ſhe cauſed the 
Nurſe that kept Pariſmenos to come unto me with this Bellage, 
That unleſs 3 would in every reſpect, and without delay fulfil 
her command, ſe muſt beſoze my face Wurther my Child, any 
being about that cruel deed, J entreatedAdainaſia to refcr her pu⸗ 
niſhment and doom until the ne:'t day; but (inte that time Jne⸗ 
ver ſaw my tender Babe; no2 ig he o bis Nurſe any where to be 
found; and afterwards again he continued her koꝛmer manner of 
Cruelty : Now Andramart all tts bile by 9:cfwaton of hig 
Siſter, abſented himſelf from me, (©; the Ve had p;omiſed him 
to obtain my conſent to yield ts his tequelt)he nothing misdoubt⸗ 
ing the cruelty ſhe daily uſed unto me; but at enn'), ling 
his Suit ſtill fruſtrated, and finding (as wen by iy cn repozt, 
as other manifeſt pzofs) the Truth thereof, he offered with his 
Sw02d to have lain her. but ſhe haiting to avoid his fury, bzoke 
her Neck down a pair of ſtairs; the 2 old women he likewiſe 
flew with his own hands; my Waid he releaſed and ſent unto 
me, & eber after that J was tiſed very well, * that very day when 
you were in fight with his Bzethzen, he cauſed me to be lodged 
where you found me: The greateſt cauſe cf this my ſadneſs, is 
the untimely loſs of my dear Thild, whoſe pꝛelente would have 
expelled ſuch ſad thonghts as do Gppꝛels my mind, and diſquiet 
the happy content J Gould receive by your honourably company. 
Pariimus having heard the ſum of this Tragical repozt, could 
not chuſe but grieve, eſpecially to think of the Milery the had en⸗ 
dured, at the Death of his young Son, whom he had neder ſeen, 
that with his grief, and Laurana's ſadneſs. all the company was 
much troubled, but by the comkoztable perſwations of Pollipus, 
the remembzance of rhoſe gzieks were lomewhat mitigated laid 
alide. 

Thus koz a long time they continued in the Taffle in good 
Health, and quiet elkate, until the longing defire Fariſmus had to 
return into Theilaly, cauſed him to commann Pꝛobidon to be 
made koz hig deperture. 2 

Tellamor having knowledge ther cok, deſred the Pznte that te 
might attend upon him in his Travels; ko; quoth he, Jam of 
Sahnatia, and Trapelling in the ſearch of a Siſter that J hace 
loſt, was here taken Pꝛiloner, rezcarfing the whole Truth there⸗ 
of, whereby Fariſmus knew him ts be Dina's Bother,'it Whale 
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reſcuc Oliris was wounded (as hath been before declared) that the 


Pꝛinte made greater account of him than he had done bekoze, en- 


ring into a deep infight of his kozmer courttous behaviour, and 
yiclded him many Thanks fo2 the kriendchip he had ſhewed unto 
him and his Friend Poit-pus ſince their arrival, telling him, that 
he needed not to make any further [earch fo2 his Siſter, ko that (hr 
remained in theCoutt of King Dionyſius inT hailaly;repeating the 
whole Circumſtance of rhe many kind Favours he had received at 
her hands, and in what manner ſhe was talen by the Dut-laws. 

This news much rejoyced Lellamor's Heart, as allo that he 
had lived to be ſo Happy as to be eſtæmed of ſo wozthy a Pzinte as 
Pariſmus was, that being aſlured of his Siſters lakety, and his 
pwn Happy fo2tune, to have fo fit an occaſion to rid himſelf from 
Bondage, he always afterwards endcavoured to g2zow further in- 
to his favour. 

Pariſmus and Laurana remaining in. a EGappp and Yeaceable

Like in her ſervice, fill purpoſing- (accozding to a moſt conſtant 


and Noble Reſolution) never to deſiſt krom ſhewing the true zeal 


he bare to purchaſe herfavour : Tfrentimes he would ſpend many 
Complaints in ſecret Pzoteſtations of his true and loyal Love; 
wherein, acco2ding to the Humonrs of Love-ſick People, he 
thought he did ſomewhat eaſe himlelk. | 


Violetta well noting his behaviour,(as being infected with the: 


ſame Diſeaſe) would oftentimes interupt him in his lad lamen⸗ 


tations, with ſuch tonceits, that Pollipus wondzed to ſee ſuch | 
Misdom in a Boy, but by reaſon ſhe was taken koz no other than: . 


deration ok her Actions. 


In the dlent Night Violetta with ſuch Kindneſs Aﬀeced his:

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a Pouth, and the Pꝛinces Page; he entred into no deeper confi-. 
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Complaints, that when he ſighed, the ſighed, and if he chanced at⸗ 
anp tint, fo complain of his hard foztune, ſhe would as often bleſs 
the happy Time and Hour when ſhe firſt ſaw him, and that ſhe was 
ſo happy as to be Beloved of ſo Yonourable and Ualiant a Knight. — 1 

The various difference of theſe Lovers were quite contrarp, | 
foz Pollipus (little thinking his Violetta had been ſo near him) con⸗ 
tinually ſpent his time in Yeavineſs, not being any way able to 
Comfozt himſelf. with any hope of obtaining his wiſhed Deſire, be- 
ing offentimes Terrified with the Remembzance of her laſt An- 
ſwer and Denpal of his ſuit, and alſofearing that ſome miſadven- 
ture might befall her, oꝛ that ſhe had wil fully done her ſelf ſome 
Uiolence,. and a thouſand other unpleaſant thoughts, ſufficient 
enough to diſcourage any from pꝛeſuming upon god Succeſs, by 
means whereof he continued in a moſt heavy and ſad Eſtate, ſtill 
deviſing how fo eaſe. his Heart of that care it endured, wherein he 
much excelled in Conſtancp, the fickle and wandzing Thoughts of += *j 
di vers now a Days, which are eaſily Diſcouraged from perſiſting 
in their firſt Neſolutions upon every ſmall viſcomfiture; 

Violetta's Joys were as much excxding as his Soꝛrows were ex- 
tream, for ſhe beheld continually the Conſkancp that Ratgned in 
his Heart towards her, the Noble Gifts wherewith his mind was 
endued, and the Comelineſs of his godly P2epoztion (which was 
- able to pleaſe every curious Ladies Epe) his Unconquered Ualour 

and P2oweſs, whereby he Atchieved incredible Mictoꝛies with 
Fame and Kenown ; The great FriendHip and courteous Beha⸗ 
viour that ſo abundantly Flowed frem his gentle Heart, where⸗ 
by it was apparent that he Disdained not the meaneſt Perſon Ti⸗ 
ving. | 
Violetta hearing the Complaints that Pollipus continuaily made 
fo2 her harſh Sentence, was much troubled at it; pet all her De- 
light was in his Company, being never from him in the Day, . 
and his Bev-fellow at Night, that ſhe was witneſs to all his acti⸗ 
ons, uſing many Kindneſſes, which he little thought pꝛoccdded 
from ſuchAfﬀection,and not at all ſuſpecting Violetta had been ſo near 
him, though the (poz Soul) never touched his Bodp but with a 
Trembling fear, remembꝛing her own condition; ſtiſt uſing ſuͤch 
a modeſt kind of Baſhfulneſs in her actions, as if many Eyes had 
bien beholding her Diſguiſe, and watfchfully. obfer ved her Beha⸗ 
viour, whereby her Joys continued in luch a ſecret Content as is 
not able to be exprelled. | JE. 
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It fo fell out, that one Right when Violetta was in Bed with 
Pollipus, he could not ſleep by reaſon cf the reſtleſs Paſſions he 
continually endured, and never ceaſed tumbling and foſſing, in 
the midſt of which his ſadneſs, (the pitying his Soꝛrows, and) to 
d2zaw the Remembzance thoręot from him, ſhe uttered theſe Spe⸗ 


es; | 

Sir Knight, quoth ſhe, J do marvel what Paſſion that is which 
ſo diſtempereth your quiet Sleep, and il my Talk be not offenſive, 
J beſeech you wake me acquainted .with the ſame, foz in all my 
Life time J never beheid-the like in any Pan. Po Wop, re- 
plyed he, it were but folly. foz me fo expreſs that to ſhe whereof 
thou canſt not judge, fo2 that thy Pears are not of ſufficiency to 
entertain ſuch Divine Cogitations. Divine, quoth ſhe, can Di- 
vine Cogitations ſo diſfemper Pens Writs ? Yea, ſaid he, fo: 
Love is a Divine and Heavenly gift, and Love it is that ſo To2- 
menteth me”; not that J love, but that J am not beloved again, foꝛ 
in Theſſaly J loved a Damoſel named Violetta whoſe excellent 
Beauty and Uirtuous Gifts hath inthꝛalled my Senſes; that J fear 
me, Bop, it will be to me a perpetual Yeavineſs, whoſe Abſence - 
is the cauſe of my G2icf ; not only that the is abſent, but that J 
know not where to behold her attractive Beauty, foꝛ cven at my 
coming from that Country ſhe was (upon what occaſton J know 
not, to my gꝛeat ſo2row) miſſing, in whoſe continual ſearch J am 
determined to ſpend the reſt of theſe my weariſome Days, 

It is very much, methinks, quoth ſhe, that you will ſo much 
regard her god, that hath ſhewed-her ſelf ſo diſcourteris towards 
pou, and ſurelp you are not of my mind, in that you will take 
ſuch pains fo find her out, and in the end peradventure reap no- 
thing but Disdain fo2 your god will, fo2 it is likely ſhe hath made 
choice of ſome other Unight, (though not fo Moꝛthy to be belov'd 
as your ſelf) with whom ſhe is departed ; then why will vou haz⸗ 
zard pour Perſon in the danger incident to Travel, and ſpend pour 
time in Purchaſing nothing but your own Diſcontent. 

Mell, replped Pollipus, however Jam rewarded, a Thouſany- 
moꝛe Perils than J can imagine, ſhall not diſcourage me, for if J 
were but ſo happy as but once to find her, then J would commit the 
reſt to my good Fo2tune, which ſhall be ſuffictent , if J can but 
once again make my Love known unto her, that ſhe may have fur⸗ 
ther trpal of my Service.

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It che would not Reward. you, quoth ſhe, acco2ding-fo your 
Mearts content, I ſhould account her the moſt Diſcourteous Lady 
Living, and were J in her caſe, J would endure a Thouſand 
Deaths ſwner than ſhew my ſelf ungrateful to fo Yonourable and 
kind a F2iend, and becauſe J would ſee the uTue of your love, 4 
would willingly accompany you in your Travels; foz though A am 
altogether unwoꝛthy to be eſteemed of you, yet if you would vouch- 
ſafe me that kindneſs, J would both ſhew my ſelf Dutikul and 
Diligent, and ever ref continually bound unte you foz the lame; 
and thus kar J pzefume (though my Tloꝛds may ſeem ridiculous) 
that whenever vou met with Violetta, ſhe will vield unto your jut 
fuit, for J- know her well, and have been better acquainted with her 
thoughts than J was wo2thy of, though ſhe hath now fo2ſaken her 
Fathers houſe, and abſented her ſelf, upon what occalion 5 know not. 

Pollipus hearing the Pages W92ds, ſmiled to think how far it 
was fromhis power, and to ſee how kind he was to put im in ſuch 
comfozt 2 Gꝛaàmercp, quoth he, fo2 thy gob will, and er J'met 
Violetta, J ſhall willingly yield thee recompence ts2 thy kindneſs, 
Then, laid ſhe, ſet pour Heart at reſt, and trsuble not your felf 
with theſe Cares, but live in hope ot ſome better Succeſs; for my 
mind perſwadeth me that vou will find Violetta ſafely returned at 
your arrival in Theffaly, and if you find it not ſo, then never 
hereafter credit my Nloꝛds, fo2 J have already made tryal of my 
pꝛeſaging Thoughts, which often fall cut as Jimagine, 
pollipus hearing. theſe Speeches, tok them at firlf as ſpoken of 
courſe, but calling to mind all his foꝛmer qualities, began fo conſt 
der whether he ſhould creditthem oꝛ no, that his Heart began to be 
ſomewhat revived, determining to make Tryal of the Pages Di⸗ 
vination; ſuch vertue hadher Speeches, that they did wo2k an un⸗ 
erpected event in the Love-fick Heart of Pollipus, who was caſily 
d2awn fo pield Conceit of any Comfort, becauſe he thought Vio- 
letta might be fill in Theſſaly, and ſo his Boys Moꝛds might 
p20ve true, fo that the reſt of the Night he continued in Slum⸗ 
bung Sleep.

ture towards Theſſaly, commitfing the Government. of the Cattle 
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unto four of Andramart's Servants, taking their Oaths fo vield 
the ſame again unto the P2ince, when he would demand if, leav⸗ 
ing all the ref? likewiſe ſo highly contented, that they all accoun⸗

the Deſolate Iſland , to viſit old Antiochus ; At which place they 
being ſoon arrived, they were moſt Nondurabl y entertained by the 
King and Queen, eſpecially by the King's Two Sons and Daugh⸗ 


ter, who admired the ſurpaſſing Beauty of Lauraffa, accounting 
their labour and hardſhip in Travel worthily ſpent to-redeem ſo 
fair à Lady. |

How Frenggg was exceedingly in love with Pollipus, who remembring 
his Iove to Violetta, ſhunned her Company; and alſo how Frenetta 

after their departure being diſtracted with grief, ended her Life. 
Hen Pariſmus, Laurana, and Pollipus had ſojourned many 
A/- "days in the Deſolate Iſland, in great joy, and mirth, 
they deſired fo depart towards Theſſaly ; whereupon they 
appointed to be gone within a Ponth, which grieved Frenetta to the 
heart, foꝛ ſhe was far in love with Pollipus, unto whom the uſed 
many extrao2dinacy Kindneſſes, thereby to give him knowledge of 
her Affection; but ſo far was his Heart from thinking of any other 


ve than Violetta s, that he never obſerved the great Kindnefſes 


e always uſed towards him, which on the other ſide cauſed Fre- 


netta fo encreaſe the heat of her Aſtections mo2e and moꝛe: But 


in the end, ſer ing him fo little regard her, oz ſcarce to entertain 


her Courteſte with good looks , the determined (though it might 


be ſome blemiſh to her Modeſtp) to-manifeſt her Aﬀection unto 
him, which ſhe pꝛeſentlp effected, for finding him walking alone, 
only attended by the Page, ſhe came into the Gallery where he 
was, and kindly ſaluted him, as though ſhe would have palled by, 
but Pollipus being idle, thought to entertain the time a while in 
ſome Conference with her, and as kindly ſaluting her, ſaid: F ais 
Ladp, may J be ſabold as to ſfay pour journey, oꝛ if pour buſt- 
neſs be not great, vouchſafe me pour Company that am * | 
a . . Nr., 
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Dir quoth- ſhe, my buſineſs is not great, therefaꝛe J am the wil 
linger to ſtay, eſpecially to bear you Company, unto whom J am 
much bound, and a greater favour than my Company would 
grant, fo that if ſtood with your Yonour to fulfil + therefo:e 
this liberal pꝛoffer J make unto vou, who J know will requeſt no⸗ 
thing but what is Uertuous, that if in any convenient ſo2t J may. 

do the thing that can pleaſure you, it ſhalt be your fault ik you en⸗ 
joy not the lame. 

I thank. vou heartily ſaid pollipus, foꝛ this kindneſs, and if J. 
ſhould chew my ſelf ungrateful, J ſhould vo much amiſs, and foz 
ſuch deſert in me as you ſpeak of, J have none at all, but it is your 
abundant Courteſie that vouchſafeth me ſuch Favour, which 4. 
know not how to reauite, neither can J be ſo bold as te b2ing my. 
ſelf farther in your Debtz until J have by my endeavours labou- 
red to ſhew my lelf thankkul fo2 that which vou have already gran - 
ted. 
Many other Sperches patt between them, which il Pollipus had 
diligently marked, he might cafly have fren the Love Frenetta 
boze him, but he having his Devetions vowed to. another Saint, 
perceived it nof, which'any one but himſelf might caſily have diſ- 
cerned, which fill increafed-her Burning Aﬀection, that at laſt, 
fearing fometſo fit a means offered by ſo ſweet an oppoꝛtunitp, 
taking him by the hand, and withdzawing to a Window that 
ioked.into the Garden, with a. bluſhing Counfenance, ſhe uttered 
theſe Speeches. 

Sir Knight. contrary fo tho manner of modeſt Paidens, F am 
compelled to hazard the revealing of. that which may turn to my 
Diſhonour, unlſes it pleaſe your virtuous Waſdom to give a fa- 
vourable cenſure om god meaning, which Jam Conſtrained to 
do, as pꝛocured t reta by the ſho2t abode you Determine ta make 
in my Fathers y as alſo. fo2 that J ſœ pour mind cannot 
concoive- thereok, Withane Imp ſelf make demonſt2ation of the 
ſame; therofizo;; moſt g ohle Anight, relying upon pour Uirtues, 
underſtand thabLove hath-ſoizeduy. Heart, with a doſtre to he belo⸗ 
4- agait, Kahn A ds me. manitoſt the thing which Pode- 
eres Fdolirs- pou to uſe that tharitabte 

eaour man no wap be blemiſhed, and pet 
would never have uttered, but that Þ 
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that J bear you, being ſuch, that unleſs pou pify my eſtate, your 
departure will be the ſhortning of my Life, and my. reſtleſs pain 
thereby augmented in ſuch ſozt, that J ſhall fo2 ever remain in 
beavineſs. 

Pollipus hearing her SpecFes, was half amazed, and calling to 
mind her paſt Behaviour, well underfiod that her fozmer kindnels 

20c&ded from that fondneſs ſhe had uttered, that on a ſudden he 
ould not tell what anſwer to make her, that might in ſome mea- 
ſure quiet her mind, and rid zimſelf krom diſcourteſie. 

Uertuous Lady, quoth he, AI ſec. that J am moze beholding unto. 
you then J either expected, oꝛ have deſerved, being ſoꝛry that you 
have placed your Affection on him that hath not merited your kind- 
neſs, and is altogether unwozthy to be eſteemed ſo highly at your 
Hands: but Lady, as J am in no meaſure now able to yield you 
that thanks J would, ſo J truſt hereaffer my ungratefulneſs ſhall 
not cauſe you fo repent your kindneſs. 

As they were thus in conference, Lauranr enfred the Gallery, 
vy means whereof they left off their Speeches, of whoſe coming 
Pollipus was glad, and a while accompanied them in ſuch Comuni- 
cation as occaſion offer ed. 

Violetta all this while had noted Frenetta's Behaviour towards 
Pollipus, had liſtned to their talk, which ſtruck ſuch a ſudden 
fear infoher mind, left her Speeches might move Pollipus to yield 
to her deſire, fo: that the was very Beautiful, and being the 
Daughter of a Ring, ſhe ever after grew into an extream Jealouſie

Pollipus having left Frenetta with 1 in the Galler p, got to 
his Lodging to meditate on Frenetta's ralh mation, and diſtempe⸗ 
rate Love, and the manifold inconveniences that might ariſe there⸗ 
bp, as well to call his Honour in queſtion, foꝛ that it would be thought 
if was p2ocured by his perſuaſtons, as alſo fo2 that it ſeemed ſhe 
was grown to that deſperateneſs in love, as if ſhe might not enjoy 
the thing the deſired, it would much endanger her life: and rather 
than he would think a thought to violate hrs vowed loyalty to Vio- 
jetta, himſelf would endure Death foꝛ Violetta, and though He were

true Friendſhip to his fir? Beloved, that fo2 ever after. Pollipns 
eſchewed all occaſions to come in Frenetta's ſight, but always kept 
Company with the P2ince, unfo whom he unfolded and fold the 
whole circumſtance of that which had paſſed between him and Fre- 
netta, which, when Pariſmus underſtood, he told him that ſhe was 
an Yonourable Lady, and ſaid, In his opmion, he ſhould do her. 
much w2ong to rejc> her love, which ſhould pꝛocced from a Uertu- 
ous inclination , uſing many perſwaſions ta that effec, which, 
when Pollipus heard, he laid: 

Dy Lo2d, J cannot ſo much w2ong my dear love Violetta, as 
fo ſn to fir my mind on another, and forget her Perfectons, in 
whoſe Service J have vowed to ſpend the reſt or my Life; Then 
god my L92d, do not injure that Uirtuous Maiden, whot in Theſ- 
ſaly hath ſs much honoured yon, ko: E will never vield to love any 
but 3 — moſt worthy ſelkf. 

Woz2thy Friend, quoth Pariſmus, J would nof any way w2ong 
Violetta, no2 your ſelf, if J ever ſaw any likelihod that pou ſhould 
ever ſec her again, and yet ſo much I gominend your Reſolution, 
that J ſhali ever extol thoſe Honourable Parts that Rule pour Beart, 
whereby my ſelf have been p2eſerved, and obfained the height of all 
felicity, neither do J utter any Moꝛd to alter pour Affection from 
Violetta, but to make tryal of pour Uertnes, which ſtil! continue 
perfect: And ſince our above in this place may turn to pour diſpa- 
ragement and hinderance, J will by all means poſſible haſten pour 
departure towards Theſſaly, where, by god hap you may find ont the 
Party that wifh-holdeth your happy Joys, unfo whom J will uſe 
all the perſwaſions J can fo purchaſe your Content ; and alſo du⸗ 
ring dur ſtaying here,J will endeavour to withdꝛaw Frenetta? s love. 

Adonius franding by and hearing their Sperches, had much avs 
to refrain from tears, which melted in her tender Heart, toſe the 
kindneſs of theſe two Friends, and the care they took to find yer 

in Theſſaly, who was continually in their pꝛeſence. 

Pollipus ever after ſhunned all occaſtons, and Frenetta molt. ears. 
neſtly ſought to have ſome further Conference with him, but when 
the — ſaw he nothing r 3 her love, but ſtill ſhunned her 

com 
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company, the fell into ſuch heavinels, and ſet the grief thereof fo 
near to her heart, that in ſhoꝛt time f;egrew fo weak that ſhekept 
her Chamber, not once uttering to ariy the cauſe cf her Sadnefs, 


though her Parents earneſtly dehred to know the ſame, which kur⸗ 


ned their joy into care, and their former pleaſure infs ſavneſs, 

Pollipus having knowledge thereof, would never come at her, 
until the very day of their Departure, and chuſing a convenient 
time when ſhe was alone, only attended by a Damozel, he entred 
her Chamber; Frenetta no ſoner eĩpyed him, but her Heart leapt 
for Joy, expecting ſome kindneſs, but Pollipus taking her by the 
Pand, ſaid, 

Courteous Lady, J am at length come info pour pꝛeſente to ſa⸗ 
tisſie your mind in that which J would have you to know: Pour 
love to me, that am unwoꝛthy thereof, and the liftte account J 
ſem to make of the ſame, J fear hath b2ought you into that weak- 
neſs vou remain in, which if it be fo, Jam moſt heartily ſozry, 
but becauſe J am now departing this Country, J would ſafisfle 
your mind in any thing J could, therefore J infreat you fo miti⸗ 


gate the extremity of your paſſions, which'J cannot Salve, foz F 


long ſinte have vowed my ſer vice to a Lady in Theffaly, unto whom 
Jam bound by manp in violable Bonds of paſted ꝛomiſes, neither 
can J be Diſloyal to her, without Ampeachment of mine Honour, 
which is the only thing J molt eſteem; then let me entreat pou 
to abſtain from loving him that cannot ſhew himſelf ſo kind as he 
would and vou deſerve. Baniſh from your mind all god Conceit 
of me, that muſt againſt my will be ingrateful, and if in any other 
ſo2t J map do the thing with hazard of my Life that map content 
vou, J am here ready to accompliſh pour will, and in my abſence 
do not accuſe me of Inhumanitp, fo2 J map not, oz will do any 
Lady w2ong, upon whoſe favour my Life if it were dearer to me 
than it is, dependeth. Z 
Frenetta hearing this ſuddain and reſolute Anſwer, fell down in⸗ 
to a deadly Sound, which her Paid perceiving, laboured to Kevive 
her again: In the mean time Pollipus went to Par iſmus, and hav⸗ 
ing ſolemnly taken, their leave of the King and Queen, who endu- 
red their departure with g2eat heavineſs, haſted to their Ships, 
launched into the Pain, and with a pꝛoſpersus gale, failed towards 
Theſſaly with Joyful Hearts, the wiſhed place of all their Hopes. 
- Frenetta being revived from her Tante, and miſfing 2 
| m 
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whom the thought auredly had been by her, fell into an extream 
exclamation of his diſcourtelie, inſomuch that her Bꝛothers hear⸗ 
ing her rage, demanded the cauſe of her Bozrom, which the pꝛe⸗ 
ſentty told unto them, (as hath ben befoze declared :) This raſh⸗ 
neſs of hers, her 1B2others repꝛoved with ſuch bitter terme, as that 
her care fo2 Pollipus Disdain, did not ſo much grieve her, as their 
unkindneſs; and the multitude of ſozrows and vexations ſo over⸗ 
came her careful and tender Heart, that foꝛ ever after he continu⸗ 
ed in Pevpetual Grclamations againſt her cruel Deſtinies, that 
with extremity of grief ſhe became Lunatick, and bereft of ſenſe, 
and ſo ended her Life. | 

This miſhap rok ſuch a ferrour to old Antiochus, and his 
Nuns Veart,that within ſhozt ſpace, as by the firſt coming ol the 
Knights, they had received their joyful Liberfy, ſo by their laſt 
Departure, they received the cauſe of their Death ; leaving their 
Two Sons to Rule-the Iſland, who governed the ſame with ſuch 
Peaceable quietneſs,that within ſhoꝛt ſpace it gꝛew tobe as Famous 
as ever it had been in the firlt beginning of their Fathers Reign.

| Ariſmus (having a p2oſperous Gale) within few Days landed 
| P on the Theſſalian Shoꝛe, and ſeeing himſelf ſo ſafely arrived 
with the P2inceſs Laurana, ſaluted her with many kind Em⸗ 
bꝛaces, the likewiſe was much delighted to behold her Native Coun- 
fry, where her dear and careful Parents Lived, unto whom ſhe 
ſhould bzing unſpeakable Comfozt. Pollipus was alſo animated 
to comfoꝛt by an inward perſwaſion to hear ſome news of his Vio- 
letta, and Violetta was affected with no lels gtadnefs than any of 
the reſt, in that ſhe was ſo happily returned with the wazthy 
Knight pollipus, and the remembzance of her Parents ſight, which 
the much deſired to enjoy, that their Joys pi all ſides were ſo ex- 
ceeding, that there wag no Perſon whatſoever, but had his heart 
fully repleniſhed with gladneſs every way. 

When they were landed, Pariſmus determined fo ſend a Meſlen⸗ 
ger to the City of Thebes, with repoꝛt of their Health and hap⸗ 
py arrival, which Poilipus ſeeing, defired to execute the ſame, and 
Arming himſelk in Azure Armo? , beſet with Stars of Gold, 
gallantly mounted, with his Spear in his Reſt, 8 | 
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the City; and as he rode along the Streets, multitudes of People 
fozſook their Buſineſs and Youſes fo behold him, and noteing his 


gallant P2opoztion, thereby remembꝛed the want of the Ualtant 
- Pariſmus, that their Hearts were affected with a wonderful per- 
ſwaſton, that either it was himſelf, o2 ſome happy Pellenger that 
bꝛought god Tydings of his ſafety, that by Infinite Pultitudes 


they followed after him to the Court, being deſirous to know the 


"cauſe ot his coming. 


Pollipus com ing to the Pallace, beheld a wonderful alteration 
there ſince their Departure, fo? all were attired in Pourning 
Weeds, and everp thing ſemed to chew a ſign of Dadneſs, When 
Dionyſius had knowledge that there was a Knight had bꝛought a 


: Meſſage unto him, he could not judge of whence it might be, foz 
that he was in Armoz2, and rather fok him to be a Herauld of 


Arms, than one that b2ought Peace. 


Dinner being ended, he was bꝛought into the great all, where | 


was Queen Olivia, the King and Queen of Hungaria, the P2ince 
of Sparta, with the young new Parried Nueen Clariana, Daugh- 
ter to the Bing of Hungaria, the Loꝛd Remus, who had lately Mar⸗ 
ried the Lady iſabel/a, and divers others of great account. 

When Pollipus was entred the pꝛeſence Chamber, humbling him⸗ 
ſelf upon his knee, he uttered theſe ſpeeches: Moſt High, and 
Mighty King, J bzing you news of the ſafety of your Pighneſs 
Daughter Laurana, who at this inſtant with her Eſpouſed Loꝛd 
Pariſmus remaineth in god Health, humbly ſaluting your Pajeſty 
in all Duty by me: The pare by this time in the Plains of Phar⸗ 
ſalia, addꝛeſũng themſelves towards the City, where within ſhoꝛt 
fpace they intend to arrive. Dionyſius having heard this Peſlage, 


delivered, to2k him by the hand, and embꝛaced him, ſaying. 


Worthy Knight, quoth he, thou haſt brought me ſuch happy 
news, that I can hardly believe I ſhall ever be ſo happy, as to live 
to ſce them, neither be thou offended at my incred-iliry, for my 
misfortune hath been ſuch, as I cannot any way rely upon the cer- 


tainty of any thing; With. which Wozds the tears itod in his 


pes: But Pollipus lifting up his Bever, ſatd : 
My Lord, upon my Honour, that which | report, is moſt true. 
Dionyſius knowing him; with g2cat joy embꝛaced him, and fo 
did the Nucen and all the rect, who on a ſudden could not ſuffici- 


ently tell how to expreſs their joy, but yielded all kind and o⸗

177 


nourable Behaviour that might be to welcome him : This riews 
was ſon ſpzead throughout the Court and City, and the King, 
and almolt all in general, went pꝛeſently fozthfomeet them: The 
Courtiers rejoyced, the Citizenscauſed Bonefires-fo be made, the 
Bells rung, the Dꝛums and Trumpets ſounded, yea, ſuch mtrth 
and rejoycing was on all ſides, as is not to be expꝛeſſed. 
Dionyſius with great joy went to meet his Childꝛen, being ac⸗ 
cdmpanied with the King of Hungaria, the Prince of Sparta, and 
many other Knights and Gentlemen, belonging to the King of Hun- 
garia, that attended Clariana, arid they had not rode far from the 
City, but they met with them, where the King lovingly embꝛaced 
Pariſmus and Laurana, who Reverently kneeled at his Feet, and 
with Tears pꝛoteeding from the exceſs of exceeding joy, welcomed 
their return: and therefo2e he uttered unto them theſe fÞeeches, 
Welcome my dear Son, your happy arrival hath baniſhed my 
former hearts ſorrow, and as by your departure and News of your 
misfortunes our heavineſs increaſed, fo by your proſperous arrival, 
our hearts are repleniſhed with joy ; I ſee your vertues ſtil] over- 
maſters adverfe miſery, and whatſoever is in your cuſtody, is ſafe- 
ly protected from calamity ; My gladneſs for your return I cannot 
expreſs, becauſel feel my ſelf ſurprized with exceeding delight. 
When he had ended theſe Speeches, he took Laurana by the hand, 
and with great joy embꝛaced her: Each Noble Perſonage having 
ſaluted Pariſmus, and welcomed their return in conrtecus ſoꝛt, 
they entred the City, where they were entertained with all the 
State that might be, every Subject expꝛeſiſng their joy : The 
Streets, Windows, and Mouſe⸗tops, and every place were ſofil- 
led with People, that there was almoſt no paſſage left them to 
paſs to the Palace. * 
Violetta àmongſt all the reit, beheld her careful Father ſtanding: 
at his Doo2 weeping, to ſee the mirth all enjoyed but himſelf, who

Dionyſkas cauſed molt rich Meat to be pꝛovided foꝛ their repaſt, an 
in the mean time cauſed Pariſmus to fit by him, and Laurana by her 
Mother, accompanied by Clariana and Iſabella, thꝛee of the faireſt 
Creatures that ever Epe beheld, Then 
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Then Pariſmus at the requelt of the King, repeated the whole: 

manner of their miſadventure from the beginning of their Ship- 

wack until their return, with. ſuch exceeding Commendations of 

the Noble Ualour and exceeding kindneſs he had found in Pollipus, 

that all admired and applauded his Uictozies, and then he uttered 
theſe Speeches. 

Poſt Noble Father, by the Ualour of my Friend Pollipus, have 
we eſcaped the Danger we fell into, therefoze , J beſeech your

hearing his Speeches, roſe from his Beat, and embzaced Pollipus 
with grea®kinvaeſ(s, ytelding, him many Thanks. 

Thus being met, with exceeding joy on all ſides, they ſpent the 
reſt of the Day in kind Salutations; and pleaſant Communicati⸗ 
ons, each Friend. with other, except Pollipus, whoſe Yeart longed 
until he had viſited ald Andrugio, whom he found ſitting in a Chair 
bowailing his own misfoꝛtune, which ſtrok ſuch execeding ſadneſs 
to Pollipus heart, that he could endure no Company, no2 enjoy no 
quiet. Tellamor there found his Siſter, in whoſe ſearch he had 
indured many miſeries ; Barzillus was Yonourably entertained 
by Dionyſws, and richly- rewarded by Pariſmus, beſides all the 
Treaſure that ho had taken in the-1ſland of Rocks: Leda wagkind- 
ly welcomed by her Fellowes. Pariſmus ſpent the time with Dio- 
nyſius; the Ring of — — and P2ince of Sparta; Laurana 
in the company of-Clarz nd. Iſabella, and many other gallant 
Ladies, relating: hor happy eſcape out of misfoztune. Pollipus 
only gave his mind to all Sozrow and Peniivenefs, induring the 
abſence ol Violetta with much Gꝛief, and ſeeing that he couldhear

Friends Pꝛoſperity: Dionylius hearing his Requeſi, was ſoꝛry ſo

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fon, neither will it J hope, delight your Pajeſty fo ſæ my G2ief, 
which J cannot by ng means avoid; therefoze J beſæch your High⸗ 
neſs not to vouchſafe me any further Yanour, but to let me have 
your Gꝛant to depart, who have already ſufficiently taſted of your

Pariſmus ſeeing Pollipus intent, uſed all manner of friendly and 
kind Perſwaſions that might be to diſlwade him from his purpoſe, 
but he molt earneſtly entreated fo2 his Conſent, foꝛ his Peart was 
ſo oppꝛeſt with care, that no other thought could take place in his 
- Fancy, that very ſhortly be determined to begin his Travels, 
Violetta ſeeing that now oꝛ never was the time to Mork his 
and her own Content, reſolved to diſcover her ſelf, and to that 
end carefully attended him all that Day, fearing leſt he would de⸗

HDollipus then tack ber moſt lovingly in his Arms, notcſfcring 
other behaviour then his pꝛemife did permit; yet he Was in doubt | 
ill, and could not be quiet until he had aſcd ſuch means (yet ar 
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from diſhonour) as thereby he found he was a. Uirgin, and no 
Page, and therefoze aſſured himſelf it was Violetta; then folding 
her delicate Body in his Arms, which he had oftentimcs. befoze em-- 
bꝛaced, but not with ſuch kindneſs, baniſhing all ſadneſs from his 
ſozrowful heart, with. ſweet and delightful content he embꝛaced 
her with that kindneſs that long lovers enjoy when as they ſo hap- 
pily meet, ſpending the reſt of the night in pleaſant cemmunica⸗ 
tion and remembzances of their fo2mer kindneſles, which augmen- 
ted their joys to an exceeding height: Dftentimes. Pollipus would 
have exceeded the Limits of. his fozmer pꝛomiſe, but the reſerved it 
fo2 the moꝛe Honourable Delight of their Nuptial Bed, uling ma⸗ 
np other ſpecches, ſuch as true and loyal kindnelles. 

Thus theſe two kind Lovers ſpent the time, Violetta account- 
ing her ſelf moſt happy to enjoy fo conſtant a friend, as ſhe had 
found him by many certainties in his Travels, and he eſteemed 
himſelf as happy to be beloved of Violetta, that had not refuſtd to

Pariſmus envuring. much heavineſs fo2 his friends departure, 
could hardly give one minutes reſt to his troubled heart, therefoze 
he was early up with intent to perſwade Pollipus if he cquld, from 
undertaking his journey, - and p2cſenfly after theſe two Lovers

Wy Lo2d (quoth Pollipus) J muſt confeſs J am fo fluggith to. 
be found fleping at this time, whilſt my mind ſhould be buſted with 
moꝛe weightier matters: Inder d, acco2ding to your ſaying, my 
Lo2d, I think J have embꝛaced ſome Goddeſs, oz a moꝛe Divine 
creature; foꝛ my fozmcr Reſolution is diſſolved quite, and my 
heart at moze reſt than ever it hath been; fo2 my dear Violetta hath 
been ſo kind as fo viſit me this night, ſhewing my heart that cauſe. 
of jop, as foz ever whillt J live, J ſhall account my ſelf bound 
unto her, and-becauſe your Yonour hath both been acquainted with 
my Love and all my intenfs, and have vouchſafed me that favour 
which J ſhall never requite, J will ſhew vou the cauſe of my glad⸗ 
neſs ; Violetta hath diſguiſed her ſelf, and been with us in our Tra⸗ 
vels, and went under the name of Adonius, but now hath viſco-

Pariſinus hearing his Spe ches, called her favour to remembꝛance, 
and fon knew her to be Violetta, wondzing that in ſo long time 
that ſhe went in the diſguiſe of a Page, he could never perceive the 
ſame, noꝛ once ſuſpect it, which affeaed his heart ercedingly with 
joy; and taking him by the Hand, they both walked together o 
the Pꝛinceſs, who greatly rejoyced at this happy News, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſently tommanded Leda to carry Apparel unto her, and all things 
neceſſary, which ſhe pꝛeſently executed, and at her coming found 
Violetta newly awaked, who told her that the P2inceſs Laurana 
had ſent her that Apparel, which Violetta kindly accepted.

Pariſmus now determined to take his journey by Land, the rather 
for that Laurana toulunot bzook the Deas. rhe paſſage being long 
a d dangerous, that within few days, Pariſmus having with him 
Laurana, Pollipus, Violetta, Tellamor, Barzillus, and two hun- 
died Rnighes beſides; being alſo honourably accompanied on ward 
on their Jormny, by Dionyſins, Olivia, the King of Hungaria, the 
Printe of Sparta, and his telobed Clariana, Lozd Remus, and the 
Lady Iſabella, with thouſands of the Citizens of 1 hebes, lekt the 


bounds of Theſſaly, to the epcecding griek of all, etre 
| | ing 
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King and Queen, whoſe-farewels were expzeſt with exceeding ſoz- 
rows, and hearts repleniſhed with ſadneſs, whoſe care fo2 their wel⸗ 
fare, and pꝛapers fo2 their pzoſpercus ſucceſs, were uttered with 
abundance of tears.

And moft dear Friends (quoth he) as my ſelf J eſteem you, an 
A aſſure you, vou are as welcome hither, as J am; fo2 your kind- 
neſs hath deſerved ſuch good eſtimatfon-and recompence, that Jam 
not able to requite. And dear Friend Pollipus, my faithful Part- 
ner in woe, make you account of all mine as your own, fo2 you de- 
ſerve all kind eſtima ; ion and friendſhip of me, whom vou have infi- 
nitely bound unto you in the faithful bonds of affection, 

The Bohemians ſoon had knowledge ok their arrival, and by in- 
finite Troops came to meet em. Among the reft, Anceſtes an 
antient Noble-man, deſired Pariſmuso bouchſafe him ſuch honour, 
as to grace his pooz Manſion. with his pꝛeſence, and to accept of his 
un woꝛthy entertainment, to refreſh hi nſelf afcer his tedioug Tre: 
vels. Whole kind offer Pariſmus accepted : where he,and the Pzin- 
tels Laurana were ſo Honourably entertained, as that ſhe, and rhe 
reſt thar were Strangers, exceedingly marvelled thereat. 
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The aged King and Queen, having Intelligencsthat Pariſmus 
was arrived in ſafety, caſt off their habit of ſadneſs, and baniſhe3 
care, which long had tozmented them: and with erceeding joy, un⸗ 
wonted State, and inexplicable Majeſty, werr kozth to meet him, 
Ropally accompanyed with Gallant Troops of Eſtates.

fires were made in the ſtreets, Bells rung in all Churches, and 
Triumphs in the Court: ſome welcomed them wich gikts, ſome 
with mirth, ſome with praiſes, and all with joy and erceeding re: 
joytings ; which my dulled Pen is altogether unable to expꝛels: 
the King and Queen erceedingly rejoycing in their Sons bertuous 
choice, and the pꝛeſente of the Beautiful- Laurana. 

Laurana was affected with great delight to ſee their kindneſs,and 
Pariſmus had his fill of content: and all in general greatly admi⸗ 
red Laurana's beauty, and did their beſt to welcome and entertain 
the whole Company that cane wich her, with all courteſle: Inſo⸗ 
much that the Bohemian Court (which lately ha been darkned with 
the miſts of ſoꝛrow) was now beautiffted with the pleaſant Allem.

Pariſmus, and behold the Pzinceſs Laurara ; in which place they 
continue many days after. But Foztune, whole conſtancy was 
never permanent, at an inſtant diſpa3ſſeſſed their content. 

Pollipus and Violetta, upon a day walkt fozth fo: Recreation, halt 
a mile from the Court into a moſt pleaſant and ſhady green Wood, 


which by reaſon of the coolneſs, and abundance of (weet ſmelling 
| Ih flowers, 
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flowers, wherewith it was atozned, and by Natural eight was [d 
paved, with rhe alliſtance of little twigs and ſpꝛayes, that neither 
the heat of the Sun, noz'vehemency of the Winds could moleſt it, 
that the place ſeemed to add eaſe to their delight; where they loving- 
ly ſat down, recreating themſelves in great pleaſure, till at [aſk 
they fell both aſleep, in the midſt ol which lumber, a ravenous wild 
Bear that haunted thoſe Woods, whom extream hunger had kozted 
to wander lo near the Court, winded them, and guided by unlucky 
Fate, came to the place where they lay, ready to ſeize upon the tender 
tody of Violetta, Who at that very inſtant (by pꝛovidente) awaked, 
and eſpying the ugly Bear, ſuddenly ſhzieked ; Pollipus amazed 
with her cry, ſtarted up, and dzew out his Swozd, and reſcuing her 
from the Bears violence, purſued him with luch rigour and dexteri⸗ 
ty, that the Bear being grievoully wounded, ſhun'd his blows, and 
made haſte to getaway from him; bur he intending to win honour

Pollipus having with much travel lain. the Bear, ſmote off his 
Head, and intending to pzeſent the ſame to his Lady, returned ts 
the place where he lekt her, and miſling her, could not tell what rg 
think, being pꝛelently perlwaded that þe was gone to ſcek him, 
wherewith he was wzapt into an extream perplexity and doubt; 
fearing t hat if he ſhould yo to the Court to ſeek her, ſhe might in the 
mean time wander out of the way, and ſtray into danger: Contra- 
rily he thought. T hat if he ſhould ſcek her in the Wood, and ſhe be 
in the Court, his long tarriance might bzing her in ſome fear of his 
perſon, ſo that in his paſſion he could not tell what to think of. Ar 
laſt calling her with a loud voice by her name, and not hearing her 
anlwer, he ran with all rhe ſpeed that might be to the Court, with 
the Bears head upon his Swo2d point; where being come, he en⸗ 
qui red ił any (aw his Lady return? but ſhe was not there to be heard 
of : which made him thzow down the Bears head, and return 
towards the Wood again; which range behaviour of his, dꝛove all 
the Courtiers (but eſpecially Pariſmus) into a wonderful doubt. 
The Pꝛince an en Bead, and heating ſome news 7 cw | 
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letta's abſence, preſently mounted upon a goodly Hozſe, and with all 
haſte rode that wav Pollipus went; Tellamor, Earzillus, and many 
Knights belldes went after him, not knowing the cauſe or their hafte. 
* Tye Pzince having overtaken him, demanded if any harm had be⸗ 
fallen to Violetta? My Loꝛzd (replyed he) as ſhe and J lay ſtim- 
bering in the-IMood, the Bear (whoſe Head Þ bzought to the Court) 
was going to ſeize upon her; but the, wirh a grievous thytek awaked 
me, whereupon J purſued him until Phad llain him, and returning 
to the plate where J lekt my dear Lady, the was gone, neither can 
I ſuppoſe whether, unlels ſhe be wandzed to leek me: the haſte J made 
was to tome back to find her. Do ſo, quorh the Pꝛince, and my ſelf 
and theſe Knights, will ſearch the Wood thꝛoͤng hour: whereupon

Violetta in the mean time (fill wandzing on without regard whi⸗ 
ther ſhe went : her fear perl wading her that ill ſhe heard Pofipus's 
blows, and the Bear going right befoze her, that with as much ſpeed 
as ſhe could, ſhe ran quite out of the Mood, but yet not ſeeing him. 
By this time the Night appꝛoached, which dzove her into an er- 
teeding fear of his welkare, and her own danger: fox ro go back by

Now at this very time (J know not by what unlucky Definy)

Violetta kindly thanked him fo2 Lis courteſie, who preſently 
mounted her behind one of his Servants, giving him ſecret warn: 
ing io convey. her to his own Caſtle, which was ſcituated fn the 
Mountain, hitnſelf took her Scarf, which he laid he would deliver 
unto her Husband, as a token of her ſafety : whereupon he . departed 
back again into the Wood, and toze the ſame into many pieces, here 
ſcattering one, and their confuſedly caſting another: and then in 
all haſte rode away to his Caſtle. All this was effected befoze any of 
the, Bohemian Knights were come, by which-means their diligent. 
ſearch was in vain, which dzove Pollipus to. ſuch an extaſle of ſozrow, 
that he was almoſt mad, whom the Pzince comkozted with many 
comfoztable Speeches, till he utiered theſe Speeches: 

Oh, my Lo2d, never ſhall quiet polleſs this Bzeaſt, reſt give eaſe 
to my Body, noꝛ ſleep refreſh my Senſes, until J have found my 
Beloved, whoſe Love is my Life, whoſe ſafery is my Welfare, and

cd ule, which when Pariſmus beheld, he took him in his arms, ſaying, 

Moſt noble Knight, where is now pour patience, wherewith peu 
wonted to endure ertreamities? Mo doubt fot all this, but Violet- 
ta ig well, only wandered out of the way, and gotten to ſome houſe 
where we ſhall hear of her to mozrow: then comfo2t your (elf, £5) 
be you ellured no harm hath bekallen her. 

Oh my Lozd, quoth he, my vertuous Violetta, my conſtant kriend, 
the trueſt love that ever Knight enjoped, is periſhed : hat com⸗ 
kozt, what qulet, what reit, what content. Whar reſpice. oz what cal, 
can J give to my troubied mind ſince ſhe is lallen into mw the 
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Pureſt Lady that ever lived ? Bow can J recover this loſs ? How 
tan J plague my ſelf ſuffictently foz my miſdeeds ? Thece woods con⸗ 
demn me, her Ghoſt accuſerh me, and all che Wozlv will hate me. 
Miſery 'waitcth my ſteps, Soꝛtuw pincheth my heart, Ezief come 
peileth me, and Care kozceth me to be thus impatient : Whilt J 
ffand here, we may be endangered: whilſt Jam neyligent the wild 
Beatts may devour her: then ſtay me nor, foꝛ Jam reſolved either to. 
find her o2 loſe my Life ; and with great fury flung into the Wood. 

The Pzince ſreing his ſozrow and miſhap, ood like one in a 
Trance, not knowing how noz which way to remedy the leaſt of theſs 
Evils, and in that heavy eftate he returned to the Court with this 
ſad news, which turned all their joy into ſozrow, eſpecially Laura- 
na ; andall in general that had knowledge of Violetta's vertues, 
made great lamentation fo? ber loſs.

th great ſpeed Archas'g Servants haſted toward 
their Walters Caſtle, and ſoon arrived there, befoze 
DN > 2 W whoſe coming, their Maſter had cauſed every thing 
A274 to be pꝛepared in goodozder koꝛ Violecta's enter: , 
AY tafnment, who being entred, perceived her ſelf 
2 to be ina ſtrange place, which dꝛobe her into an 
extream fr; and enquiring why they had not conveyed her into 
the Bohemian Court, they told her, (being infkructed befoze)rhar they 
had miſtaken their Waſters meaning; and withal intreated her to 
pardon them, and alſo to be a means to paciſie his wꝛath, who (they 
were aſſured) would be greatly offended wirh them; which wozds 
altered her fear, and added ſome comfozt to her mind. 

Pꝛeſently two Gentlewomen welcomed her with great courteſie, - 
perſwading her to remit all care until Archas's return, who was ſo 
honourable and vertuous a Knight, as the need not any way doubt 
of his diligence.

daunted reſolution, that he would not refuſe to cope with him ik he 
were a Efant, and when Corus beheld *fm in that readtnelg, he rode 
up unto him, and uttered there Speeches: 
Knight, J like well thy kozwardnels, and commsad thy reſolu⸗ 
tion, but bekoze thou departeit from hence, thou ſhalt repent thy folly

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pHPariſmenos then anſwered, It J repent me the wozſt will v 
mine, but if Jam not anus, thy folly will be greateſt; kor know, * 
ſalittle regard thy ſpeeches, that J ac count them riditulous, and this 
time ſpent in pꝛaſt te too tedious, with that Chrus went back, and 
Pari ſmenos retired himlelk to take his carier, wich was: perfoꝛmed 
ſo Gallantly, that when they torh met, they bzeke their Laur ces in 
pleces, and paſſed by without. harm, and then drawing thelr Swords, 
they began a moſt terrible Figyr, lometimes offen- ing and ſomc⸗ 
times defending, white continued lo long that their Armour began 
to yield to their ficrce blows, and the blood to iſſue from their deep 
wounds; in which conflict rhep-continued:togecher- koz rhe ſpace of 
an hour, without any diſadvantage on either party, lemetimes ta- 
king bzeath, and then again redoubling their blow with freſh cou⸗ 
rage, inſomuch that Corus fretting at his enemies balour, and cal⸗ 
ling to mind his foꝛmer ſpeeches, ftruek ſo mighty a blow at him, 
that the foꝛce thereof made him ſtagger, which blow turned Pariſme- 
nos's ſenſes into (uch wꝛath, that heabing himſelf in his -Stirrops, 
Le ſtrutk Corus ſo lull upon the Creſt that he was aſtoniſhed there⸗ 
with; but notwithſtanding with quick Courage he (con recovercd 
his Memozy again, pꝛoſecuting his blows with ſuch! koztitude, that 
both their Mozſes and Armour were colourcd with the blood that 
iffucd from their wound s, lothok them waxing ſaint, vet ntither of 
them willing to pield; ſometimes one dziving his enemy back, and 
he again returning with new courage.

kle in Armour, kollowed to the plece, ond all that while ſecretly 
Mꝛouded hiniſclf to behold the Combat, and ſeeing the danger Corus 
Wag in, delired Par iſme nos to ſpare his Life, who at his tequeſt 
pꝛelently deſiſted. | 
Amalenugghen cauſed his Knights to take up Corus, who was 
fain from his Hozſe in a Trance, but when he had received freſh 
Air, he imnedſatcly came to himſelf egain; but when he * the

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Duke pꝛeſent, and his Er.emy mounted, remaining in good eſtate» 
his heart: was ready to burſt wich inward griek, which malicious 
rancour ſo filled up his ſenſes, that curſing himb elk and his ill kaz⸗ 
tune, he gabe up te Ghoſt. | 
Farewel (quoth the Duke) the moſt pꝛoudeſt and-diſcourteous 
Bnlght that ever lived in Thrace, thyinſolent, malicizug, and diC- 
contented envy, hath wzought thy own overchzow : And mit No- 
ble Knight (quoth he to Pariſmeno-). F both honour pour valour, 
and applaud your yicto2y, wherein you hade behaved pour ſelf ſo va⸗ 
liantly, that I ſhall fo2 ever love youth; and fince pou remain Ui: 
oz, J pꝛap return with me to have your wounds cured. . Pariſme- 
nos himbvlp thanking him, departed, and the reſt or Amaſenus 
bis Knights took up Corus's dead body, and buried it with grear 
ſalemnity. | 
Alter Corus's Death; the Knights that envfed Pariſmencs, now 
began to imagine that this Knight would darken all their Slogp, 
and. the moze account they made of him, the moze their malicious 
enby encreaſed, that they deviſed all the means they could to pꝛoture 
hs death, whatſoever enſued thereon, waiting all oppoztunities; 
but he having his wounds fully cured, betook himſelf again to his 
wonted Exerciſes, which was ſoinetimcs to manage the ſturds 
Steed, and lometimes to diſpozt himlelk in company of his unknown 
Enemies, amongſt the Ladies and Gentlewomen, who liked his be: 
haviour ſo well, that they eſteemed the Thracian Knights behaviour 
tude in reſpect of his, all commending him ſo highly, that. his wont 
Enemies okten heard their Speeches, which wzought luch a violent . 
effect of rancoꝛ, that no thought could harbour in their wicked byeats, - 
but Tragical devices to wozk his downfal. | 

One amongſt rhe reſt that was a near Kinſman to Corus, Argalus 
by name, was molt fo: ward in this Exploit, who to further his in⸗ 
tent with one Themides, diſſembling a friendly. countenance, in- 
ſinuated themſelves into his familiarity, uſing. much kind behaviour 
towards him, and entertaining lim with great courreſie, that: be 
eſteemed of their kriendchip, taking delight in their company, often⸗ 
impari ing his letrets unto them, making them pꝛiby to all his actons 

Argalus upon a time cane to Pariſmenos, telling bim, That a 
Squire of his had found anitghty Wild Bear, and could bzing them 
unto his Den, dcliting his company to go with them, to chale him.

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Pariſmenos hearing his Speethes, was very kozward, and the 
next mozning told him, that he would meer him in the midſt of the 
Foꝛreſt by the Pools ũde, and early the next moͤꝛning, he got up ac 
co2ding to his appointed hour: Being ready to depart his Chamber,

were not beft to go at all: Then again, he began to think, Ar-

. miſhap ? All theſe doubts would not ſtay him, but Aming himſelf 


refolved-ro endure all miſchantes, and therekoze departed to the Pool. 
By the way as he rode, he met a Damzel potting towards him 
wirh great ſpeed, wzinging her hands, and mal ing great lamenta- 
tion. Pariſmenos marvelling at her ſozrow, demanded the kaule 
riereof ? Sir Knight (quoth ſpe) as J was going unto Ditke Ama- 
ſenus?'s Court, carrying a Letter and a Pfeſent, unto a range 
Knight that lately artived there, by the wap J met with two

That intereſt J 
have (quoth he) as all Knights ſhould have, which is to ſuccour di⸗ 
ſtreſſed Damſels: Whereupon turning his Yozſe to take ſcope fo2 
his Kate, he ran at one of them ſo fo2cibly, that he overthꝛew him 
backwards, who by misfo2rune in the fall , bꝛoke one of his Arms - 
The other ſ&fng his fellows miſchance, aſſailed him pꝛelently with 
his Swoꝛd dꝛawn, whom he reſiſted with much valour, and wound- 
ed him ſo grievouſly, that he fearing his Death , and ſeeing none 
come to reſcue him, was jult ready to yield. But at that very inſtant

By this time, the two Knights lately come, both at once aſſailed |

Knight, if thou art well give over, otherwiſe know that notwith⸗ 
ſtanding my ſhew of flight, it is the leaſt thought of my intent, but 
now Jam determined to try out with thee, ts the uttermoſt. 

No, diſſembling Tbracian, (quoth he) it were a fin unpardona- 
ble to let ſo wicked a Uillian live any longer, that art not woꝛthy of 
Knighrhood, much leſs to be eſteemed amongſt Men: Was. it thy 
policy thus to betray my Like? It J be not mittaken, J ſhould know 
thee by thy voice , and thy name is Argalus, my counterfeit friend :

her Cweet body: and though he knew Pollipus was living, and heard 
the lamentations that Violetta made, which was able to extenuate 
any Tyzanous diſpoſition,, yer teperſiſted till in his Devilliſh reſo« 
lution, that neither regarding Laws Humane oz Divine, he fill 
fought out ſecret oppoꝛtuntties to diſhonour her: and on a time, ob⸗ 
ſerving when ſhe went into the Dzchard, as the was wont, in the 
midſt of her lent cogftations, he came to the place where ſhe lat, 
whoſe heart began to kaint with fear, and coming. unto her, he ut; 
tered theſe Speeches: | 
- ©" Pou know dear Lady, how long J have ſued to obtain your love, 
being compelled thereto by the extremity of my paſſion, that boylerh 
in my troubled byeaſt : but hirherrs you have hardned your hears 
againſt me, and vouchlated not toyteld any yitty to my diſtreſs, but 
contrary to the kind Nature that ſhould abound in you, ſeem not at 
all to regard my-paſſion, whieh bꝛeeds ſoꝛrow to my toꝛment. Now 
ſweet Lady, ſeeing with what Devotion J have attended your liking, 
defer me no longer, but let me obtain that wyich I have ſo long 
looked foz, which would both eaſe. my heart, and remedy thole ſoz⸗ 
rows vou ſo impatiently endure. | | 
Voioletta hearing his Speeches, made him this anſwer, Sir, Y 
have already told you my refolurfon, which was ſufficient to ſatisſie 
any reaſonable Man; beſides, my Uows paſt to my dear Knight 
Pollipus, have bound me from yielding my ſpotleſs: Honour, to be 
ſtained wirh the blot ol infamp;. Then J may leave off to pꝛoſecute 
your ſuit, which vou ground upon loves foundation; being indeed no . 
thing but the ſülthy concupiſcence of thy Luſt ; rhe remembzance 
whereof adderh new care to my painful heart, and every day affright⸗ 
eth me: with diſcontent : and if you do lo much regard my content, 
as you pꝛetend pou do, deſiſt to trouble me with pour love, and give 
ms leave to depart from hence; that J may ſpend the reſt of my days:

- "Whcn- he bad ended cheſe ſpeeches, .be caught ber in bis Arms, 
Impzinting a Lalcivious kils upon her ſweer Cozral Lips; rwining 
her Golden Locks about his rough. Fingers, and boldly handling 
her Jvoꝛp Bzealts, offering other fo;ced behaviours In the mean 
time Violetta ſtrived to get from him, which when ſhe had obtained, 
caſing a dildaintkul look upon him (lite as Diana caſt upan the wo⸗ 
ful Acteon) with her Theeks ag red as Scarlet, ſpe ad: 
Pilcourteous Uillain, hath my lenity enkozced thee to olker me 
this abuſe? Oz is thy mind ſofar krom pitty, that thou wilt not 
deut from pꝛoſetuting thy Debillich. Auct? Know this, that ra⸗ 
ther than J will yield my Honour to be blemiched by thee, J will ra: 
ther tear my Eyes out of my Head, and end my wolul Like. Js:this 
the friendſhip thou didſt pzoteſt? as it thy policy io entice me hi- 
ther to dich rwur me? Hadſt thou lect me in the place where J lolf 
my Knight, then Þ mfght have been happen, ik ſome di d Beaſt had 
deboured me: J now percctve that all the behaviour thou haſt uſed 
unto me, hach been deceitful; toy no deubt kut Pollipus is alive, 
and in good kealth, whom thou thinkeſt to vihanour, by deſpoyling 
me ok that whlch J pꝛeler de koʒ him; accurled wzerch that J was;

Archas hearing himſelf ſo rebiled, abandoned ſhame and pity, vio-

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Violetta ſeeing her ſelf thus abuſed, laboured by all the means ſhe - 
could to diſappoint him of his will; but in the end, feeling her lelt 
unable to refit him, ſhe yielded kozth ſuch 2ieks, that all rhe Taſtle 
ſounded with the noiſe thereof. Sorana hearing the cry of Violetta, 
and knowing the Walks that ſhe uſed, came thitherwards, but Ar- 
chas beholding her, withdzew himlelf, and Violetta roſe from. the 
place, tired with extream vexation, and (woln with grief, to be ſs 

ſelp ufed : to whom Sorana ſaid, How is it Lady! what cauſet 

. pour fo2row ? Hath Archas offered you any violence ? - 

Violetta hearing her ſpeeches, with the tears ſanding in her eytg, 
laid, ea, that Uillain Archas would have Rabiſhed me, had you 
not ſo foztunately come to mp reſcue, but J think Divine pꝛovidente 
bath ſent- you. hither ſo happſly, to pzeſerve my honour, whoſe baſe 
mind is fraught with all villany ? Accurſed be the day that ever he 
bzought me to this hateful place, to fall into his loathſome power, 
that contrary to Nature offers me this outrage. Sweet Sorana, 
quoth ſþe,..convey me ſecretly into the Caſtle, that J may no moze 
behold him, but in ſozrow end my like. Sorana taking her by the 
Arm, led her to her Chamber, and Archas ſeeing himſelf thus fru: 
ſtrated ok his intent, went into the Caſtle, vowing in his heart ne:

Violetta being come to her Chamber, declared to Sorana how 
Archas had uſed her, intreating her Counſel how to avoid his luit, 
which the knew he would fill pzoſecure ; but Sorana uttered to her 
theſe Speeches :

When Violetta had heard ou: theſe Speeches, ſhe pzomſſed to do 
all things accoꝛding to hercounfel,if ſhe meant faithfully, the which 
Sorana allured her of by many pꝛoteſtations, and ſs left her in fone 
comfo1t, hoping by this means to be rid of her impudent Lover. 

As loon as Sorana was departed, ſhe pꝛelently went to Archas, 
(pꝛicked fozward wit has great a foul Luft, as tonſiſted fn him, any 
told him, that ſhe had talked with Violetta about his fuit, which he 
was perſwaded ſhe would pjeld unto, but that che was fo baſhful, 
and by pour Sperches you have rather hardned her, than any way 
mollified her: but (quoth che) try her even now, and whatſoever ſhe 
bids you do, do you pꝛomiſe to perkoꝛm, and when vou know her 
mind, tell me what ſhe lars, and J map peradventure coynſet von 
what to dofoz your furtherance ; fo! the is worthy to be beloved, and

Archas pꝛelently put her counſel in pꝛactiſe, and tame to Violet- 
tas Chamber (who was then ſtudying how to rid her (elf from his 
odious cucody) and very kindly laluted her, craving pardon koz his 
laſt oience, excuũng himſeif by many reafons, altedging ſo many 
perl waltons, that the could not in reafon dend hig requeſt: His love 
being grounded upon the trueſt foundation of periet N 
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Violetta being ſure of Archas, with all hafte attired her ſelf in 
Sorona's apparel, which fitted her ſo well, that had Archas himſelf 
ſeen her, he would not habe known her, and taking a Ring which 
the had befoqe received, ſhe went to the Guardians, telling them Ge 
was going about Archas's occaſions, and letr the Bing with them 
es a watrant ko; her Pals; whereupon the Guardians let her go.

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Traptoz, Art thou the Gyant of this Caſtle, which hath ſtolen 
the Lady Venola ? Argalt hearing his Speeches, ſaid, J have the 
Lady Venola in my cuſtody, whom J eſteem above all the Woyld, 
but no Traytoz as thou termeſt me. pes, (quoth Pollipus) tho 
art a Traytoz, and wozſe then a Uillafn, that ollereſt violence unto 
the reliſtle s Ladles, that hath not lo much valour as to ſhew thy ſelf 
befoze an Armed Knight; but unte my Deſtiny hath allotted to 
meet thee thus conveniently, J will abate thy Pzide,.and cozrec thy 
Tyranny, and make thee repent the outrage thou halt committed. 

Argalt hearing his Speeches, wag ſo enraged, that ſuddenly he 
dew fozrh his mighty Faulchion, and (truck ſo furiouſly at him, that 
it pierced his Armour, and the. blood illued krom him mot ſþzewdly. 

Pollipus ſeeing how ere he had ſmitten him, dzew his 
Sw92 d, and revenged that blow, between whom began a terrible 

Ilgbt, which continued koz a long ſpace, gibing eachother deep 
wounds Argalt marvelling at his Enemies valeur, being never 
belae ſo ſtoutly matched, laid on his blows extream faſt : but Polli- 
pus ſomerimes avoiding one, and cunningly warding another, ill 
kept himſelf from much harm, and in the end tired Argalt; who 
freing that all his ſtrength could not diſadvanzage his Adverlary, 
withal being very weary, began to abate his blows, which Pollipus 
perceiving, gave him ſo many wounds, that he began to roar, yſeld:

Brandamor hearing the noiſe, pꝛeſently haſted to his reſcue, and 
with his Mate, ſtruck ſo full a blow upon Pollipus's Creſt, that the 
fozce thercof made him ſtagger : and Brandomer ſaid, Why offered 
thou this outrage to my Bzother ? Pollipus beholding his great pꝛo⸗ 
po2tion, and being ſomewhat dazeled with rhe blow, retired a little 
back, and having recovered his ſenſes, made this anſwer :_ _ . 

FJ will not tell thee whereofote, foz thy guilty Conſcience replear 
with bite, can bear witheſs of. thy regenerate cruelty offered to all 
that come within thy power, but eſpecially to thee fair Lady Vene- 
la, whom thou haſt in-thy.Caſtle, and J am come to redeem. 

Brandamor hearing his Sperthes, moſt cowardly aſſailed bim, 
being befoze grievoully wounded, who notwithſtanding reſiſted him 
ſo vallantly that Brandamor could hardly ſave himſelf, who. ſatd : 

Knight, A bine an 8th cherpfoze, lt thee to veld, ene 
A cþaſtiſs thy boldneſs ang further, ko: 4 de thou arr Arkade 
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wounded, and unable to withſtand my ſtrength; beſides, J ſcozn to 
cope with one already vanquiſhed, then take my offer of mercy, o $- 
weill ſoon give that body of ghine to feed the Beaſts of rhe Field. 

Vlain boaſting Monſter (quoth Polli pus) know that J dildain both 
thy kriendchip and thy pꝛofker, and will Tooner dye by thy accurſed 
hand, than yield to thy courteſie 2 therefoze do thy wozſt. 

Brandamor hearing his reſolute reply, being enraged with choler, 
ſtruck at him mof violently, but Pollipus avoiding his blow, made 
a thzuſt at him, and wounded him ſo deep, that the blood follow:d his 
Swo2d. Argalt ſeeing his Bother in ſuch danger, called kozth a 
great number of ſervants in Armour, who ruſhing all at once upon 
him, with their thzong beat him from his Hoꝛzſe, and carryed him in⸗ 
to the Caſtle, where he was unarmed, and put into a cloſe Pyiſon, 
having an old Woman to dzels his wounds. 

Early the next mozning, he was bꝛought into the Hall beloze 
Brandamor, who had Majeſtically ſeated himſelf in a Chair, and 
with flery ved Eyes uttered theſe Speeches: 

Pꝛelumptious and out⸗daring nighr, what frenzy hath cauſed thee 
to commir this unadviſed folly, whereby thou haſt incens?d my 
wꝛath againſt thee, and bzought thy ſelf in danger? wherein have J 
w2onged thee, that thou ſhouldeſt offer ro moleſt me?

Then he hꝛought him into a goodly Hall, hung wirh antient 
Cloaths of Tapeſtry; out of which he went into a moſt pleatane 
Gallery, furniſhed with all ſozts of moſt beautikul Pictures of ex⸗ 
ccllent wozkmanſhip, from whence he went into a Chamber of great 
largenels, ſo rarely furniſhed, that Pollipus mardelled at the riches 
thereof, at the end whereof ſat Venola, with her Halr hanging about 
her ſhoulders, her rich and coſtly Oznaments tozn, her Trim: 
ſon Checks beſpꝛinkled with old dꝛyed tears, and freſh dzops falling 
from her pure Eyes, leaning her Bead upon a Cuſhion , with 


ber hands hanging down folded one within another, ſeeming the

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melanchollieſt Lady that ever Epe beheld, who ſeeing Brandamof 
and Polli pus coming towards her, lit᷑ted up her Head from the place 
where the reſted it, and. careleſly let the lame fall on the Pillow a- 
gain, Pollipus ſeeing her exceeding beaufy, and withal noting her 
heavy eſtate, was ſtrucken into ſuch a ſuddain dumb, that he ſt ood like 
one in a deep udy, 

Brandamor thinking that ſhe was the Lady whom he ſought to 
redeem, ſaid, Knight, if this be che Lady thou ſeekeft to reedem, chy 
labour is in vain; fo2 her do Þ eſteem moe pꝛecious then all the 
UWo2ld, whole p2eſence J ſo highly honour,that no man living ſhall 
take her from hence, whom J adoze as much as thou, and all the 
Knights in the Wold bell des, whole love hath cauſed my lanyuiſh- 
ing tozments this long time, which now J purpoſe to enjoy, to the 
ertinguiſhing of my inward vexation, and koz her ſake J have endu⸗ 
red much travel: Then do not think Þ will now leave her compa: 
ny. tut will maintain that J am moze wozthy of her, than any 
Knight living, and am reſolved to enjoy her befo2c ſhe depart, 

Vencla hearing his great boaſting, did ſo diſtain him, that ſhe 
could not refrain from anſwering him, and riling from the ground, 
ſhe uttered theſe Speeches. - 

Impudent miſcreant, why p2eſumeſt thou ſo much ok thy ſelf, 
that art not able to perfozm any thing but bzags ? Thinkeſt thou 
my love is of fo [mall eſtimation, as to be controuled and conquer⸗ 
cd by thy vatn Speeches, o2- any wap to-xield liking to thy deteſted 
carkals: No, Z account the baleſt trull in Libya, too good to be thy 
Paramceur, much leſs my ſelf doth ſo much ſcozn thee, that J will 
ſooner murthcr mp felf, than ſuiter thee to defile me with a touch;

Brandamor hearing her voice ſound kozth ſuch bitter taunts 
againſt him, was crceedingly enraged therewith, but dillembling 
a pleaſant countenance, he departed with Pollipus. After ſome 
Speeches had palled between them, he commanded him to be conveyed

The Pꝛintes heart was bs overcome with grief ko: the {ofs of 
Violetta, and the abſence of his friend Pollipus, that day no! night, 
he could giveeaſe to his troubled head; therefoze he was relolbed te 
endure ſome travel foz their ſakes, that had ſuffered fo much koz his 
fake: and when Laurana and he were one night ſolacing rhemlelves 
fn each others Arms, he told her his full intent, deſiring her not to 
be diſconteated therewith, but to take his departure patientix. 
Laurana hearing his Speeches, was ſo overcome with grief, that 
a flood of tears ſtood in her pꝛetious eyes, and twining her tender 
Arms about his neck, impzinting aſweet Kiſs upon lis Lips, laid: 
Molt noble Lozd, are you ſo weary of my company, that you ſeck 
to eſtrange your ſelffrom me by travel? Do you think J ſhafl be 
ever able to endure pour ablente? Weil knowing how many dan: 
gers may hazard your perſon, and detain your Heabenly⸗ pꝛeſente 
from myſight ? Think you that J can remain in any quiet, with: 
dur the fruition of your good company, oz. ever let a lumber ſeize 
upon my Epes in pour abſence * No,ſweer Lozd, with your depar- 
ture, all joy and delight ſhall depart from me, and never will J ſuf: 
Fer any content to hirbour in my bꝛeaſt. Then, dear Love, do not 
withhold my contenr, do not take away my chiekeſt delight, but ſtay 
with me, and command rour Knfghts to go in Violetta g ſearch: 
who at the leaſt beck, will poſt through the Woyzld to do you ler⸗ 
vice 3 hazard nor your perkon in unknown Coantries, no amonglt 
Fozreign Enemies, which may by ſome treathery wozk your grief”: 
My lelk here will ſhꝛow'd vou from harm, my arms Gall encloſe 
you from danger, and my lobe chall be the Fozt that you ſhall con- 
quer; J will expell the lad remembꝛanre ot their lofs, with delightful 
communication ; J will rock yous Senſes with Mullck, and my 
endeaboirs ſhall labour to putchaſe your content, then do not ſeek tx 
leabe me comkłoztleſs to bewail your abſence, but abide with me (ili, 
and my Love thall ſhelter pou from all peril- Which words being 
ended; the obecfiowing ok her _ ſtopt the paſſage of her voy 
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and ſobbing fozrh many grievous fghs , ſhe hung about his Neck. 
Pariſmus being grieved to ſee her heavineſs, folding her pzecivus 
body in his Arms, with a ſweet embyace, laboured by all means: ta 
expel her ſadneſs, which when he had ſomewhat. mittigated, he lald 2. 
Why ? dear Lady, what. need you utter theſe complaints, conll- 
dering, you know nothing is ſo pꝛecious in my fight, as your at; 
trattide beauty ? 02 what need.you make Speech, oꝛ think ſuch dan: - 
gers, when you ſee no need ol diſqufer ?_ Why are -potr-ſo unwilling 
A ſhould take a little pains fo2 them, t hat would have hazarded their 
lives fo2 us? How can J excuſe mp felf ot ingratiuide to that 
courteous Knight Pollipus? It whilſt he paſſerh this time in loz⸗ 
rowſul care, I ſhould live here in eaſe, not ſeeming to regard his mi⸗ 
Cery, who. hath ſhunned no-occaſion to pꝛocure my camfozt ; hom 
will the Courtiers eſteem of me, but as an ungrateful perſon, if.J 
ſhould ſo much neglect the duty ok a Friend? . Then dear. Lady, bs 
not thou the cauſe of my ap, but let me obtain our ſweet conſent, 
expel thoſe confuſed cares that trouble pour quiet, fo nothing-can be - 
moze grievous to me, than to ſee pour ſoꝛrow, and nothing-moze; 
pleaſant to me, then to ſee you chearkul; rhe dangers incident to 
travel are eadily avoided, and be aſlured, that fo; your only ſake,. J. 
will ſhun all manner ot miſhap.. Theſe Speeches being ended, 
with ülence the gave conſent, ſpending their time in dalliance, till. 
at laſt, they fell both-alleep... 1 1 
Early the next mozning, Pariſmus with many Killed, took his - 
leave of Laurana, who bedewed her bed with abundance of tears, to 
think of his departure, and falling inte a deep paſſion of fears, 
the pꝛeſently .Carted up, and arraying her. ſelf, came down in- 
to the Caurt, wyere Pariſmus was ready t9-. rake his Hozle, 
ard running to him. caught bold ok him, who marveling therear, 
tock her moſt lovingly in his Arms, (who was ſo overcome 
with grief, that he. could not ſpeak a wozd) beſtowing tear⸗ 
wet. kiſſes on ber, he lefr her among the Malds, and depart⸗ 
&; with him were Tellamor. and Barzillus, keeping compa⸗ 
ny fome thzee days together, without any Adventure at all: 
at laſt they came. to. a. goodly Alain, whereunto a Common 
beaten path directed them, until coming into the midck thereok, 
there ſthod a B2azen Pillar, krom which parted: thzee ſeveral 
Wars.

How Pari ſnenos (called the Knight of Fame) won the chief Ho- 

nour of the Turney at the Court of the King of Thrace; and 
Having won' the King's Daughter Philena, was commanded in a 
Viſion to give her to Kemulus, 


A AKAlriſmenos (no otherwiſe known but by the Nanie 
okt tbe Knight of Fame, under which Name he 
did pads until be came to the knowledge of his Pa⸗ 
ACE FEE rents) being, as is befoze ſaid in rhe fozegoing 
IT U Chapter, conveyed by Amaſenus to his Caſtle, ſoze 
esd Wounded in the Battle he fought with Argalus 
and Themides, was ſo carefully tended by the Dukes Phyſitians, 
that within few days they bzought him to his perfec health, which 
greatly rejoyted the good Old Duke to ſee, who took great kelicity in 
bis company, fo2 the many honourable parts he ſaw abound in him ; 
and upon a time in the pꝛeſence oł all the Court, he demanded the 
cauſe of the Combat between hint and Argalus, which he requeſted 
as well to know the Truth thereof himſelf, as to ſatisfie-the ſuſpf- 
tlous minds of many that inwardly enbied the night of Fame, un · 
to whom he declared the Truth of all their Treaſon. | 
Amaſenus was glad that no cauſe of diſcontent could be conceiv« 
ed againſt him by any other of his Knights, whoenvicd him; becauſe 
hig Noble Gifrs darkned their Glozies: but pet his courteous and 
kind behaviour,in ſh02t time erpeHed their rancour, and they that bee 
foze were his Enemies, began to make good eſtimation of him; and 
bis Fame began to ſpꝛead it ſelf in moſt parts of Thrace, and all 
that ever beheld him grew in great admiration of his pzopoztion and 
beauty, that had they not known to the contrary by his Thibalry,they 
would have judged him to be a Lady diſguiſed : but whilſt he res 
mained in the Dukes Court, the King of Thrace cauſed a general 
Triumph to be held fo2 certain days, the occaſion whereof was this: 
He had one only Daughter named Philena, whoſe beauty was in⸗ 
ferfour to none, and her Gifts of Nature were ſuch, that ſhe was 
ſpoken of in many Tountries,(s that 28 Bnights came as Buitozs 
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ta obtain her Lobe, but the had le cretly betrothed her ſelf te fo Remulus, 
one of the Knighrs that belonged to her Fathers Court, without her 

arem s conſent, by means of whole Divine perſon, the Thracian 

ourt abounded with manp honourable Perſonages, the: the King 
her Father was much troubled how to beſtow her, and teeing that 
the did not fancy one above another, (as he perceived) appointed a 
_ Triumph to be held koz ſeven days, and whoſoever could 

in the pꝛize the laſt day ſhould have his Daughter in marriage, in: 
tending thereby to eaſe his care that way, thinking with himſelk, 
that if the had not a Rich and Pꝛincely Husband, yer ſhe would 
have a Champion to defend her. 

Amongſt the reft of the Knights there aſſembled, there was Gui- 
do, who had long time ſued to obtain her love, and reſoyted at this: 
Pecree, hoping by his valour to bear away the Bzide; there was 
Trudamor of Candy, who thought none equal to him in ſtrength, 
gnd therefo;e none fo2 warner againſt the appointed Triumph than 

e: there was likewiſe Drioof Sicil, who had ſailed from his own 
dunter thirher, and had lain thee Lions, who came with intent 
w win Philena, and ſo did divers others of high account. 

The repoꝛt of this great Triumph came vo the knowledge of the 
Anight of Fame, whoſe mind was kindled with an earneft deſire to 
go thirher, that he requeſted Amaſenus's conſent 5 who being de- 
Eroug any wap to plcafure him, gave him ſufficſent coin ts furniſh 
him with all kind of things fit fo2 ſuch an attempt, who cauſed a 
mot rich Arinour to be made, ſhadowed with Trees of Gold, pꝛe⸗ 
lenting a Fozred; and in the Shield he bare this deviſe, A Naked 
Man leading a Lion, with this Motto undernexh, OVERGONE 
WITH DISCONTENT ; wherein the expert Artlman had (6. 
cunningly imitated his ſaney, that a Man by his Armour and 
Shield might well underſtand his meaning. 

The appointed time ol Triumph dꝛawing nigh, Amaſenrs with 
a. gallant Train of Knights, amonga whom the Knight of Fame 
wag chic t, came ta the Thracian Court. 

Amaſenus having done homage to the King, pitehed his Tent. 
without the Court Gates upon a little Hill, hard by the appointed 
plate fo2 Triumph. by* whom were pirched the Tents of Guido, 
Trudamor, Drjo;and the valiancRnights of Candia, Tryſtramus, 
Temulus, and Bubulus, in whoſe company were many nm ee 
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Knights that came to make tral of theilt ant, and ta win thefaſr 
Philena , likewile there were the Tents dk the poung King of Ar- 
ragon, who came with a gallant Tratn of Noble men, hoping to 
bear away tie Pꝛize, fnſomuch that all the Plains were covered with 
Tents. There might you behold the Knights: bzeaking Staves, 
pzactiling themſelves againſt the day of Triumph. Here you might 
ſte others recreating themſelves in Martial Exerciſes. There 
might one hear the neighing of Voꝛſes, caſhing of Armour, crack- 
ing of Staves, and ſuch tompantes of Knights afſembled, that it 
wag a gallant dght to behold. ; 

Uhilft theſe things were acting, Philena was in great care fs2 
Remulus, whom ſhe fo dearly lobed, that rather than ſhe would part 
with him; ſhe wouldendure any miſery whatſoever : who likewiſe 
addzeſſed himſelf to try his ſoꝛtune amongſt rhe reſt, and the dap be⸗ 
foze the Triumph, Philena ſetretiy getting oppoꝛtunity to ſpeak 
with him, gave him this aſſurance of her conffancy. 

My dear Loꝛd (quoth ſhe) ſince mp Father hath decreed this pub⸗ 
lick Triumph, foz the beſtowing of me in Marriage, becauſt among it 
fo many Knights as have ſought my Lobe, J habe affianced my ſelt 
to none but you, be aſſured then, that though. Foztune may allot me 
to be anothers by Conqueſt, yet none bat pour (elf ſhall enjoy mp 
Lobe; and though another may Challenge me by right of mp Fa: - 
rycrs decree, ret none but your ſelf ſhall Have true intereſt in m 
Love; and rather than J will yield to love any but pour (elf, J will 
endure both dearh and tozment, fo2 your are the Man that hath con⸗ 
quered my love, you habe by courteſie won it, and therekoze thou ſhale: 
enjoy it; foz ncither Knight, Lozd, Duke, o2 King, ſpall rob you of 
that J have given you: then be not diſcomficed. oꝛ any wap diſquiet- 
ed, Lut try jour Foztune againſt the reſt, and Fate may as ſoon allot 
pou to habe the Congtieſf, as any other. : 

Remulus hearing [is Ladies conſtant reſolution, was obercome- 
with exteeding joy, reſolving to venture as far as any to attain the 
Conqueſt : and lolating themſclves ſo long as they could in each 
others company, being of necefſity compelled, they departed. 8 

The next mozning the King of Thrace, accompanied by a great 
many of his Noble, bꝛought kozth his beautiful Daughter, the La⸗ 
dy Philena, moſt Richly adoancd with coſtly Robes, wearing on her 
head a Crown of Gold, attended *p a hundzed Damlels clad in white, 
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and ſeatedupsn a Scaffold in the full view of all the Knights there 
aſſembled, whoſe hearts were enamoured with the ſweet view. of her 
ſhining beauty, and their conrages revived with hopes to think of 
fo pꝛecious a Pzize. Amongtt the reſt there was the Lozd Remulus, 
whole heart was poſſeſſed wich fear, to ſee the Lady he fo, dearly lo⸗ 
ved, ſet as a d Pꝛize fo2 any to win, pet being. conmfozted wich * 
faſthful-pzomiſe, he took great kelicity to fee that beatity made ka⸗ 
mous, which be yoped to enjoy. | | we Enter: 
The T hracian Knights began the Triumph, and the net that 
entred the Liſt was Angreas, who was at two courſes unhozſed by 
Cleanthes, who continued Tonquerour by the overthzow of many 
Knights, until Bubulus, one of the thꝛee Bzethien of Candy, with 
violence beat him off his Hozſe, and bzoke one of his Ribs. Bubu- 
lus unhoꝛſed many Knights afterwards, both of Thrace and other 
ſtrange Cour tries, but in the end he was unhozſedby Remulus, who 
behaved himſelf ſs valſantly in the light of the.Pzincels, that with 
foiling many Knights, he ended that days Triymph to his exceeding 
Honour, reſting Conquerour till the next mozning, | | 
hen the Night was over-peſt,-the King conducted Philena in 
the lame manner as he had done the day befoze to the Scaffold, and 
then ap ene 1 bzayely managing his pꝛancing hozſe, 
whom the fair Philena beheld with a curious Eye, bzeathing foxth 
many & devon ſigh ko; his happy ſucceſs, who having vanguiſhed 
fome twenty Knights, in the end was foiled by Thenulus, and ſo 
with a heavy heart left the Field. Thenulus continued Conqueroz 
afterwards, till he was unhozſed by the Arragonian King, who end- 
ed that days Triumph, and continued Conqueroz the next day; but 
on the fourth day he was unhozſed by Triſtramus, and ſo he loſt the 
Conqueſt which he had ſo much deſired ; and afterwards Triſtra- 
mus continued that days Triumph moft bzavely, but the fifth day he 
was unhozſed by Annulus a Libyan Knight, who overthzew above 
fozry Knights, to his exceeding Honour, | 
The Knight of Fame all this while kept himſelf out of fight, 
lodging at a Millage ſyme two miles diſtance from the Thracian 
Court, and accozding to Amaſenus's appointment, came riding to 
the Lift gallantly mounted all alone, and by reaſon of the ſtrange⸗ 
*nefs of his Armour, he was generally noted, and entring the Lill, 
Sowing h\mſelf with great reverexce towards the King and the

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Pzinceſs;he fer Spurs to his Hozſe, and encountered Annulus, but

Honour at an end, ko; on him and Drio did the Conqueſt depend, 
Guido entountring the Knight of Fame, could not once ſtir him 
in his Saddle, which inwardly vered him to the heart, and charging 
bim again the ſecond time; he cauld not poſſibly-diſadbantage: him. 
The Knigyt of Fame ſeeing'the foztitade of his Enemy; was much 
enraged, that ketthing another carier, they met with ſuch fury, that 
the Earth ſeemed to ſhake with the fo:ce of their eneounter, and their 
3 ſhivered into many pietes, palling each other without anp 
arm. .

- With all my heart, laid the Knight of Fame, fo J (6 well like thy 
pꝛoflfer, that I neither can noz will deny the ſame; whereupon dꝛaw⸗ 
tng their Swo ds, they tut iouſly aſlailed each other, whoſe Pꝛowelg 
all the Allembly in general greatly-commendsd. 
The King of Fbrace heholding the noble valour of the Knight

Trudamor hearing: his Dpeeches,, armired his exceeding tour⸗ 
rclie andi hting ready to peak, bis fenſes failed him; whereupon he 
Was raken:from his Hoge, to have his gaping wounds Cured. 
The whole multitude ok behelders noting the exceeding * 
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the Knight ol Fame, and how tourteoully he had abſained from kil⸗ 
ling Trudamor, whole Life was in his power, were ſo well af- 
fected towards him, that they ſhouted and rejoyced at his Tiictozp. 
The King ſeeing the day ended, roſe from the Scaffold, and co: 
ming to the Knight of Fame, deſired him to accompany him to the 
Court, where he was moſt Honourably enteriained, and had his 
wounds carefully ſearchev by the Kings Phyltians, but none of 
them were found moztal. £ 

Amaſenus ſeeing that the Knight of Fame had won the Triumph 
fox that day, came to the King, and told him how long he had been 
with him, and the manner of his firlt arrival in that Country, leek⸗ 
ing toencreaſe the Kings affection towards him, entring into many 
commendatfons of his valour, vertue and Courteſie ; that the King 
did him all the honour that might be intending akter the Triumph 
ended, to exp2eſs his love to him in a higher manner. 

Early the next moꝛning, being the laſt day of Triumph, the King 
was ſummoned to the Field by rhe ſhꝛill ſound of the Knight of 
Fame's Trumpets : who was gallantly mounted, attended by. a 
great number ot people that came to fill their Eyes with beholding 
him, There was now no talk but of the Knight of Fame, whoſe 
reno wn had filked the Cars of all, inſomuch rhar ſuch-a number of 
people thꝛonged to ſee the laſt days Triumph, that the place would 
hardly contain the multitude.

But not wichſtanding his Speeches, they be- 
gan to aſlail eachother afreſh, which ſo enraged him, that dzawing 
his Swozd, he ſtruck firſt at Guido; and then at Drio, offering to 
Combat with them both, that the (Cie or this Fight ſeemed-to- bg 
moſt intricate: Sometimes the Knight of Fame aſſailed Guido,

— This command being made, the Knight ok Fame ſheathing his 
Dwozd, went to the Races end, being ſo full of fury, that his Eyes 
dazled with veration ; and Drio likewiſe was lo put᷑t up with ex:

kozce he thiew him out of his Saddle, wherewith the people gabe 
ſuch a ſhout, that the Earth ſeemed to ſhake. |

dewlt not far off. Argalt bearing his kpeeches, broke koꝛth into a

thy dellres, that thy Celf art like to bear them companv; whereupon

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of merty, pzeſently both at once moſt fiercely aſfafied him, and with⸗

Knights, ſpare my life that never yer offended you, and tell re now 
wherein J hate done you w2ong, that J map make you ſatisfacfon. 
. Difſembling Tyrant (quath Panvamus) hadi thou a thou⸗ 
ſand {ibes, all of them could not make reſtitution fox: the leaſt ſnjury 
thou halt done us: Now thou ſecft thy ſelf in danger, thou treateſt 
fox pity, when other wie thou intendeſt nothing but viokence, Think- 
et thou our minds are ſo eadly dꝛawn to uſe mercy towards thee, 
that haſt filled the Wozld with thy Tprannieg, and ſheweft no: ka⸗ 
vour to any that come within thy power? No, know wicked Ho: , 
micide, rhis is the laſt hour than thau halt bzeath: wherewith he 
advanced his Swoꝛd, to have thꝛuſt ſr into his body. The Gant 
ſeeing his reſolution, deũred him to hear him peak a little further : 
Sap on (quoth Panvamus,) Then ſaid Argalt, befoze you end my 
aps, conſider whom you put to Death: J am not Brandamos, 
whom. you ſuppoſe me to be, hut his Bꝛother, and my name is Ar- 
galt, that neter in mp life offended yon, therefoze I belecch pot ſpare 
myilile, and whatſoeber you impoſe me, J will do to my power. 
. Barzillus heating his ſpeeches, told Panvamus, that he might be 
a means to fave their further trouble, (f he would be a means; to ſer 
Poli pus andthe Lady Madera at liberty, theretope he ſaſd unto him, 
* We know not how to truſt a man of thy nature and diſpoſition; 
who rhinkef-every diſlopab ad awful to further thy debilliſh dzikts, 
and regardeſt neither extue noꝛ: Knigbthood, but only thy own 
will“; thereſoze if we ſhould injoyn thee any thing, thou wofrldeſt 
dillopally bzeak thy Cath, and ſoon fo:ger what thou didſt vow to per⸗ 
fozm, and contraty to honeſtp, ſoo net betrap us by thy treachery; ; 
but if thou wilt ſave thy like aCure us to ſer at liberty the Lady Ma- 
dera and Pcl.ipus, and on that condſtiun thou ſhalt ga: free. Ar- 
galt hcaring his ſpeeches, vowed and pꝛoteſted with many pꝛote⸗ 
ſtatlong, to fulſtl their requeſt within three days, ſo they let him go. 
Arg alt being gone, began to conſider what pꝛomiſe he had made 

t em, and by what means he had clraped death, and how courreoufly 
upon. bis Dath, then bad ſabed bis Life, and gave credit to his 
ſreechcs, wi ic) Le was then reſol ved to accompliſh, and ieing entre» 
the Caſtle, coming to Brandamor (wounded and faint with bleed. 
| ing 
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Ing, be then declared unto him all that hapned) reqgeſing his con- 
ſent to accompliſh their demand, which he had bound himſelf by 
Dath to perfozm. Brandamor hearing his ſpeeches, ſaid: 4 

* Why Bꝛother, conſider you not what dangers map enſue, ik J 
ſhould accomp'ſſ pour requeſt ? And withal, do you not remember 
the valour that fs in this Knight Pollipus, who. would by his li- 
berty tying us in danger? As ko; the Lady Madera, J regard it 
not if the go hence, fo2 now J do not eſteem her daughters beauty, 
which was the cauſe J have ſo long detained her: then ik you pleaſe 
lend her unto them, and let them ſeek the perkoꝛmante of the reſt 
how they can; koz what need you now mind pour pꝛomiſe, when 
vou are got from them? Argalt hearing his ſpeeches, and ſeeing he 
could not perſwade him, was contented ; and being eaſily dꝛawn 
to fo2ger his ſolemn Dath which he had wade, thought that Made- 
ra'g releaſe would ſatisſie them, and be enough foꝛ him to perkoꝛm; 
therekoze he reſolved to ſend her pꝛelently with this meſlage, Thar 
Pollipus could hy no means be let at liberty; and coming to the 

Lady Medera (who (till continued in her heavy dumps) he told her, 

that the time of her liberty was come, and that ſhe ſhould be detaine 
ed no longer there. Madera at the firſt beliebed him not, but when 
ſhe perceived he meant as he ſaid, ſhe was very glad thercof, where⸗ 
upon Argalt let her out of the Gate, bidding her tell the Knights 
that longht her liberty, that Pollipus could not be releaſed, but that 
they might ſpeak with him at a Window over the Bzidge. Madera 
was ſoon eſpyed by Panvamus, who knowing her, with dutiful re⸗ 
verente ſaluted her, with his knee on the ground, whilſt ſhe with 
motherly tears rejoyced to fee him.

Tellamor, we rejoyce at your” health; we 
Have allo found: rhe vertuous Ladp Violetta, who remiainerh in 
good health at yonder Ladies Calle, having endured many mile⸗ 
ries befo2e that the came thither. De had ſcarce ended theſe wozds, 
but he eſpyed Brandamor with:ſir Knights; croſing the-Cyannel in 
a Boat that encompaſſed the Caſtle, whom Barzillus knew meant to 
them no good, therefoze they withdzew themſelves from off. the 
Bzidge, the better ts wirhſtandthem, which Pollipus perceiving, a 
thouland rimes wiſhed himſelf amongſt them, being ready to tear 
the Hair from his Head with extream veration. Brandamor being 
landed, pzeſently with his mighty Mate kell upon them with great 
violence, who to their utgermoſt power reſſted him moſt valiantio, 
bur by reaſon of their great odds (fo2 all the Knigh:s that were.

(hearing by a Knight of Venola's impziſonment) arrived there at 
that infant, and eſpying their cruel Combat, perceived the Giant by 
bis huge pꝛopoztion to be one of them, and knowing Tellamor by 
his Armour, he ſuddenly ruſht in amongſt them, reaching ſo valiant

guarded by ten Knfghts, whom he aſſailed all at once with a Bar af 
Iron, continuing ſo terrible a Fight againft them, that he had ſoon 
flain one half of them, and the reſt being amazed fled from him, and 
boulted the Dooz with ſuch ſkrength, that he could not poſſibly get

In the mean time the-Cowardfy Guatdfans,made luch a hoztſble 
out-cry, that Argalt, and all that remained in the Caſtle pꝛeſently 
armed themſelves, and ſome ol them iſſued our and ſer upon the 
Pꝛince, thinking dy main fo:ce to take him Pꝛiloner, but contrary 
rs their expectation they withffood them with great courage, and: the 
Pꝛince behaved himlelk lo valfantly, that many of them toſt their 
Litres. The Giant ilk continued ſuch eager Fight againſt him, 
thar he was moſt grievoully wounded, which ſo enraged him, that he 
dzove his Enemies to their utmoſt ſhifts: Argalt likewiſe being 
ffued out with others in his company, had flain Barzillus, and 
bought Pariſmus into extream danger of his Life, who notwith⸗ 
ſtanding ſeeing Fellamor dawn, and at themercv of his Enemies, 
gathered courage afreſh, and ſaved his Life by his Pꝛowels. 

Brandamor by this means-hading time to byeath himſelf, and

As ſen as the Queen was gone, he began again to ponder in his 
mind thele things, not knowing why he ſhould be thus moleſted , fo?

Ch my Loꝛd replieth ſhe, J humbly beſ@ch you to account me one 
that will endeavour in all duty to deſerve that Bonour intended me, 
but J ſee ſo many 'impoſlibilties to hinder it, that J am diſcouraged 
from the leaſt hope of obtaining ſuch kelitity. So pou will love me J 
care not fo2 impoſſibilities, neither ſhall any miſery alter my conſtant 
reſolution ;- with that he embyaced her in his Arms, who gave a Went 
conſent intermingled with tears p2oceeding from her tender heart, 
with whom Marcellus ſpent ſome time in delightful behaviour, to both 
their joyes ; ſa that Dulcia was conſtrained by his entreaties , and 
her own yielding heart to grant his Sute, both there intentions being 
Loyal and Uertuous. :

of they could not learn, inlomukh that they began to ſaſpet tac other, 
thinking ſhe that had the Key had loft it, and would not be known 
thereof : At laſt they began to knock ürſt loktly, and then hard, but 
none made anſwer; which dꝛove them all into an extream perplexity, 
and with much ado, to extinguith that great fear, at laſt bzoke open 
the do, and being entred the Chamber, they mit the ſuppoſed An- 
gelica; but found her SOznaments confkuſcdlp thꝛown about, ſome 
Wzinging their Hands, and tearfng-df their Hair, and renting their 
Apparel, and made ſuch lamentation, that it was heard all over the 
Court, which cauſed the Queen and all the Courtiers to get to that 
place and the Queen being come, and knowing their cauſe of' ſozrow, 
late down amonglt them oppꝛaſt with care, uttering a few woꝛds. 
Peace Ladies, peace, and give over this vain Lamentation; for 
you know not for whom you grieve; it was not Angelica you had the 
cuſtody of, therefore ceaſe your laments, and give me keave'to mourn, 
for 1 ae part in all theſe woes, and at once have loſt the com- 
pany of both my dear Children, and all procured by the Kings jea- 


louſie, who left Angel ita at the Golden Tower, who is ſtoln from 
thence, and nom our Son Marcellus is fled with Dulcia: Aye me, 
what ſorrew-is this? Whoſe grief may be compared to mine? Was.

ever any ſo miſerable as I, that at one inſtant have loſt my comfort, 
my Children, my Joy, and Delight? Wthereupon ſuch paſſions of gꝛiet᷑ 
overwhelmed her Heart, that her ſpecch atzuptly bzoke off, and moze 
he would have ſaid, bnt could not, whom the Ladies tak up, ling 
her fall into a [wound. 1 

Thus was the whole Court and City repleat with tare, every one 
uttering their opinions, the younger accuſing Maximus of his cruelty 
alleadging he was the cauſe of thaſe cares; the Elder condemning the 
two young Pyinces of lewdneſs andlightneſs, that would venture to 
do ſuch things without their Parentsconſent, ® TRE 

The two Nobles that came to Arreſt Marcellus, by this time were 
tome to the King, who certified him ok all things at the Court, which 
added new cares to his trouhled Head, that Angelica g eſcape did not 
ſo much gꝛieve him, as that Marcellus ſhould be both an Actoz in her 
eſcape, and allo make fo bale a choſte of Dulcia, with whom all were 
aſſured he was fled ; noz did this ſo much ver him, as that he ſaw 
bimſelf diſappointed ok Revenge. | 75 

Thus did the King continue many dales in the Golden Tower, 
talking together all the Knights in the Realm, commanding them to 
make a moze ſtricter ſearch, and to appoint ſome to ffay in every part 
ok the Country, and examine every Paſlinger, fo2 his mind told him 
that Marcellus and Angelica were within Getulia: This buſineſs was

Portellus. | | 
Early the next mozning he arrited at Saint Auſtine's Chappe!, 
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where he would neither knock noz enter till he was ſure there was 
none to perceſve him going in, but when Jabin ſaw him, his heart was 
tozmented with g2eat fear, deminding what he would habe? 

Fear not Jabin, ſaid he, I am thy Friend Parcellus : With that 
he entered into the Thappel, whom Jabin would not ſuffer to go fur- 
ther until he had leen his face, which when he beheld, he moſt lovingly 
imbyaced him, and without ſpeaking a UW92d had him to his Cell, 
where was Pariſmenos, Angelica, and Anna, who all at onte behold⸗ 
ing him, and he them 4mbzaced eachother, being lo gladot each others 
preſence, that Angelica wept fo2 joy; Par iſmenos ſurfeited with de- 
light, and Marcellns's Heart was filled with content.

left her with Panora, and how koztunately he had eſcaped ; which 
when they heard, they all applauded and rejoyted at his happy ſucceſs ;

Tulcfa has loſt nothing by aſſuming my Name and Habit, but has 
thereby won a conſtant Knights love, and hereafter hecome a Queen: 
Indeed Brother, whatſoever others may ſay, | Perſwade and aſſure 
my ſelf that you have gottena vertuous , chaſte, loving , and kind 

Ladies love,; whoſe good parts I have often commended in my ſecret 
thoughts, and now am glad that I have an opportunity to ſpeak of 
them in your hearing: What though ſhe be not of Kingly Race, her 
Vertues are ſuch as may beſeem the greateſt Princeſs in the World. 
Marcellus being glad to hear Angelica commend Dulcia, ſaid : - 

Indeed · Siſter I have choſen Dultia, I love her, and will hereafter 
prove true to her; for her Beauty, Vertue, and geod Parts do pleaſe 
me fo much, that if ever I live to poſſeſs my Fathers Crown, ſhe ſhall 
be my Queen; Withal, (Siſter) lam. glad that you have met with 
your Knight, of whoſe company I knew you are not a little glad: 
WWhereupon Angeli a bluſhed. Nay, ſaid he, bluſh not, for he hath 
better deferved your love, than Pulcta hath mine. 

In theſe and ſuch like communications they ſpent the reft of the day,

After Marcellus had ſtaſd ſome time with. Pariſmencs and Angelica 
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in Saint Auifne's'Chappel, He departed again in Portellus's Armour 

to Dulcia, where he Arrived (to her exceding comkozt) without ſti- 

ſpition, who wiſhed that ſhe had ben with Angelica, ſo he might have 
enjoyed both her and their römpany together. : 

When Marcellus was departed, Pariſmenos and Angelica began to

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The King hearing per ſpeeches, began inwardly to condemn him⸗ 
ſelf ot cruelty , and repented the ſeverity he had uſed, accuſing him - 
kelk ok gꝛeat folly, protecting, il ever he had his -Childzen again, He 
would not hinder them from their liberty, but that he would let thein 
male a kr choice: actozding to their own phantalles: And in this 
ſozrowłul eſtate faz a while we will leave chem, deviſing what means 
to wok by gentleneſs.40 call them hame ggan . 
Marcellus: all this while continued with Dulcia in Lady Panora 8 
Houſe, who hearing that Maximus was returned from the Golden 
Tower, and had given over Cearch, as hopeleſs to find Angelica oz 
him, determined to tonvey A - Safnt Auſt ines Chappel , koz 
Panora's Houle was to near the Court, thinking that if they remain: 
ed there, they would be deſcry*d ; and with this Reſolution he came to 
Dulcia, and told her his intent, whom he knew would be ruled by bim, 
and the next night cauled Dulcia ſunie what to diſguiſeher ſelf (making 
Panora acquainted therewith) and to męt him at Saint Martins Gate

Dulcia moſt warily and carefully executed his command , which tell

Jabin, what is your Name that knoweth me, and are ſo deſirous to 
find him? My Name, replyed he, is Poztellus. Jabin hearing his 
Name, remembzed that he had often heard Marcellus deſire that he 
could find him, thereloꝛe he ſaid: Come along with me, and I will 
bring you to one that can tell you where Marcellus is: Whercupen 
they both departed to the Chappel, where Jabin entred and told Mar- 
cellus that Portellus was without, who hearing his ſpeeches, p2eſently 
ran to him and imbꝛaced him, bꝛinging him in, whom Angelica know⸗ 
ing, kindly ſalufed. 8 

Now Pariſmenos, Marcellus, and Portellus, giving no delap to the 
neceſſity of time and bulinefs they had in hand, began to conſult what 
to do, where every one gave their opinions, but could not agree upon. 
any thing: At laſt they called old Jabin fo their Counſel, whoſe wil⸗ 
dom they much eſteemed, who p2eſenfly (determined to tell them be⸗ 
foe) counſellev them to ſend Portellus into Bohemia with Letters from 
Pariſmenos to Pariſmus, to requeſt him to ſend an Army to defend him 
from King Maximus's Cruelty. 

This Counſel was well appꝛoved of by all, and Portellus was very 
willing to undertake this Ambaſſie, that immediately furniſhed him⸗ 
ſelf with Yozſe and Armour, (having a Letter to that effec from ba- 
riſmenos, and the Jewel which Laurana knew him by, which he deſired 
Portellus to deliver unfo his Mother, as an aſſured token that he came

The cauſe of Portellus's coming was ſoon known. in the Court, 
which when the Nobles and Commons underſfod, Pariſmus needed 
not muſter up Souldiers, fo2 every one was deſirous to be imploped, 
offering their ſervice of themſelves, accounting it a diſhonour to be. 
refuſed ; that in ſhozt time there were gathered together a great com-

How Afaximns found out Angelica and the reſt at St. Auſtine's Chappel, 
and baniſhed Marcel us, impriſoned Angelica and Dulcia, and caſt 
Pariſmenos into a Dungeon, condemning him to be burnt, where he 
continued till he was ready to be famiſhed ; and how afterwards he 
ſtrangely eſcaped, and met with Pollipus. 


Hilſt that theſe things were acting in Bohemia, Pariſmenos 
| with Angelica, and Marcellus with his beloved. Dulcia, re- 
mained in great ſafety, and content, being void of fear to be diſco⸗ 
tered, ſe ing they had remained there in all thoſe troubles ; but being 
kept within a little Rm, they were deſirous of ſome Recreation, 
and in an Evening, when they thought none were ſtirring, went out 
into a pleaſant Grove, where having walked up and down, Pariſme- 
nos tek Angelica unto a pleaſant Bank, bedeckt with many ſweet _ 
Summer flowers, recreating themſelves with great delight. 
Pariſmencs had no ſoner ſcated himſelf, but Angelica ſate down on 
his Kre&, claſping her right Yand about his Neck with a kind and 
modeſt behaviour, having the other in his manly boſome, which by 
reaſon of the Heat was then unbuttoned; and firſt making many a de- 
licions kiſs a P2olegue to her Yarmonious Expzeſſion, ſaid thus:

My dear Lord, tiow happy ſhould we be if we were in Bohemia, 
from the ſuſpicion of my Father, and how great would our pleaſure 
be, if we might enjoy this happineſs without fear? yet ſince we can- 
not attain to that bleſſedneſs, but are hindered from it by many dau- 
gers, let us rejoyce in each others company, which I account a bliſs 
without compare, and a felicity exceeding all joy whatſoever. 


Courteous and Honourable Lady, (replyed he) How fortunate may 
I eſteem my ſelf to enjoy ſuch favour as you vouchſafe me, without 
the leaſt merit, you having refuſed no danger for my ſake ; having 
diſpleaſed your Parents to yield me comfort; and moſt ot all that 
you are pleaſed and contented with this ſolitary eſtate, but ſaddenly 
1 hope we ſhall be caſed from this miſery. Miſery, ſaid ſhe, when I 


enjoy 
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thy company I regard not ſolitarineſs, your preſence is more delight: 
ful to me than Courtiy Pleafute ; for without you I account my plea- | 
ſure pain, all Company tedious, and all Pomp troubleſome. 4 
In thefe and many other tuch like ſpeches, ſwert embtaces, and 1 
ſuperabundant-overflowing of pleaſant content, they retreated them Fi 
ſelves, until the old Pꝛieſt came unto them, and then they went to his | 
Cell: But Fo2tune, who is ever untonſlant, intending once moze to 
croſs their happy Bliſs, bꝛought it thus about. | 
One ok the Eunuchs that befoze was Angelica's Keper, being fled 
from the Golden Tower, after ſhe was miſling- fo: fear of the Kings 
Wrath, which he knew would be no leſs than Death, had hid himſelf 
in that place; where ever ſince he lived upon ſuch ſuſtenance as the 
place yielded, which was wild Fruit, and by unhappy foztune lay a- 
monglt a company of Buſhes, and did hear all the ſpeches that paſt bes 
tween Pariſn;enos and Angelica, and knew them, and following them 
ſecretly to Saint Auſtine's Chappel, where, after he had len them en⸗ 
ter, with all the ſped that might be he haſted to the City, and in the 
mozning arrived there, where being admitted to the Kings pzeſente, bt 
he declared how that Angelica was at Saint Auſtine's Chappel, and 
all the reſt that were fled, relating the whole truth of all that he hay 1 
lden and heard. 8 

The King obſerving his ſpœeches, pꝛelently underckod that it was 
the unknown Knight that was with her, which thing kindled new 
ſparks of ire in his Bꝛeaſt, which befoze he had ſomewhat calmed, that 
in a g2eat rage he woe, that if ever he had him who was called T he 
Knight of Fame, he would be ſeverely revenged on him: Whereupon 
he allembled all the Nobles, Pers, Lows, and Knights together a⸗ 
gain, commanding them with all ſped to be ready armed to go with 
him, (not making the cauſe known toany) who with all ſped buckled 
on t heir Armour, and at his command departed with him, who haſte 
with all ſped towards Sr. Auſtine's Thappel. 

Angelica at the very infant of their Arrival, was fallen into a 
llumber, and dꝛeamed that her Father had encompaſſed. the Chappcl 
round with Armed men, wherewith her ſenſes were lo krighted, trat 
the ſuddenly ſtarted from the place where the lay, and leapt into Parif- 
menos's Arms, who-marveliing thereat, and being amazed at her ſ\tid- 
den cry, demanded what the ailed, who fo! fear ſhe could not utter; He

Maximus, 
replyed he, I am Son to Pariſmus Prince of Bohemia, my name is Pa- 
rifmenos, ſometimes called The Knight of Fame. 

The King hearing his ſpeeches, wondzed thereat, ſaſd ; Is not An: 
gelita with you? Yes, quoth he, both Marcellus and Angelica are 


- within. Deliver them, replied Maximus, to me. I will, ſaid he, upon 


condition you will take them into favour again, and remit all the for- 
mer diſpleaſure yon have taken againft them, and grant me your 
Daughter Angelica in Marriage; if otherwiſe, here I ſtand to defend 
them from the force of your Getulian Army: 

Maximus was lo inraged to hear his ſpeeches, that he made this re⸗ 
ply : What madneſs doth poſſeſs thy mind, that thou ſtandeſt upon 
duch tearms of reſiſtance, when thou ſeeſt ſo many enemies about thee ?

Marceltus Ling what-miſchief this Caughter might bzed, ſept 


detwien Pariſmenos and the Getulians, who knowing him, would not 


'*ffer to ſirtke one blow, whilſt he ſpake to Pariſmenos, deſiring _— 


Mia za ocs moo woo. . 
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be ruled by him, who likewiſe conſidered that in this extremity it wag 
hett to pield, fo2 that there was no hope to eſtape, therefoze he aged ta 
do atctoꝛding to his direction ; Marcellus then upon his kne humbly 
cubmit ted himſelf unto his Father. 

By this time the Ge:ulians had beaten down a gzeat part of the 
Chappel, and ruſhed violently upon Pariſmenos, who disdaining to be 
foꝛted to yield (befo2e they could. overcome him) ſent man of their 
Ghoſts to Hell ; buc at laſt he was lo thzonged with the multitude, 
that he was not able to ſtrike another blow, and lo was conſtrained to 
yield, whom Maximus commanded ts be faſt bound, 

Angelica ſæing this, with weping eyes came to her Father, any 
ſaid ; I beſeech your Majeſty uſe that Knight not too harſh on whoſe 
ſafety my life dependeth. Moze the would have laid, but Maximus tut 
her off with theſe ſpeches :; ; 
Poor, ſhameleſs and diſobedient Creature, Pleadeſt thou for him, 
and not for thine own pardon ? Hold thy Tongue, for I will not hear 
thee ſpeak one word more: whereupon he commanded them all to be 
appꝛehended, and lo eauſed them to be bꝛought ro the Court, firſt im⸗ 
p:iſoning Pariſmenos, and lading him with Bolts and Fettersof Jron, 
he cauſed him to be caſt into a moſt loathſome and ſtinking Dungeon; 
Angelica Le cauſed to be diſrobed of her Rich Omaments, and taſt into 
288 with Anna and Dulcia until he had moze leiſure to determine 
ok them. 

By reaſon of the earneſt entreaties of the Queen and Nobles, he did 
not impꝛiſon Marcellus, but with many rebukes baniſhed him from his 
NHeſence, vowing that if ever he came in his ſight, he ſhould loſe his

To rehearle all the ſeveral complaints that Angelica, Dulcia, and 
Anna made, would be to tedious, fo; they were fucth as would have 
fozcev tears from Tyrants eyes, pierced the ſtony Rocks, and molli- 
fed the hardeſt Hearts of the moſt Rude, Cruel, Barba rous, and in⸗ 
Humane Creatures in the Mozlid, being hardly uſed , ſcantly dieted, 
and hardly longed. F 

Pariſmenos's miſery was likewiſe nothing inkeriour to theirs ; but 
rather ten i being alone, crhey having the benefit ot each 
orhers company, which is a great comkoꝛt in miſery) without light, to2 


the Uoult oz Dungeon whrreunts he was pur, had not fo much as a 


cranny tough which any Ught > vin » being large and wide ; far 
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from any company, neither could he hear any thing, having but once a 
day ſuſtenance, which was bꝛead and water, and of. that ſo little, it 
would ſcarce pꝛeſerve his life, being alſo heavy laden with Chains and 
Bolts : In this ſozt he continued many daies, without Hope ever to 
cſcape from that place, where you may ſuppoſe his tears were great and 
hig comkozts ſmall. 

Many days being paſt, the King aCembled his Poble Pers and 
States ok the Realm together, to reſolve what to do with Pariſmenos, 
again whom many accuſations Were laid, which tendzed to che bꝛeat 
£f their Laws, eſpecially Venola*'s Rape, which was amongſt them 
punifhed with death, and ſo ſeverely that none eſcaped it, whom the 
King in heal ing of them all, condemned to dye the lame death their 
Laws yielded, which was to be burnt. * | 

The Aſſembly then condemned Dulcia to perpetual impziſonment, 
but the Kings Childzen were to ſand to the mercy of.their Parents. 

- . When Marcellus heard this news, it truck an exceding terrour ta 
his Heart, and loner than he would le there things come to paſs. he 
. reſolved ts deſtrop Himſelf, infomuch that he ſtared. like a mad man, 
and whereſoeves he cane amongſt them that knew.him,. they all won- 
dꝛed at his ſtrange alteration, and he quite left the Court, remaining 
in the Lady Panora's Boule ſo ſecretly, that none knew-of. his abode. 
Pariſmenos habing continued many days in this Dungeon, mar- 
velled he could hear no news from Angelica, and wondzed that Mar- 
cellus had f62got to yield him comkozt in his greateſt extremity, which 
made him think that either they were impziloned, oz elle the Kings 
w2ath had executed a wozſe puniſt ment upon them; Theſe on the o⸗ 
ther ſide were ſufficient gricfs ; and his hard impziſonment and cruel 
tiſage on the other fide , was enough to kill the ſtouteſt Heart; and 
had he not ben p2eſtrved by admirable means, he could never have en⸗ 
dured theſe calamities : At laſt he began to deſpair of all Pope; but 
recalling his Senſes, he began to ſtudy with ſome tom ozt how to re- 
leaſe himſelf ; and amongſt many things that came into his &ead , he 
— how to entice the Japloz into the Dungeon, which he thus con⸗ 
trived. : | 

The next mozning the Jayloz came to bzing him his Dyet, he fain- 
ed himlelk exceeding ſick, and groaned as though he had gaſped his laft 
heath. The Jaylo: hearing him make ſuch moan, asked him what he 
alled? To whom he anſwered ; God Jayloꝛ, the date ok my like is no 
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I think at an end, ſo that J ſhall never ſe the clear light again, being 
of all men moſt unkoztunat e to end my life in this wzetched place, 
who might have lived in great Dignity, but now J am paſt hope of any 
tomkozt, onely to thee J am able to do god befoze J dye; J have gꝛeat 
ſtoze of Gold and Silver about me, beüdes Jewels, which J will give 
the if thou wilt but do thy endeavour to caſe me, (foz J am yer in 
fome hopes to obtain favour from the King) and J will tell thee where 
thou ſhalt find moze Riches than thou wilt be able to ſpend ; all this 
thou ſhalt have, if thou wilt aſſift me in this mz extceainity , who a 
now fallen down, and of my ſe!f not able to ariſe. | 

Many other perſwaſions he uſed, which wiought lo eAectually wit) 
the FJapylsz, being enticed with Vope of finding wealth, and paſt fear of 
him that ſaid he was ſo weak, he opened the Wungeon without kear, 
being thereto guided by Divine Sovidence; and came to him, who no 
ſoner ſaw him within his reach, but gathering all his ſtrength toge⸗ 
ther, he caught hold on him and overthꝛew him, and ge tting upon him 
with {ſwift crawling, (koz he could neither go nd} ſtand by reaſon of his 
Bolts) and having him thus under him, never came off him till he had 
pꝛelled Him ſo hard that he died. 

Then taking his Keys from him , he unlocked all the Bolts that 
were faſtned to his Legs, Arms, Neck, and other parts of his Body, 
and when he had done, he pꝛailed the Gods koz his happy ſucceſs ; and 
afterwards, without any delay, he ſtript off the Jay[ozs Apparel, and 
clothed himlelk therein, caſting his body unto the farther end, and [9 
went out and locked the Dungeon do! after him. 

By this time it began to be dark, which was a means to further him 


in his eſcape, whereupon he went into the Court with the Keys at his- 
girdle, and the Falchion which the Jayloz uſed alwaies to wear about 


him, and met with many that ſuſpected him not, and from thence he got 
out of the Court Gate, being taken fo2 the Japloz, 

Being without the Court, he ſoon got out of the City, and did fling 
away his Keys into a Pol ok Water ; going directly towards Saint 


Auſtine's Chappel, thinking there to find Jabin, whom the King had 
miſt of, foz that he was not in the Cell when they was taken; and 
early the next mozning he arrived there, where at his coming he found: 


an Army of Hozſe-men, that overſpzead the Fields with their Tzoaps, 
whom pꝛelently he knew to be Bohemians by their Colours, and ſome. 
Lzing him, tok him koz a Spye, whereupon they bzought him _ 


Pollipus their General, | - Parif> 
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Pariſmenos being come befoze Pollipus, was by him ffrigly exami- 
ned, to whom he laid: Wherefore have you brought this Army into 
Getulia ? Why, quoth'Pollipus, haſt thou not heard how Pariſmenos 
is accuſed wrongfully by Maximug, and how he hath co ed him 
to dye a vile and ſhamefull Death within theſe fix daies. 

Unthen he had heard out rheſe ſpeches , He marvelled how he oily 
come to the knowledg thereof , which Intelligente Jabin had given 
him. Pariſnenos, replyed he, is not in Priſon, but at Liberty, which 
I came to give you notice of, for whom you need take no. more care. 
Villain, ſaid Pollipus, what ſayeſt thou is Pariſmenos dead? (with 
that he was lo inraged that he changed his countenance.) Then he did 
difcover himlelk, whom Pollipus knowing, caught in his Arms with 
a ſudden embyace, all the reſt of the Knights pꝛelently thꝛonging about 
him with great joy. | 
This News was ſon \ſpzead thzoughont the whole Camp , whs 

flung up their Helmets, ſome their Staves, and every one ſomething, 
pielding fo2th a mighty ſhour fo2 joy: but p2eſently Command (inter⸗ 
mingled with kind intreaty) was given, That none upon patn of death 
Hould diſcover Pariſmenos being among& them, they being allured of 
the Truth of his Eſcape by his 8wn Repozt, | 


CHAP. XXVI. 


How Polipm beſieged the City of Epheſus : Of a Battel fought between | 


the Natolians and Bohemians : How Maximm recalled Marcellus 
from baniſhment ; How he baniſhed Dulcia, releaſed Angelica out 
of Priſon, and ſent out for aid unto the Kings of Barbary and Lybia. 


Ariſmenos being thus fortunately efraped out of the 
Dungeon, and meting ſo happily with Pollipus, Arm · 
Co $8 £d himſelf in ſuch Armour as he was eaſily diftinguſ- 
F IFY thedfrom the reſt of the Bohemians, yet none could 
teil who he was, and preſently he and Pollip]s march- 


W d tdeir Regiments to the City ol Epheſus , ond-be- 
fiegedit round. The. Kingſeing the City begitt | 


xyny with Squildiers, ſent ont a Herald to know what -rhey were; 
Wh d2vught Him word, thar they were Bohemians, that wert 3 
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redeem Pariſmenos, and revenge the injury he had done him upon the 
falſe Repo2ts of the King of Lybia. | 

Maximus hearing this, commanded an Army of twice as many Na- 
tolians ag there were Bohemians to be gathered together , under the 
command of one Duke Pridamor, a moſt valiant, reſolute, and couragi⸗ 
ous Knight, who at firſt appꝛoach entered the Battel with the Bohe- 
mians, who being men of good experience and expert Souldiers , as 
little effemed the Natolians, as if they had got the odds themſelves. 

Pariſmenosnow thought it a fit time to wozł revenge, and to make 
mot of his valour, and being well mounted, he ran againf a Natolian 
Captain, and pierced his Spear quite thzough his body, and then he 
dew his Swoꝛd and met another with ſo full a blow that fell'd him 
from his Hoſe, and was trodden to death; another with violence he 
ran quite thzough ; the fourth loſt his Arm; the fifth his Leg; ano- 
ther his Head; ſpending never a blow in waſte, but either a Natolian 
bolt his life, oꝛ ſome part of his body thereby, that on a ſudden the 
Bohemians had diſrankt the Natolians, and the Þozſemen had made an 
exceding flaughter amongit them: By this time Pariſmenos was 
gotten into the main Battel, and there met Duke Pridamor mounted 
upon a White Yozſe, his Capariſons being of beaten Gold, beſet with 
Pearls and Pꝛetious Stones: his Armour of the richeſt Mozkman⸗ 


chip; and a Plume of ſpangled Feathers in his Crest; who had vowed 


to ſatisfie his pꝛoud mind with Bohemians blood; at whom Pariſmenos 


; N ran with ſuch koztce, that he tumbled him from his Bozſe, and he was 
almott ſtifled with his Furniture, at this the Bohemians gave @ great 


Sout : All this time Pollipus was nst idle, but $ewed ſuch Tokens of 
Ualour, that all Men that ſaw them judged thece could not be matched 
two fuch Knights in all the Wold. 


Alter the Duke did recover his Hoſe again, he kept his Soulviers- 


maze carefully in D2der, and ſe ing what flaughter the Enemp made 


Counded a Retreat, whilſt the Bohemians purſued them unto their 
Camp, and flew ſuch a number of them, as the Gzound was covered - 


with dead bodies: The Bohemians then very joyfully returned to their 


* Tents, growing into ſuch admired eſtimation of Pariſmenos, hat 


they determined not to leave the leaſt part of his deſire-unperfo:- 
med, though they hazarded their lives to obtain the lame, to whom their 
Hearts had an entire affection. 


The Bing and Quen ftod all this while and beheld the Battel, 
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marvelling what rwo Knights they were that made ſuch havock a⸗ 
monglt his Souldiers, and being greatly inraged to ſ& ſo much sf 
his Subjects blod ſhed, he departed in a fury to aſſemble his Council 
together, asking their advice and aſſiſtance in this extreamity, who 
with much perſwaſion got him to yield to theſe Articles: 


That Marcellus's baniſhment chould be repealed ; and That Dulcia 
ſhould be Exiled and ſent out of the City, with command that upon 


pain of death none [ould ſutcour her: "That Angelica ould be re- 
leaſed out of Pꝛilon, and reſtozed to his favour again. That he ſhould 
ſend unto Lybia fo; the Kings aid aga nit the Bohemians, (the quarrel 
being partly his) and alſo ſend Embaſſado2s unto the King of Bar- 
bary, to crave his afſiffance againlt his enemies. 

Theſe Articles Maximus agzeed to rather than he would mitigate 
his wzath, oꝛ ſend Pariſmenos back in ſafety,which the Nobles earneſt⸗ 
ly requeſted ; then was Marcellus's baniſhment repealed, Angelica re: 
teaſed out of Pꝛiſon, Mellengers ſent into Lybia and Barbary ; Dulcia 
likewiſe was then taken out of Pꝛiſon, and being diſrobed, attired her 
in unſgmly Garments, and in the Evening turned her out of the City 
in a miſerable eſtate. 

When the law her ſelf thus uſed, and knew that upon pain of Death 
nene were to ſuccour her, ſhe reckoned her condition moze miſerable 
then, than when ſhe was in Pꝛilon, by reaſon that Marcellus knew 
of her being there; but in this Eſtate ſhe alluredly thought he ſhould 
be delpiled, rejected, and hated ok all, and koz want ok food kamiſhed: 
yea 3 Which was worſe, be kozſaken of Marcellus. | 

Then ſhe began to ſtudy which way to redem theſe Evils, wherein 
ſhe ſaw nothing but im oſlibilities ; fo2 the thought if ſhe ſhould be 
taken by the Natolian Souldiers, thep would uſe her as a caſt away, 

and not pitty her, but rather ſeck her diſhonour becauſe ſhe wag lefr 
— means of Kerenge: therefoze to ſeek tomkozt there ſhe thought 
it in vain, having ſo many cares that oppꝛeſt her Heart, that ſhe was 


Amott⸗ overcome with guck :; At lalt the determined to go to the Gene⸗ 


ral of the Bohemian Army; whom the thought , fo2 Pariſmenos ſake; 
Would ſhew her lame pitty, which the did the next mozning, and being 
t1oughr befoze bim, che kneled down, and faid : 

Mot Noble General, 4 heſeech you ſhew ſome pitty to poor di- 
ſtreſſed Maiden, who by Marimus's cruelty is driven tothis miſerable 
elt te without Geſert, my na: ne s Tulcia, ſometime of 8920 Reputa- 
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tion in the Natolian Court, till Prince Marcellus obtained my con- 
ſent to love him, and afterwards to avoid his Fathers cruelty, at that: 
time as Pariſmenos carried Angelica from the Golden Tower to St. 
Auſtines Chappel, my dear Lord Marcellus likewiſe conyeyed me un- 
to their Company, and I was taken with her and committed to Priſon: 
Now Maximus (upon what occaſion I know not) bath. baniſſit me 
ſrom the City, and given command that none upon pain of Death 
relieve me; being in this diſtreſſed eſtate, I dare not be found of any 
of the Natolians, leſt they ſhould (although not of their own deſire, 
yet by the Kings command) work ſhame that my Marcellus might for- 
ſake me, and therefore am come to you for mercy, beſeeching you of 


pitty to ſhelter me with your gracious favour from thoſe wrongs. 


which otherwiſe will fall heavy-upon me. 
Pariſmenos knowing her, came unto her, and taking her by the hand, 
laid: That the King of Natolia ſhould ds her no harm in that place. 
Dulcia ſtedfaftly-beholding his countenance, pꝛelently knew him, and 
fell at his Let with exce@ding joy; but he taking her up, led her with 
Pollipus to his Tent, demanding how Angelica fared ; whom the ac- 


quainted with the ſozrow ſhe daily made fo2 his impziſonment, and 


fear of his Death, and how that when ſhe was baniſhed, Angelica was 
taken into favour, and how that none knew what was become of Mar- 
cellus; whereupon ſhe wept exceedingly , which Pariſmenos ſging, 
comfo2ted her by alt: means he could, himſelf gathering much content

whereupsn ) he muſtered up all his Foztes together, and conveyed 
them by Sea into Natolia. © re 
By this time the Emballadoꝛs that went into Barbary, wert arrt⸗ 
bed there, where they delivered their Mellage with ſuch Eloquence, 
az Moroco the Ring collected an Army ok an Bundꝛed Lo 
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hh 155 ind kent them by thipping into Natalia; under the conduct or 
his Eldelt Bon Santodelodoro, a moſt valiant: and touragious Pzince, 
where, Wet. They were landed, they pitched their Tents. bekoze the

Pariſmenos ſæing theſe new-come Foxces, mardelled of whence they 
S0outd-be."foon learning the truth thereof; and Maximus having know: 
kedg given him ok the King ok Lybia's- appꝛoach, and ot Santodelodo- 
ro'g Landing, welcomed them with exceeding joy, and. entertained 
them with great Tourteſle, Feaſting them Koyally. 


CHAP, XXVII. 


How -Paviſmi arrivedin Natolia with a band of Souldiers, and of his 
5 y for his Sons ſafety: How Maximus appointed Pariſmenos to be 
urot: and of the Lamentations Marcellus and Angelica made. 


= 3 HE King of Lybia thieltfrg after The Knight of 
q! Fame's blod, (whom he now knew to be Son to 
pariſmus) uſed all the means he could to inſtigate 
Maximus to 7 ; who was ok his own dil: 
poſition ready enough tu bah Tyzannp,concluding 
| within thꝛee days to put the lame in Exttueion : 
All the Natolians rented ug reat krammulity by 
| realon ok rhe ald chat was bought them, and the 
multitude ok their Army, which was ike the Sand of- the Sta in num⸗ 


fer. 

Par ſaius now being come inte Natolia with bie Army ot Thiee: 
ſcoze Thouſand of Bohemians and Tbeſlalians, whoſe-roming exted⸗ 
ingly rejoyced Pa: ifmenos ; and hading pltched h Tents near ts the 
reft o his Hozſemen, he Wäg met and weltomed byPollipus, to whom - 
the Pifrice with: a heavy Countenance, ſaid ; - 

Oh Pollipus, all che pains we have taken: is in vain to ſave my Sons 
Life, only we may en Death: What iajuſtite and eruelty is 
this the Heavens have ing ald wes his HebdJjthar x ver inceÞis:birth 
hatk been miſerable ? Would e gods had let him ä in 
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Bohemia, and never have ſought Angelita's love, and that my ſelf 
with theſe Souldiers have guarded him, ſo we might either have dyed 
with him, or preſerved him from that death which he is like to ſuffer. 
My Lord, fai> Pollipus, he remains in ſafety. How can that be, ſaid 
he, for it is reported in every mans mouth that he muſt dye a moſt 
ſhameful death, and they have him in Priſon. 

Pariſmenos then humbled himſelf upon his knee, whom Pariſmus 
ſon knew, and kindly embꝛaced, who crfifiedhint of all as had hapncd. 
telling him how the King of Natolia thought he was in Pꝛiſon itt. 
This news greatly rezoyced his Fathers heart, and that whereas vp 
reaſon of his ſadneſs, the whole Camp had laid afive mirth, now hear⸗ 
ing of his {afety, they re-aſlumed new comfoꝛt. 

Now the time comes on that Pariſmenos is to be burnt, to which 
purpoſe Maximus cauſeda Stake to be ſet up in the midſt cf the City, 
and an infinite of Citizens were at that ſame time of Execution met 
together to ſee the ſame, that all the Bouſe-tops, Uindows, Turrets, 
Streets, and every place were filled with their abundance: Angelica 
hearing thereof, began to exclaim and cry out moſt bitterly, making 


ſuch mournful lamentations, that it would have moved a heart of tone 


to pitty her. | 

When the time of Execution was come, Maximus, the Queen, the 
King of Lybia, Santodelodaro, and many thouſand Knights of Nato- 
lia, Lybia and Barbary, were aſſembled and ſeated to ſee the ſame, and 
Judges gone to the Dungeon to bꝛing fozth the Y2ifoner. | 

Now the Jaylozs Wife, befoze they came, miſſing of her Yusband, 
had bꝛoke open the Dungeon dw2, where the found him dead, and the 
Paiſoner eſcaped, and fearing the Kings ſary, durſt not diſcloſe the 
ſame, but having apparelled her Yusband in his Garments, told them 
the P2iſoner was dead, who thinking it had been the right body, cauſed 
thꝛee oꝛ four ſlaves fo take up the ſame, and bear it in mourning to the 
place of Execution. 

Angelica ſeeing the time dꝛaw near, and having woꝛd bꝛought her 
that Pariſmenos was already gone with the Judges, began to tear her 
Golden Yair, caſt off all her Dznaments from her Mead, and raged 
ſo extreamly that her Damzels could not hold her, and getting a knife 
in her Hand, the deſperately vowed that if any did but tonch her, the 
would pzeſently end her Life with the ſame; and ſo ran out of her 
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Chamber into the Court, and from thence info the City, and ſo ta 
the place of Execution; and as the King at that time was giving his 
Judgment accoꝛding to the Law. 

The Ladies ſee ing her deſperateneſs, durſt not ſtay her, but ran 
aſter her, and when ſhe came to the place ſhe firſt ran to the fire, in⸗ 
tending that if ſhe found him there, ſhe would die with him: but ſud- 
denly eſpying the Hearſe, and Judges ſtanding by it; ſhe ran thither, 
and her Golden curled Locks hanging down her ſhoulders, her Epes 
(wollen with grief, her D2naments all betozn and tattered, her Hands 
all beſmeared with blood that ſhe had cut with holding faſt the Knife, 
and her face with the ſame blood all beſmeared. 

The King and Queen knowing her, ran to her with great haſte, 
and the King of Lybia, and Santodelodoro were much amazed at it, 
the Citizens in an upꝛoar, and the Judges offered to lap hands on her, 
but ſhe ſtarting back, ſet the Knives point to her Jvozy Bꝛeaſt, pꝛo⸗ 
teſting that if they offered to touch her, ſhe would goꝛe it in her hearts 
blood: But by this time her Father and Mother was come fo her, but 
ſhe would not ſuffer them to come near her, but vowed if they did ſhe 
weuld be her own Death; with that they were all aſtoniſhed, and the 
Ladies ſtood weeping and lamenting : At laſt, one of the Judges 
ſaid, Good Angelica be quiet, this Knight is already dead in Priſon. 
Angelica then with her Yand ſtriking away the Yair that covered 
ſome part of her Face, viewing the knife with a fearful lok, and pꝛe⸗ 
A with an amazed countenance fixing her Tyes on her Fa⸗ 
ther, ſaid: 

Mercileſs and cruel King; What Tyranny is this you have ſhewed 
to be the unjuſt Executioner of that noble man, who never deſerved 
ſuch Rigour, but only came into this Countrey for my ſake ? whoſe 
Death ſhall be the end of my Life: Heavens grant this ſhedding of 
his innocent blood may not go unrevenged : All plagues of Heaven 
and Earth light upon their accurſed Head that did this deed : Here 
lies true Loyalty and conſtant Vertue ſlain : Here lies Valour and 
Knightly Honour Maſſacred: Here lies the Knight whoſe Splendour 
did beautifie the Glories of all the Knights in the World Here lies 
innocent pitty,. falily accuſed by. the diſloyal King of Lybia, whom, 
were he living, would with his countenance abate his courage: In 
aim ſhincd all Proweſs, and by his Death what. have you. gained, but 
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baſe ignominious Infamy, and perpetual ſhame and diſhonour to all 
poſterity. 

As ſhe was continuing the length of her ſpech, the peoples voices 
ſounded foꝛth an Eccho of another diſmal cry; foz Marcellus having 
knowledge of the Execution, at the Lady Panora's Pouſe, being but 
half apparelled, caught up his Sword d2awn, and came running to- 


wards the place, murdering ſuch as hindered his ſpeech, and laming 


and cutting thoſe that intercepted his haſty ſteps, getting p2eſently 


to Angelica, folding her in one Arm, and graſping his blody ſwozd 


in another, ſaying ; Oh Siſter, what joy do I conceive to ſee your 
Loyalty: now | ſee you loved Pariſmenos; be conſtant, (dear Siſter) 
and let us both dye with him, who would not have refuſed a thouſand 
deaths for oar ſakes, | 91 

Then all the multitude began fo cry out with a loud voice, Save 
the Kings Children, ſave the Kings Children, &c. And ſuch a mutinp 
began to ariſe, that the Earth ſemed to ſhake. with the noiſe they 
made. 

The Japlozs Wife all this while ſtanding by, and ſ&ing the twa 
young Pꝛinces ready to ſacrifice themſel ves, being aured that none 
but her ſelf knew the truth, and that it reſted in her power fo ſave 
their lives, eſpecially being touched with remozſe, ſhe ſuddenly ſtept 
unto tic two young Princes, ſaying, Stay, I beſcech you ſtay, and hear 
the truth of all: This dead body, which you ſuppoſe to be Pariſme- 
nos, is the Jaylor, though clad in his Apparel, for that worthy Knight 
eſcaped out of the Dungeon; and if you behold the Corps, you will. 
find it to be the Body of my Husband : Whereupon Marcellus went to 
the Pearſe, and caſting off ths Cloth that covered the ſame, knew it: 
was not Pariſmenos 4 Then caſting down the Sword, he embꝛaced An- 
gelica in both his Arms, who ſeeing the truth of all, and that Pari- 
menos was cſcaped, with whom ſhe came on purpoſe foz to die; let fall 
her Knife, and was p2cſently clothed by the Ladies that attended her 

Maximus was fo amazed with this news, that he. ff@d like one 
ſenfieſs ; the Bing of Lybia foz ſhame of Angelica's ſpeeches held: 
down his Head, and all the whole Aſſembly. of beholders were con⸗ 
founded in their thoughts, and food like men fransfo2med into admi⸗ 
ration. | 

In the midſt of this amazement came. a. knight * the 
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Camp with all ſpeed, his Countenance bew2aying ſome Tragical 
Fila ge, who uttered theſe ſpeeches: 

Molt Noble King, whilſt you ſtand here debating matters of ſo ſmall 
importance, the Bohemians have deſtroyed many thouſands of your 
Souldiers, who run up and down like men aghaſt for want of their Cap- 
tains, that all the fields are beftrewed with their dead bodies, the Val- 
Icy; filled with blood, and the plain ground drunk therewith; our Ene- 
mies Arms are tyrcd with ſlaying, and we compelicd to fly for tear, with 
ſpeed therefore return, or the pride of Natolta is loſt.

Now the Getulians have a cuſtom, which is generally obſerved a⸗ 

mongſt them, that the Bꝛides, the day bekoze their Marriage offer Sa- 

crifice in Hymens Temple, whom the married folks- adoze as a God, 


which cuperſtitious cuſton is in ſuch regard amongf them, that they 
count it not lawful fo2 any one to marry befoze they have perkoꝛmed 


theſe Rites, reputing them fo atcurſt that neglect the ſame; and eſteem⸗ 


ing them enriched with many Bleſſings that do theſe Superſtitions - 


with molt Devotions, The manner whereof is this: 


The Bzides. are adozned with rich and coftly Oznaments, and. 


Crowned with Garlands of Flowers, and in that ſo2t they go to the 


Temple attended by one Damzel, who carryeth the Intente, which is 


Balls of Frankincenſe and Roſe-water, which themſelves caſt into the 


Fire that burneth upon the Alter; then Hymens Pꝛieſt ſapeth tertain 
Pꝛayers, and uſeth to bleſs them with certain: wozds, pzaping a Eb. 8

journed a long time in Getulia, knew their cuſtoms, and hearing of all
